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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES,  AND 
PARKS  COMMITTEE  FOR  1878-9. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Museum,  Libraries,  and  Parks  Committee  beg  to  report  to  the  Council 
that  during  the  past  twelve  months  the  various  departments  under  their 
management  have  been  maintained  in  excellent  order,  and  that  satisfactory 
progress  has  been  attained  by  the  extension  of  the  Libraries  and  the  Pdrks. 

The  four  Libraries  (central  and  three  branches)  are  furnished  with  not 
less  than  70,000  volumes,  of  which  36,155  volumes  are  available  for  home 
reading,  and  about  32,000  books  form  the  Reference  Library  in  Peel  Park. 

The  gross  number  of  books  issued  during  the  year  ending  31st  October, 
1879,  has  been  389,849,  or  an  average  of  1,326  daily.  Of  this  number  86,476, 
volumes  were  issued  to  the  readers  in  the  Reading-rooms  of  the  four  establish- 
ments, and  303,373  volumes  were  lent  for  home  reading,  an  average  of  more 
than  1,000  volumes  per  day.  At  any  hour  throughout  the  year  there  are 
about  10,000  volumes  in  the  hands  of  the  various  borrowers  from  the  four 
Libraries. 

The  issues  last  year  are  the  highest  yet  registered  since  the  opening  of 
the  Libraries  in  1850.  They  exceed  the  issues  of  the  preceding  year  by  23,361 
volumes. 

The  active  borrowers  holding  cards  at  the  end  of  this  year  was  9,331  in  all 
the  Libraries,  but  it  is  a  moderate  computation  to  say  that  the  four  reading- 
rooms  have  been  visited  three  quarters  of  a  million  times  (758,666)  by  persons 
who  use  the  newspapers  and  periodicals  placed  upon  the  stands  and  tables ; 
hese  are  extensively  read,  but  are  not  registered  with  the  issues  of  boohs. 


The  Branch  Libraries  are  year  by  year  increasingly  used  by  the  working 
people  in  their  respective  districts,  and  have  boon  kept  in  a  satisfactory  state 
by  the  Librarians  having  charge  of  them. 

The  improvements  in  the  Reference  and  Lending  Libraries,  and  in  the 
Reading-room  in  Peel  Park,  described  and  recommended  to  be  carried  out  in 
the  Annual  Report  for  1878,  have,  your  Committee  are  pleased  to  say,  been 
effected  during  the  year.  The  Reading-room  in  the  Langworthy  wing  was 
opened  to  the  public  by  Mr.  Alderman  Davies,  chairman  of  the  Libraries 
Committee,  in  August  last.  It  is  lofty,  capacious,  and  well  lighted  both  day 
and  night.  The  view  from  the  windows  over  the  Park  is  pleasant  and 
extensive,  reaching  to  the  moorlands  beyond  Bury,  Rivington  Pike,  and  the 
hills  of  Blackstone  Edge.  The  room  is  well  furnished  with  seats  and  tables  for 
200  readers,  with  London  daily  and  local  newspapers  on  stands  at  which 
thirty  readers  can  at  the  same  time  read  with  ease,  maps  on  the  walls, 
directories,  the  current  periodicals  and  weekly  journals,  dictionaries,  and 
catalogues  upon  the  desks,  for  free  use  within  the  room — making  it  without 
question  the  most  comfortable  and  valuable  public  room  within  the  borough. 

The  large  room,  formerly  the  reading-room,  is  furnished  as  a  Reference 
Library.  Eight  new  book  presses  are  erected  from  the  sides  of  the  room,  having 
shelf^oom  for  10,000  volumes.  The  3,020  bound  volumes  of  Specifications  of 
Patents  are  now  arranged  in  four  of  the  presses,  and  special  classes  of  literature 
and  new  books  will  be  located  in  the  other  presses. 

A  new  Catalogue  of  the  Reference  Library  under  its  new  arrangement  is 
in  hand. 

The  Lending  Library  at  Peel  Park  has  been  entirely  renovated,  and  is  now 
within  the  Langworthy  wing,  in  a  room  admirably  fitted  for  it  and  for  the 
convenience  of  the  borrowers.  It  has  been  furnished  in  a  plain,  substantial 
way,  suitable  for  a  library  for  lending  out  books.  The  number  of  volumes  at  the 
reopening,  13th  October,  was  10,000,  a  good  part  of  which  were  new  books, 
many  of  the  well-worn  books  having  been  withdrawn  from  circulation.  A  new 
Catalogue  to  the  Lending  Library  has  been  printed  in  a  classified  form,  in 
which  the  proportion  of  works  of  fiction  is  about  one-half  of  the  whole  library. 

The  gas-lighting  in  the  Reading-rooms  and  Libraries  is  much  improved 
since  the  adoption  of  Green's  patent  burners,  and  ventilation  in  the  evenings 
is  also  better  than  it  used  to  be  before  the  recent  changes  were  effected 
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The  Museum  and  Picture  Galleries  have  been  visited  by  381,000  persons 
during  the  year.  The  daily  average  of  visitors  was  1,465.  In  Whit-week, 
the  number  counted  was  54,500.  The  greatest  number  on  any  one  day 
was  14,000.  All  these  numbers  are  considerably  below  those  of  former  years, 
for  24  years  past.  The  main  cause  of  this  decrease  is  unfortunately  too  well 
known  to  require  any  long  explanation.  The  general  depression  in  trade,  lack 
of  employment,  and  the  abnormally  cold  and  wet  summer  and  autumn,  have 
each  had  a  strongly-deterring  influence  upon  the  amusements  and  holidays  of 
the  working  classes.  All  the  years  of  high  returns  of  visitors  have  been  years 
of  activity  in  trade,  with  high  wages,  and  in  some  degree  the  fluctuations  in 
the  yearly  returns  of  visitors  to  the  Museum — although  it  is  free — may  be 
regarded  as  an  indication  of  the  rate  of  wages  earned  by  the  working  classes 
in  this  manufacturing  district.  They  take  less  interest  in  museums  and 
galleries  when  work  and  wages  are  both  reduced. 

The  Committee  have  to  express  their  cordial  thanks  to  Chas.  J.  Galloway, 
Esq.,  John  Whitehead,  Esq.,  J.  L.  Langworthy,  Esq.,  of  Putney,  Mr.  Councillor 
Armitage,  Mr.  F.  G.  Dumas,  Mr.  Hamer,  and  other  gentlemen,  for  their  kindness 
in  lending  many  valuable  paintings  during  the  year.  With  the  aid  of  such 
generous  assistance  from  time  to  time,  the  Galleries  have  the  advantage  of 
exhibiting  new  paintings  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  visitors,  whilst  the  other- 
wise vacant  spaces  on  the  walls  of  the  Langworthy  Gallery  are  thus  kept 
filled  with  valuable  works  of  art. 

Your  Committee  have  been  limited,  from  want  of  funds,  in  their  purchases 
of  Paintings  and  Works  of  Art  during  this  year.  One  large  painting, 
Springtime  in  the  Valley  of  the  Somme,  by  Louis  Aiine'  Japy,  and  a  smaller, 
a  Fruit  Piece,  by  Miss  J.  Shepherd,  have  been  purchased.  Through  the 
liberality  of  Mr.  Alderman  Dewhurst,  the  Fine  Art  Collection  is  increased  by 
the  donation  of  a  colossal  Bust  of  Cromwell,  in  marble,  the  work  of  Mr. 
Swinnerton,  of  Rome ;  and  also  by  a  donation  from  J.  H.  Horsfall,  Esq.,  of  a 
cast  of  the  colossal  Head  of  Jupiter  of  Otricoli.  Casts  of  several  famous 
busts  from  the  great  sculptors  have  also  been  added  to  the  collection. 

The  Portraits  and  Paintings,  both  in  the  North  Gallery  and  South 
Gallery,  have  been  rearranged,  since  the  Exhibitions  of  1878,  and,  as  far  as 
space  would  admit,  additional  and  educational  features  introduced.  For 
instance,  a  complete  set  of  the  71  Autotypes  of  Turner's  Liher  Studiorum 
have  been  mounted  and  framed,  with  the  critical  and  descriptive  remarks  from 


Mr.  Rawlinson's  book  attached  to  each  drawing.  This  collection  excites 
an  interest  with  some  of  the  class  of  visitors,  as  does  also  the  extensive 
series  of  Chromos  of  Italian  and  Flemish  Art,  issued  by  the  Arundel  Society, 
which  also  hang  in  the  South  Gallery.  Several  other  Art  features,  having  this 
instructive  character,  are  in  preparation  for  future  exhibition  at  an  early  date. 

The  Collection  of  Minerals  and  Metals  has  been  removed  from  the  room 
in  the  basement  to  the  well-lighted  one  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  South 
Wing,  and  the  work  is  now  in  course  of  being  carried  out  for  the  reception  of 
the  fossils  and  selected  specimens  in  geology  in  this  room.  The  basement 
room  will  be  appropriated  for  large  miscellaneous  objects  and  models.  It  is 
hoped  that  all  these  changes  and  improvements  will  be  completed  before  the 
summer  of  1880. 

The  other  portions  of  the  Museum  collection  are  without  any  change  or 
enlargement.  With  a  desire  to  assist  other  institutions  engaged  in  providing 
means  for  the  instruction  and  amusement  of  the  working  classes,  your  Com- 
mittee willingly  acceded  to  the  request  from  the  Darwen  Exhibition  Committee 
for  the  loan  of  a  few  interesting  objects  from  the  Museum  collection,  and  a 
number  of  suitable  articles  were  therefore  sent  to  Darwen  for  the  summer 
months. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the  Members  of  the  Library  Association  of 
the  United  Kingdom  to  Manchester,  in  Congress  last  September,  your  Committee 
invited  the  members  to  visit  and  inspect  the  Libraries  and  Museum,  after 
which  his  Worship  the  Mayor  (William  Robinson,  Esq.)  entertained  the 
whole  of  the  members,  together  with  the  members  of  the  respective  Libraries 
Committees  of  Salford  and  of  Manchester  to  a  dinner  in  the  large  Library. 
About  160  guests  sat  down  to  dinner.  Amongst  the  strangers  present  were  : 
Baron  de  Watteville,  of  Paris;  Armand  Dumaresq  ;  J.  Stevens,  of  the  United 
States;  James  Heywood,  F.R.S. ;  Dr.  Rogers,  F.R.H.S. ;  R.  Garnett,  G.  Bullen, 
of  the  British  Museum ;  and  the  Secretaries,  Treasurer,  and  Council  of  the 
Association.  At  a  subsequent  meeting  the  Association  unanimously  passed 
the  following  resolution  : — 

"  That  the  best  thanks  of  this  Association  be  tendered  to  the  Mayor  of 
Salford  for  the  graceful  and  munificent  hospitality  shown  by  him  to  the 
members  of  the  Library  Association  at  Peel  Park."

The  exceptionally  unfavourable  state  of  the  weather  which  prevailed 
during  the  past  year  has  had  its  influence  in  diminishing  the  usual  number  of 
visitors  attending  the  Park,  especially  during  the  summer  months. 

The  severity  of  the  frost  during  the  long  and  protracted  winter  months 
affected  most  seriously  all  attempts  at  floral  displays  in  the  several  Parks. 

The  shrubs,  plants,  and  trees  suffered  so  greatly  from  this  cause  that  it 
was  feared  a  great  number  of  them  had  perished,  but  the  very  moist  season 
which  followed  had  the  effect  of  reviving  many  of  the  hard-wooded  varieties 
which  have  shown  young  shoots  from  the  old  .stocks. 

The  new  retaining  wall  at  the  north  end  of  the  Park  has  been  completed, 
and  both  sides  of  the  promenade  have  been  planted  with  an  avenue  of  thorn 
trees.  The  work  of  widening  the  promenade  along  the  whole  line  of  the 
river  bank  has  also  been  completed,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  your  Committee 
report  that  the  result  of  these  permanent  improvements  to  the  Park  has  been 
to  entirely  prevent  the  flooding  of  the  grounds  during  the  past  year. 

The  beds  in  the  ornamental  ground  and  on  the  terrace  promenade  on 
the  north  of  the  Museum  have  been  supplied  with  a  good  display  of  bulbs 
and  bedding-out  plants  considering  the  inclemency  of  the  season,  and  the 
grass  in  the  Park  has  very  much  improved  in  appearance  from  the  cultivation 
it  has  received  by  manuring  and  repeated  dressing. 

The  Bowling  Green  has  been  in  excellent  condition,  and  has  been  in 
constant  requisition  during  the  season. 

The  band  performances  have  been  continued  alternately  during  the 
summer  months  in  the  several  Parks,  and  have  attracted  large  numbers  of 
the  people. 
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SEEDLEY  AND  ALBERT  PARKS. 

These  Parks  continue  to  be  the  popular  resorts  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
districts  in  which  they  are  situated.  In  Seedley  Park  the  superior  condition 
of  the  soil  and  its  southern  aspect  preserved  the  trees  and  shrubs  from  the 
injury  which  befell  the  plants  in  Albert  Park  from  the  effects  of  the  severity 
of  the  last  winter.  The  destruction  to  the  young  evergreen  plants  especially 
was  very  great,  and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  rearrange  the  plants  and 
to  improve  the  ground  with  a  supply  of  rich  soil  to  assist  the  growth. 

A  gymnasium  for  males  and  females  has  been  erected  in  the  Albert  Park, 
and  is  much  used. 


ORDSAL    PARK. 

This  Park  was  formally  opened  on  Saturday,  the  9th  of  August,  by  Mr. 
Alderman  Davies,  Chairman  of  the  Museum  and  Parks  Committee.  A  large 
procession,  composed  of  the  Chairman,  the  members  of  the  Council,  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  Manchester,  and  many  influential  gentlemen  of  the  Borough, 
proceeded  to  the  Park,  where  Mr.  Councillor  Bowes,  the  deputy  chairman, 
after  an  address,  presented  Mr.  Alderman  Davies  with  a  gold  key,  and 
requested  him  to  open  the  Park.  The  procession  having  passed  in  Mr. 
Alderman  Davies  then  explained  the  object  of  the  Council  in  the  formation  of 
the  Park,  and  declared  it  open  to  the  public  for  ever.  After  a  short  speech 
by  the  Bishop,  the  procession  returned  to  the  Reading  Room  of  the  new 
Langworthy  wing  of  the  Museum,  which  during  the  evening  was  declared 
open  to  the  public  by  the  Chairman. 

The  whole  of  the  works  are  completed,  with  the  excception  of  a  portion 
of  the  playground  on  the  east-side  of  the  Park,  which  requires  raising  to 
the  proper  level. 

The  trees  and  shrubs  in  this  Park  are  in  a  promising  condition,  and  the 
vegetation  and  greensward  have  made  rapid  progress.  The  soil  is  of  excellent 
quality,  and  the  atmosphere  pure  and  free  from  smoke  and  other  poisonous 
impurities  to  the  growth  of  plants. 
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GREENGATE   PLAYGROUND. 

This  playground,  with  its  swings  and  gymnasium,  is  in  constant  use  by 
children  from  3  to  10  years  of  age,  and  answers  admirably  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  established. 


TRIANGULAR    LAND   AT    JUNCTION  OF   CROSS- 
LANE    AND   BROAD-STREET. 

This  land  has  been  enclosed  with  a  dwarf  wall  and  iron  railing,  and  the 
space  inside  has  received  a  supply  of  good  soil  and  a  selection  of  trees  and 
shrubs  suitable  for  the  situation,  which  are  making  good  progress,  the 
rhododendrons  especially  being  well  set  with  bloombuds.

TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Committee  beg  to  lay  a  Report  before  the  Council,  of  the  work 
effected  in  the  various  departments  under  their  management  for  the  past 
twelve  months. 

The  additions  to  the  general  stock  of  books  have  been  very  moderate, 
from  the  want  of  available  funds  for  purchases,  the  increase  being  only  1,542 
volumes  to  the  five  Libraries,  making  the  total  number  of  volumes  69,669  as 
against  67,631  in  1879. 

There  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  gross  issues  when  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  The  decrease  amounts  to  3,321  volumes  spread  over  the 
five  Libraries.  The  attendances  in  the  Reading-rooms  and  Newsrooms  have 
been  well  maintained,  the  gross  number  registered  for  the  year  being  692,617 
readers.  The  table  of  issues  from  the  four  Lending  Libraries  show  that  works  of 
fiction  bear  the  proportion  of  four-fifths  of  the  total  issues,  which  is  found  to 
be  near  the  average  proportion  of  issues   in  several  of  the  Free  Lending 


Libraries  in  the  large  towns  in  the  kingdom.     The  reports  for  1879-80  from 
the  undermentioned  give  their  issues  as  follow  : —

There  is  an  increase  of  5,083  new  borrowers  from  the  Lending  Libraries 
during  the  year.  The  probable  number  of  active  borrowers  is  9,546  at  the 
present  time. 

In  all  respects  the  Libraries  are  in  good  order,  and,  considering  the 
enormous  use  made  of  them  by  the  public,  the  books  are  fairly  and 
considerately  taken  care  of  by  the  borrowers.  In  consequence  of  the  one 
defect,  that  of  keeping  the  books  unreasonably  beyond  the  authorised  time,  it 
has  been  thought  advisable  to  re-establish  the  only  corrective,  by  imposing  a 
small  fine  upon  the  defaulting  borrowers. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  and  Picture  Galleries  has  been 
greatly  in  excess  of  the  previous  four  years.  This  may  be  readily  attributed 
to  the  finer  summer  and  autumn  weather,  the  reputed  improvement  in  work 
and  wages  with  the  working  classes,  and  especially  to  the  great  attraction 
caused  by  the  exhibition  of  two  of  Miss  Thompson's  paintings — "Quatre  Bras" 
and  "Balaclava" — in  August  and  September.  There  were  140,000  visitors 
during  the  thirty-five  days  whilst  these  paintings  were  on  view  in  the 
Langworthy  Gallery.  The  majority  of  these  visitors  were  of  the  working 
classes.     A  descriptive  catalogue  of  these  paintings,  with  all  the  other  loans 


and  important  paintings  in  the  Gallery,  was  printed  for  the  occasion,  and 
10,000  of  this  "penny  catalogue  were  sold  to  the  visitors  during  their 
exhibition. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  and  of  the  Council  are  especially  due  to 
C.  J.  Calloway,  Esq.,  for  the  loan  of  "  Quatre  Bras,"  and  to  John  Whitehead, 
Esq.,  for  the  loan  of  "Balaclava," — for  their  kindness  in  lending  these 
important  works  for  free  exhibition  to  the  public,  the  more  so  as  they  have 
renewed  their  loans  for  the  present  winter  and  coming  spring  of  1881.

The  only  addition  to  the  permanent  collection  in  the  Art  Gallery  is  a 
large  painting  by  the  late  F.  Newenham,  "The  Princess  Elizabeth  before  the 


Romish   Council,   a.d.    1555;"   it  was  purchased  for  £100.     This  painting  k 
engraved,  and  well  known  as  an  excellent  work  of  art. 


A  second  edition  of  photographs  of  the  Memorial  Statues  and  Royal  Free 
Museum  and  Library  in  Peel  Park,  with  descriptions  by  Mr.  John  Plant, 
Curator,  has  been  published  and  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
others. 

Your  Committee  refer  with  pleasure  to  the  valuable  donation  made  by  the 

Misses  Heaven,  of  Victoria  Park  and  Cheltenham.  It  consists  of  a  large 
cabinet  containing  44  drawers  filled  with  upwards  of  2,000  of  the  choicest 
specimens  of  rare  foreign  shells.  The  collection  was  made  between  the  years 
1819  and  1848,  by  Abraham  Lincolne,  Esq.,  of  Highbury  Place,  Islington, 
and  cost  its  owner  upwards  of  £1,000.  The  cowries,  cones  and  volutes — 
above  600  specimens — are  very  perfect,  almost  unique  for  their  beauty 
and  variety. 

The  collections  in  the  rooms  forming  the  Museum  proper  have  not  received 
any  noticeable  additions,  nor  had  any  changes  during  the  year.  The  specimens 
are  attended  to  and  kept  as  clean  as  possible.  Next  year  it  is  hoped  that  funds 
will  be  available  for  casing  the  walls  of  the  mineral  room  and  allowing  the 
selected  fossils  to  be  again  exhibited.  At  present  they  are  stored  in 
boxes. 

Additional  precautions  and  extra  apparatus  have  been  provided  in  case  of 
fire,  and  the  porters  and  staff  are  drilled  in  the  use  and  ready  application  of 
the  fire  apparatus.

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  the  improved  state  of  the 
weather  during  the  past  summer,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  has  con- 
tributed greatly  to  augment  the  number  of  visitors  to  the  several  parks,  which 
are  becoming  year  by  year  more  popular  as  places  of  resort  to  visitors,  and  of 
recreation  and  pleasure  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  generally. 


PEEL,  SEEDLEY,   ALBERT  AND   OKDSALL 
PARKS. 

The  extensive  alterations  wThich  have  been  carried  out  in  Peel  Park 
during  the  past  recent  years,  and  the  works  of  forming  and  laying  out  the 
Seedley,  Albert,  and  Ordsall  Parks,  and  the  indispensable  expenditure  of 
money  contingent  thereon  have  been  brought  to  a  satisfactory  termination, 
and  your  Committee  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  no  further  large  outlay  of 
money  will  be  required  in  connection  with  any  of  the  parks  beyond  the 
ordinary  annual  expenditure  to  sustain  the  usual  staff  of  gardeners,  and  to 
maintain  the  trees,  plants,  and  shrubs  in  a  permanently  satisfactory  condition. 

The  past  summer  has  been  an  exceptional  season  for  the  growth  of 
vegetation  in  all  the  parks,  and  the  lawns  have  been  consequently  in  excellent 
condition. 

The  display  of  flowers  in  the  ornamental  portions  of  the  parks  has  been 
more  abundant  and  choice  than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  old  rhododendrons  which  perished  in  the  late  severe  winter  have 
been  replaced  by  others  of  a  new  class,  which  are  understood  to  be  hardy 
enough  to  withstand  the  rigour  of  the  weather. 

The  broad  raised  walk  at  the  north  end  of  Peel  Park  has  effectually 
prevented  the  flooding  ef  the  park  from  the  river,  and  a  new  drain  now  in

course  of  construction  will  also  prevent  the  flooding  from  the  Pendleton 
district  of  the  water  course  on  the  west  of  the  park,  which  has  hitherto  had  its 
overflow  into  the  park. 

The  bowling  greens  in  Peel  and  Albert  Parks  have  been  in  good  condition 
during  the  season,  and  have  been  much  used  by  visitors. 

The  musical  promenade  concerts  by  the  Salford  Police  Band,  the  Salford 
Ironworks  Band,  the  Band  of  the  Crescent  Ironworks,  the  Richmond  Brass 
Band,  and  the  Band  of  the  Salford  Workhouse,  performed  at  the  several 
parks  gratuitously  during  the  summer  months,  and  have  been  a  source  of 
great  attraction  to  large  numbers  of  persons  who  attended  at  the  parks. 

The  Sabbath  Schools  of  the  various  religious  denominations  of  the  Borough 
held  a  united  demonstration  in  Peel  Park  on  the  9th  October  instant  in  com- 
memoration of  the  Centenary  of  the  Establishment  of  Sabbath  schools,  when 
17,000  school  children  assembled  together,  and  also  a  large  concourse  of 
of  persons  interested  in  Sabbath  schools,  which  raised  the  total  number  of 
persons  in  the  park  to  over  50,000. 


KERSAL    MOOR 

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  the  arrangement  sanctioned  by 
the  Council  in  March  last  for  leasing  this  Moor  to  the  Corporation  for  the  use 
of  the  public  as  a  recreation  ground  for  a  term  of  21  years,  has  been  duly 
carried  out  by  all  the  parties  concerned,  and  that  the  work  of  fencing  the  land 
on  the  Moor-lane  side  with  a  stout  oak  post  and  iron  rail  fence,  and  with  iron 
hurdles  on  the  other  side  of  the  Moor  has  been  completed.  The  ground  is  in 
course  of  being  drained  and  improved,  and  36  rustic  seats  have  been  fixed  in 
different  positions  on  the  Moor  for  the  use  of  visitors. 


ENCLOSED    LAND   AT    JUNCTION  OF   CROSS-

The  shrubs  and  everygreens  planted  on  this  land,  and  the  grass  bordering 
of  the  beds  have  been  well  attended  to,  and  the  result  of  the  outlay  on  this 
enclosure  has  been  a  decided  improvement  to  the  immediate  neighbourhood. 
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GREENGATE    PLAYGROUND. 

The  constant  use  made  of  this  playground  by  the  children  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood demonstrates  the  utility  of  playgrounds  being  provided  in  densely 
crowded  localities,  and  with  the  object  of  extending  the  principle  a  Committee 
wTas  appointed  to  make  enquiries  for  suitable  sites,  but  nothing  was  done  in 
cansequence  of  the  indisposition  of  the  Committee  to  increase  expenditure 
until  a  return  of  commercial  prosperity.

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REPORT  OE  THE  MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES,  AND 
PARKS  COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Committee  beg  to  lay  a  Report  before  the  Council,  of  the  work 
effected  in  the  various  departments  under  their  management  for  the  past 
twelve  months. 

The  stock  of  books  and  pamphlets  in  the  Libraries  has  been  slightly 
increased,  and  shows  a  total  of  71,085  volumes,  of  which  34,057  volumes  are 
in  the  Central  Reference,  and  37,028  in  the  four  Lending  Libraries.  The 
expenditure  upon  books  has  been  very  small.  The  total  issues  from  the 
Libraries  is  in  excess  of  last  year,  392,874  as  against  386,528  volumes;  the 
gross  total  issues  from  the  Libraries  from  their  opening  is  over  five  millions 
and  a-half  volumes. 

The  Reading-rooms  respectively  show  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  attend- 
ances during  the  year.  The  estimated  number  of  actual  borrowers  from  the 
Lending  Libraries  remains  almost  unchanged. 

The  circulation  of  works  of  fiction  is  not  quite  equal  to  that  of  last  year, 
yet  the  relative  proportion  remains  very  high,  being  about  six-sevenths  of  the 
whole  issues.  The  adoption  of  the  rule  imposing  a  small  fine  upon  over-kept 
books  is  favourably  received  by  the  borrowers ;  and  the  amount  paid  during 
the  year  will  be  of  service  in  adding  new  books  to  the  Libraries.  The  Branch 
Libraries  and  Newsrooms  retain  their  usual  popularity  in  their  respective 
localities,  and  are  conducted  in  a  manner  which  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
public. 


The  Reference  Library  continues  without  any  noticeable  augmentation  of 
its  stock  of  books,  from  the  want  of  funds  available  for  purchase  of  recent 
standard  works  ;  and  the  Committee  look  forward  to  the  probable  passing  of  a 
new  Library  Act,  during  the  next  sessions  of  Parliament,  for  an  improvement 
of  their  position  in  this  respect. 

Your  Committee  were  enabled  to  add  to  the  value  and  attractiveness  of 
the  Museum  by  an  exhibition  of  paintings  of  a  high  class  in  the  Langworthy 
Gallery ;  and  it  is  a  duty  to  draw  attention  to  how  much  the  Committee  and  the 
public  are  indebted  to  several  gentlemen  who  kindly  and  freely  lent  their 
valuable  paintings  to  this  summer  exhibition.  Their  names  are : — Charles 
J".  Galloway,  Esq. ;  R.  Leake,  Esq.,  M.P.;  B.  Armitage,  Esq.,  M.P.;  Councillor 
B.  Armitage,  John  Whitehead,  Esq.;  Mr.  P.  Landstein,  William  Cottrill,  Esq.; 
R.  Smith,  Esq.;  Mr.  Councillor  J.  Johnson,  Pendleton;  Mr.  A.  Brothers, 
A.  Stabli,  Charles  Potter,  John  Taylor,  and  George  Galloway,  Esq.  The 
exhibition  was  opened  on  the  3rd  June  by  a  Conversazione,  to  which  the 
members  of  the  Town  Council,  with  a  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  were 
invited  by  the  Mayor,  the  Chairman,  and  the  Museum  Committee. 

The  exhibition  continued  open  to  the  end  of  September,  and  was  very 
largely  attended  by  above  250,000  visitors;  a  special  descriptive  catalogue  of 
the  paintings  was  printed,  and  15,000  copies  sold  at  one  penny  each. 

The  permanent  collection  of  paintings  has  been  enriched  by  the  presentation 
of  three  fine  paintings,  viz.: — "The  Meeting  of  Esau  and  Jacob,"  by  J.  E. 
"Watts,  R.A.,  from  Messrs.  Mather  &  Piatt  of  the  Salford  Iron  Works ;  "The 
Rev.  John  Wesley,"  group,  by  Marshall  Claxton,  from  Messrs.  T.  Agnew  and 
Sons;  and  "The  Salford  Lass,"  by  Miss  Robinson,  from  Henry  Boddington, 
jun.,  Esq.  This  last  was  in  the  Royal  Academy  this  year.  With  a  view  to 
the  preservation  of  the  finest  of  the  paintings  in  the  permanent  collection,  it 
has  been  deemed  advisable  to  protect  them  from  dust  and  injury  with  plate 
glass,  a  few  being  so  protected  every  year.  This  year,  J.  Knight's  fine 
landscape  of  "  Conway  Marsh,"  and  Bright  Morris's  "  Old  Mill  in  Scotland," 
have  been  so  protected.  T.  J.  Herbert's  large  historical  painting,  "Assertion 
of  Liberty  of  Conscience,"  was  lent  to  the  Artist  during  the  summer  for  an 
exhibition  of  his  works  in  Westminster  Hall. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  is  slightly  below  those  of  last  year, 
the  total  being  431,300,  and  75,600  for  Whit-week  alone. 


Your  Committee  regret  to  have  to  record  tho  death  of  Alderman  Teter 
Gendall,  28th  June.  He  had  been  a  member,  and  for  some  years  the  Chairman, 
of  the  Parks,  Museum,  and  Library  Committee,  from  the  year  1846,  and  was 
the  oldest  member  in  the  Town  Council  at  the  time  of  his  decease. 

To  ensure  further  safety  from  the  danger  of  fire  to  the  building  and  its 
valuable  contents,  an  electric  communication  has  been  laid  down  with  the  Central 
Fire  Station  at  the  Town  Hall ;  and  the  apparatus  at  the  Museum  is  carefully 
inspected  every  day.

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PARKS  DEPARTMENT. 


Your  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  notwithstanding  the 
lateness  of  the  spring,  and  the  severity  of  the  last  winter,  the  general  appear- 
ance of  the  several  parks  during  the  season,  aided  by  the  display  of  an  ample 
supply  of  bedding-out  plants,  was  very  satisfactory.  The  uncertain  state  of  the 
weather,  however,  during  the  summer  months,  had  a  marked  influence  in 
diminishing  the  numbers  of  visitors  and  pleasure  seekers  usually  attending  the 
parks. 

PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT  AND  OKDSAL  PARKS. 

In  consequence  of  the  damage  done  to  Peel  Park,  and  the  injury  sustained 
by  the  flooding  of  the  grounds  and  greenhouses  by  the  overflow  of  the  Irwell 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  head  gardener  was  directed  to  raise  and  re- 
construct that  portion  of  the  Walness  roadway  at  its  junction  with  the  north- 
westerly end  of  the  park ;  and  it  affords  your  Committee  great  pleasure  to  be 
able  to  report  that  the  park,  by  this  means,  notwithstanding  the  recent  high 
flood  on  the  13th  instant — which  was  only  one  foot  below  the  flood  of  1866 — 
was  for  the  first  time  kept  entirely  clear  from  flood  water,  and  the  consequent 
deposit  of  mud  and  sediment,  so  destructive  of  plants  and  vegetation. 

With  a  view  to  protect  the  sloping  banks  of  the  park  along  the  line  of  the 
river,  a  strong  retaining  wall  is  in  course  of  being  constructed,  and  will  be 
continued  up  to  the  existing  wall  at  the  foot  of  the  "Willow  Bank. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  a  valuable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  pro- 
pagating houses  of  the  park  by  the  erection  of  a  new  glasshouse,  measuring  140 
feet  long  by  14  feet  wide,  which  will  enable  the  Committee  to  supply  from  one 
centre,  all  the  flowering  plants  and  annuals  for  the  increasing  requirements  of 
the  whole  of  the  parks  under  their  control. 

The  successful  manipulation  of  this  important  department  enabled  the 
head  gardener,  this  year,  to  distribute  amongst  the  various  parks  no  less  than 
52,000  bedding-out  plants.     With  the  aid  of  these  and  other  ornamental  plants, 
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an  extensive  renewal  of  hardy  rhododendrons  (to  replace  those  destroyed  by  the 
rigour  of  recent  winters),  a  large  collection  of  bulbs,  consisting  of  hyacinths, 
tulips,  squills,  and  other  varieties,  and  evergreens,  the  floral  displays  of  the 
whole  of  the  parks  has  been  considerably  above  the  average  of  former  years. 
In  the  ensuing  season,  with  the  increased  facilities  for  the  propagation  of 
plants,  the  Committee  will  be  able  to  largely  augment  the  supply  of  flowering 
plants  to  the  whole  of  the  parks. 

The  bowling  greens  in  Peel  and  Seedley  Parks  have  been  main- 
tained in  good  condition  during  the  season,  and  have  been  largely  used  by 
persons  visiting  those  parks. 

The  improvement  shown  in  the  vigour  and  vitality  of  the  plants,  shrubs 
and  trees  in  Albert,  Ordsal  and  Seedley  Parks,  is  due  in  a  large  degree  to  an 
application  of  an  abundant  supply  of  manure  to  enrich  the  soil,  which  will  also 
tend  to  improve  its  quality  for  horticultural  purposes  from  year  to  year. 

The  promenade  concerts  of  instrumental  music  have  been  continued  during 
the  season,  and  have  become  increasingly  popular.  The  excellent  Bands  of  the 
Salford  Police,  the  Salford  Ironworks,  the  Crescent  Ironworks,  the  Salford 
Union,  and  of  Bichmond,  have  performed  alternately  at  the  several  parks  and 
Kersal  Moor,  the  public  services  thus  rendered  by  them  being  entirely  honorary 

KEESAL  MOOE. 

The  original  intention  of  preserving  this  moor  in  its  natural  state  has  not 
been  departed  from,  and  beyond  some  necessary  works  of  drainage  for  surface 
water,  the  erection  of  a  number  of  rustic  seats,  and  a  little  levelling,  the  land 
remains  in  its  natural  condition ;  the  growth  of  heather  and  other  bog  plants 
and  vegetation,  however,  having  considerably  improved  during  the  year,  and 
the  moor  is  much  appreciated  by  the  large  numbers  of  persons  who  are  its 
constant  visitors.

The  plants  and  evergreens  placed  on  this  land  have  shown  to  great 
advantage  during  the  past  year,  and  have  illustrated  in  a  striking  manner  the 
possibility  of  successfully  planting  similar  open  spaces  within  the  Borough.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES,  AND 
PARKS  COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD.  . 

The  Museum,  Library,  and  Parks  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  laying 
before  the  Council  a  satisfactory  Report  of  the  various  matters  which  have  been 
dealt  with  under  their  control  for  the  last  twelve  months. 

The  five  separate  libraries,  that  is,  the  Reference  and  four  lending  Libraries, 
have  been  maintained  in  a  clean  and  creditable  condition.  The  amount  of  work 
done  by  the  Officers  in  charge  is  done  with  steady  zeal  and  intelligence  through- 
out, there  is  therefore  an  entire  absence  of  complaints  from,  or  against,  the  public 
readers  at  the  News  Rooms,  or  borrowers  from  the  Libraries. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  is  a  decrease  of  issues  of  books  from 
the  Lending  Libraries  from  392,874  to  865,365,  which  is  clearly  attributable  to 
the  want  of  a  larger  supply  of  new  books  to  the  Lending  Libraries  each  year, 
the  additions  to  the  five  Libraries  only  amounting  to  765  volumes,  a  number  of 
these  being  works  specially  purchased  for  the  Reference  Library. 

Your  Committee  cannot  at  present  do  much  towards  augmenting  the 
Libraries  with  new  books,  as  the  penny  rate  is  barely  sufficient  to  meet  all  the 
demands  for  the  maintenance  of  this  now  largely  extended  and  popular  Institution 
and  its  branches. 

Since  the  Libraries  were  first  established  in  1850,  the  issues  of  books  has 
reached  the  grand  total  of  6,038,282  volumes.  The  Reading  and  News  Rooms 
are  very  popular  with  the  working  classes,  the  daily  average  attendance  of 
readers  being  1,895  ;  but  there  is  a  falling  off  from  those  of  immediate  preceding 
years,  which  is  explained  by  the  more  satisfactory  state  of  "  trade"  in  Salford 
this  year,  and  consequently  the  fewer  *'  idle  hands  "  seeking  to  pass  time  away 
at  these  pleasant  and  attractive  rooms. 


There  is  an  addition  of  3,929  new  borrowers  from  the  Lending  Libraries,  and 
a  revision  of  the  cards  issued  for  several  previous  years  reduces  the  number  of 
persons  now  using  their  privileges  to  8,614,  of  which  the  highest  number  2,854 
take  their  books  from  the  Regent  Road  Branch,  around  which  centre  the  working 
class  population,  is  by  far  the  most  numerous.  The  demand  for  works  of  Fiction, 
Tales,  and  Romances  has  not  reached  the  issues  of  1881  by  27,513  volumes,  but 
this  is  not,  it  is  feared,  to  be  regarded  as  any  change  in  the  tastes  of  the  readers, 
rather  a  result  of  the  want  of  a  fresh  supply  of  new  novels  during  the  year  1882. 
The  total  issue  of  works  of  Fiction  has  been  210,820  volumes  out  of  a  gross 
issue  of  books  in  the  year  of  365,365  volumes. 

A  change  in  the  staff  has  placed  Mr.  Joseph  Carter  as  Librarian  in  the 
Reference  Library,  and  he  has  made  considerable  progress  with  the  new  Catalogue 
for  this  department ;  early  next  year  a  good  portion  will  be  ready  for  printing. 

Amongst  the  principal  donations  to  the  Library  it  is  gratifying  to  allude  to 
the  handsome  gift  received  from  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  of  twelve 
folio  volumes  on  the  Statues  and  Ancient  Marbles  in  the  National  Museum,  and 
on  Early  Art  in  Italy. 

The  Museum  and  Picture  Galleries  have  been  visited  by  a  larger  number 
of  people  than  any  year  since  1875,  although  in  Whit- week  the  number 
was  smaller  than  usual  for  this  grand  local  holiday.  The  four  Bank  holidays 
show  a  great  increase  over  previous  years.  The  daily  average  attendance 
throughout  the  year  has  been  1,213  visitors,  which  may  be  considered  satisfactory 
in  face  of  the  unusually  large  number  of  wet  and  stormy  days  which  occurred 
during  the  summer  and  autumn  months. 

Your  Committee  are  indebted  to  the  long  continued  kindness  and  favour 
to  the  Institution  shown  by  gentlemen  from  whom  loans  of  valuable  and  very 
attractive  paintings  are  received,  and  they  especially  refer  to  the  many  favours 
from  C.  J.  Galloway,  Esq.,  who  allowed  "The  Inkerman "  painting  to  be 
exhibited  for  many  months,  and  has  since  added  six  other  fine  paintings  on  loan 
in  the  Langworthy  Gallery ;  and  the  Committee,  as  well  as  the  public  generally, 
are  deeply  indebted  to  Oliver  Heywood,  Esq.,  for  his  present  of  a  painting  by 
P.  H.  Calderon,  R.A.,  "  The  Queen  of  the  Tournament;"  to  B.  Armitage, 
Esq.,  M.P.  for  the  borough,  for  a  present  of  a  group  in  marble,  "  The  Genius 
of  Lancashire,"  by  P.  Ball,  of  London  ;  to  Messrs.  J.  Johnson  and  Sons,  for 
an  oil  painting  ;  to  Wm.  Mather,  Esq.,  for  his  present,  a  framed  carbon-photo 
of  "  The  Royal  Family  ;"  and  to  Charles  Leigh  Clare,  Esq.,  for  a  present  of  an 


important  collection  of  Royal  Seals,  and  for  the  loan  of  a  collection  of  Arms 
and  Weapons  from  Persia  and  North  India,  showing  works  of  surprising  skill 
and  splendour  in  ornamental  design.  Although  no  special  Exhibition  of 
Paintings  was  provided  for  the  last  summer  season,  the  Langworthy  Art  Gallery 
was  evidently  attractive  to  the  people,  and  a  new  edition  of  10,000  copies  of  a 
descriptive  catalogue  to  the  paintings  was  sold  in  a  few  months. 

Your  Committee  have  had  six  more  of  the  large  paintings  in  the  Lang- 
worthy  Gallery  protected  with  plate-glass,  and  the  value  of  this  important 
precaution  is  evinced  by  the  permanent  brightness  and  purity  of  the  paintings 
already  protected,  in  comparison  with  those  that  are  at  present  exposed  to  the 
vicissitudes  of  damp  and  impurities  in  the  local  atmosphere. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  has  been  re-painted  this  summer,  and  in 
the  coming  spring  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  re-paint  and  decorate  the 
galleries  and  other  rooms  of  the  Museum  ;  otherwise  the  buildings  are  in  an 
excellent  state  of  repair. 

The  Museum  and  Library  have  been  honoured  by  the  visit  of  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh,  Prince  Leopold,  and  Prince  Christian,  on  the  13th  December,  1881. 
Their  Royal  Highnesses  were  received  by  the  Mayor  (R.  Husband,  Esq.),  the 
Chairman,  and  Committee  of  the  Library.  During  the  walk  through  the 
Galleries  and  the  Library,  Mr.  John  Plant,  the  Curator,  pointed  out  and 
explained  several  objects  of  special  interest.  Copies  of  the  "  Book  of 
Statues,"  etc.,  were  graciously  accepted  by  their  Royal  Highnesses. 

Special  visits  have  also  been  made  to  the  Museum  by  the  Field  Naturalist 
Society  of  Manchester,  the  delegates  of  the  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  Union  of 
Institutes,  and  the  Members  of  several  Societies  from  distant  towns. 

With  a  view  to  increase  the  usefulness  to  the  public  of  the  contents  of  the 
Library  and  the  Museum,  your  Committee  made  arrangements  for  a  course  of 
Popular  Lectures  during  the  winter  evenings.  They  were  intended  especially  to 
show  the  people  the  use  and  value  of  the  books  in  the  Reference  Library,  the 
objects  in  the  cases  in  the  Museum,  and  the  paintings  in  the  Galleries,  as  aids 
to  the  study  of  literature,  science,  and  art.  The  first  course  comprised  a 
lecture  by  W.  E.  A.  Axon,  Esq.,  M.R.S.L.,  "A  Visit  to  the  Museum  and 
Library  in  Peel  Park ;  by  Mr.  Alderman  Bailey,  "  The  Inventors  of  Spinning 
and  Weaving  Machinery ;"  by  Mr.  Councillor  Mandley,  "  Salford  in  the  Olden 


Time;"  by  George  Evans,  Esq.,  F.R.S.L.,  on  ''Thackeray;"  by  J.  H. 
Nodal,  Esq.,  on  "Lancashire  in  Fiction."  The  attendance  of  the  working 
classes  was  very  fair,  and  the  result  quite  satisfactory,  so  that  another  course  of 
ten  lectures  has  been  arranged  for  the  winter  of  1882-83. 

The  First  Charter  of  Salford.     A.D.  1230. 

The  original  parchment  Charter  granting  "Freedom  to  the  Borough  of 
Salford,"  by  Ranulph  Earl  of  Chester  and  Lincoln,  temp  Henry  III.  A.D. 
1230,  is  now  publicly  exhibited  in  the  Reading  Room  at  Peel  Park  Library. 

The  preservation  of  this  small  piece  of  parchment  undamaged  through  all 
the  vicissitudes  and  changes  of  six  and  a  half  centuries  is  little  short  of  a 
miracle.  Its  recovery  gives  it  more  than  ordinary  interest,  for  it  is  the  one 
unique  relic  of  antiquity  which  the  borough  of  Salford  possesses.  It  was  re- 
cently found  during  a  search  in  a  box  in  the  vault  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  the 
Mayor  (Mr.  Alderman  Husband),  with  the  Town  Hall  Committee,  caused  it  to 
be  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  Museum  Committee. 

The  parchment  is  fifteen  inches  in  length,  and  the  width  six  and  three- 
quarters  inches.  It  contains  forty  lines  written  in  contracted  monkish 
Latin — similar  to  the  writing  of  the  Magna  Charta,  written  only  fifteen  years 
later. — The  original  seal  of  Earl  Ranulph,  somewhat  damaged,  is  yet  attached 
to  the  document. 

As  no  accurate  transcription  or  translation  of  the  Charter  is  known,  it  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  T.  N.  Morton,  of  Liverpool,  a  skilled  palaeographer, 
and  he,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Plant,  Chief  Librarian,  and  Mr.  J.  E. 
Bailey,  F.S.A.,  satisfactorily  completed  this  task.  An  exposition  of  the  history, 
etc.,  of  the  Charter,  written  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Bailey,  has  been  printed,  and  copies 
sent  to  members  of  the  Council. 

The  Charter,  with  a  transcription  and  translation,  have  been  handsomely 
mounted  and  secured  in  a  frame  specially  designed  by  Mr.  J.  Plant,  and  it 
now  forms  a  conspicuous  object  in  the  Reading  Room.

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PARKS  DEPARTMENT. 


Your  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  several  Parks  under 
their  control  have,  during  the  past  year,  presented  an  appearance  in  foliage 
and  flowers  which  was  highly  satisfactory.  The  comparative  mildness  of  the  last 
winter,  followed  by  a  genial  spring-time  contributed  greatly  to  the  growth  of  the 
plants,  shrubs,  evergreens,  and  trees,  which  have  subsequently  shown  renewed 
vigour  and  vitality. 

The  attendance  of  visitors,  notwithstanding  the  uncertainty  of  the  weather 
during  the  summer  months  has  been  good,  and  the  visitors  od  Bank  Holidays, 
chiefly  from  the  surrounding  districts,  have  attended  in  very  greatly  increased 
numbers. 

PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSAL  PARKS. 

The  Central  Park  has  been  free  from  inundations  during  the  year.  The 
embankment  and  wall  constructed  at  the  Wallness  Road,  have  effectually  pro- 
tected the  Park  from  floods  and  the  consequent  deposits  of  mud  and  filth,  so 
detrimental  to  the  growth  of  trees  and  vegetation. 

A  strong  retaining  wall  along  the  river  bank  has  been  constructed  from  the 
Suspension  Bridge  to  the  first  valve  chamber,  and  another  section  of  the  wall  is 
now  in  course  of  construction  from  the  second  valve  chamber  to  the  Willow  bank. 
The  centre  section  between  these  two  points  will  be  undertaken  in  the  ensuing 
year,  and  will  complete  the  river  wall  for  the  entire  length  of  the  Park. 

The  display  of  flowers  and  bedding-out  plants  in  all  the  Parks  during  the 
past  season,  has  been  much  greater  than  in  former  years,  by  reason  of  the 
increased  facility  for  their  propagation,  in  the  extensive  and  well  arranged  green- 
houses provided  in  Peel  Park.  The  lawns,  the  flower  beds,  and  the  ornamental 
portions  of  the  Parks  have  been  well  and  carefully  kept,  and  an  abundance  of 
plants  has  been  always  in  readiness  to  afford  an  ample  supply  for  floral  display 
during  tbe  whole  summer. 

The  Bowling  Greens  in  Peel  and  Seedley  Parks,  have  been  much  used  by 
players  during  the  bowling  season. 

The  Band  Promenade  Concerts  have  been  continued  alternately  in  all  the 
Parks  during  the  summer  months,  by  the  admirable  bands  of  the  Police  Force, 
the  Salford  Iron  Works,  the  Salford  Union,  and  the  Richmond  Band. 
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COTTAGE  WINDOW  GARDENING. 

With  the  view  to  the  encouragement  of  a  taste  for  flowers  among  tho 
working  classes  at  their  homes,  a  largo  assortment  of  plants  from  the  Park  stock 
were  sold  at  a  nominal  price  for  home  cultivation,  and  for  final  competition  at  an 
exhibition,  at  which  prizes  were  offered  for  the  several  classes  of  plants  set  out 
in  the  prize  list.  On  the  18th  of  August  last  the  various  competitors  submitted 
the  result  of  their  work  for  adjudication,  and  the  same  were  shown  at  an 
exhibition  held  in  Peel  Park,  which  was  opened  by  the  Mayor,  accompanied  by 
Members  of  the  Committee  and  other  gentlemen,  and  the  result  was  highly 
encouraging  as  a  first  trial ;  it  is  proposed  to  hold  a  similar  exhibition  in  the 
forthcoming  year. 

KERSAL  MOOR. 

The  oversight  of  this  land  by  the  Corporation  has  preserved  for  it  much  of 
its  original  character,  and  during  the  months  of  August  and  September  last  the 
grass,  heather,  and  other  bog  plants  were  seen  to  great  advantage. 

ENCLOSURE  AT  JUNCTION  OF  CROSS  LANE  AND 
BROAD  STREET. 

The  shrubs,  and  plants,  and  greensward  in  this  enclosure  are  in  a  healthy 
condition,  and  have  displayed  a  prolific  growth  during  the  year. 

A  similar  enclosure  is  being  made  in  Pendleton,  near  the  Railway  Station, 
at  the  cost  of  a  number  of  gentlemen  interested  in  the  welfare  of  that  district, 
and  they  have  had  the  services  of  the  Head  Gardener  to  lay  out  the  land  as  a 
garden  plot,  and  the  work  is  now  in  progress. 

GREENGATE  PLAYGROUND. 

This  ground  continues  to  be  constantly  used  by  the  children  of  the  district 
as  a  playground,  and  attracts  a  large  number  of  children  from  the  surrounding 
neighbourhood.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES,  AND 
PARKS  COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Museum,  Libraries,  and  Parks  Committee  beg  to  present  to  the  Town 
Council  their  report  of  the  progress  which  has  been  made  during  the  past 
twelve  months. 

The  gross  issues  of  books  from  the  Reference  and  the  four  Lending 
Libraries  amount  to  338,961  volumes,  as  against  365,365  volumes  issued  in  the 
previous  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  26,401  volumes.  This  falling  off  is  no 
doubt  attributable  to  the  want  of  a  larger  supply  of  new  literature  for  each  of 
the  Lending  Libraries,  since  it  has  taken  place  chiefly  in  respect  to  the  works 
of  fiction,  whose  issue  in  1881-2  was  210,820  volumes,  but  in  1882-3  only 
196,055  volumes — or,  in  other  words,  a  decrease  of  14,765  for  the  year.  In 
the  Reading  Rooms,  on  the  contrary,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  4,108  issues 
of  volumes,  which  fact  is  somewhat  surprising,  as  the  periodicals  and  news- 
papers laid  freely  upon  the  tables  and  stands,  and  not  included  in  the  returns 
of  issues,  have  been  more  abundant,  and  therefore  a  greater  counter-attraction, 
during  the  past  twelve  months  than  at  any  previous  j>eriod.  At  the  same  time 
it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  majority  of  the  frequenters  of  the  Reading 
Rooms,  who  are  estimated  in  our  present  return  at  549,161,  find  this  magazine 
literature  quite  sufficient  to  occupy  the  whole  of  the  time  they  spend  in  the 
libraries,  and  that  only  a  small  proportion  make  any  demand  upon  the  more 
substantial  works  on  the  shelves.  The  effect  of  so  partial  a  taste  for  the 
magazine  and  newspaper  can  scarcely  be  conducive  to  literary  scholarship,  but 
such  a  course  of  reading  has  its  advantages  and  pleasures,  and  may  in  time 
result  in  training  the  mind  for  a  higher  class  of  literature. 

The  aggregate  issues  of  books  since  the  opening  of  the  Reference  Library 
has  been  6,377,246  volumes,  and  the  issues  of  magazines  and  serials  may  be 
estimated  at  5,000,000  besides.  The  entire  issues  therefore  from  all  the 
Libraries  will  be  reasonably  stated  at  11,377,246,  which  shows  at  a  glance  the 
enormous  assistance  the  Libraries  have  supplied  for  the  education  both  of  the 
rising  and  the  adult  population  of  the  Borough. 


Your  Committee  have  had  unusual  demands  for  increased  expenditure  in 
all  the  Libraries  during  the  year.  The  maintenance  of  four  separate  depart- 
ments in  a  proper  and  creditable  state  must  necessarily  be  a  task  of  considerable 
difficulty  so  long  as  the  funds  are  restricted  to  the  rate  of  one  penny  in  the 
pound,  an  amount  that  was  barely  sufficient  for  the  wants  of  the  Museum  and 
Libraries  when  only  half  as  extensive  as  at  present.  The  Committee  are 
therefore  very  hopeful  that  the  amended  Free  Libraries  Act,  now  before 
Parliament,  may  be  successfully  carried  during  the  ensuing  session. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  staff  of  librarians  since  we 
presented  our  last  Report,  some  of  the  juniors  having  met  with  promotion  in 
other  free  libraries.  The  death  of  Mr.  Joseph  Carter,  who  was  a  useful 
librarian  in  the  Reference  Library,  caused  a  vacancy,  which  has  been  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  H.  P.  Evans  to  the  post. 

The  additions  made  to  the  Reference  Library  within  the  past  year  have 
been  of  more  than  usual  importance.  Chief  amongst  them  is  the  valuable  gift 
from  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  consisting  of  catalogues  of  the  coins, 
manuscripts,  and  natural  history  collections  in  the  British  Museum,  with  fac- 
simile reproductions  of  papyri,  &c.  A  detailed  list  of  the  gift  is  given  in  the 
appendix.  Accession  to  these  works,  whose  monetary  equivalent  is  about  £120, 
should  be  to  the  student  of  very  great  assistance. 

The  principal  purchases  also  are  printed  to  show  the  latest  acquisitions  in 
Local  History,  Art,  Science,  and  popular  books.  In  such  purchases  a  due 
regard  has  been  entertained  as  well  for  the  needs  of  the  student  as  for  these  of 
the  general  reader. 

The  Museum  and  Picture  Galleries  continue  to  be  as  popular  as  ever 
they  were.  The  daily  average  number  of  visitors  has  been  over  2,000  persons. 
In  the  summer  months  there  were  not  unfrequently  as  many  as  12,000 
visitors  per  day.  During  "Whit- week  the  number  rose  to  82,000,  while  the 
total  for  the  four  bank  holidays  amounted  to  37,300.  The  total  visitors  for 
the  year  have  been  540,506,  and  the  grand  total  for  thirty-four  years 
16,655,916.  (The  total  number  of  visitors  to  the  South  Kensington  Museum 
since  June,  1857,  is  officially  given  as  21,582,102.)  There  is  no  doubt  that, 
next  to  the  South  Kensington  and  British  Museums,  the  Peel  Park  Museum  is 
the  most  popular  in  the  kingdom. 

The  Langworthy  Gallery,  the  North  Gallery,  the  Staircase  Hall,  and  the 
Lower  Corridor  have  been  repainted  and  decorated  in  a  style  most  appropriate 
to  their  special  exhibits,  and  the  manner  in  which  Messrs.  Best  &  Lea,  of 


Manchester,    have    carried   out   their   artistic    work    is    in    the    highest  degrei 
satisfactory  to  the  Committee  and  creditable  to  the  decorators. 

The  protection  of  the  best  paintings  in  the  Langworthy  gallery  from  dust 
and  damp  has  been  continued,  and  four  more  paintings  have  been  covered  with 
plate-glass.  Of  the  prudence  of  preserving  the  paintings  in  this  manner  in  a 
public  gallery,  often  crowded  to  excess  with  visitors,  every  day  brings  fresh 
proof.  Thus  protected,  the  risk  of  their  being  in  anywise  damaged  is  almost  nil. 
The  paintings  themselves  are  kept  clean  and  in  good  order,  and  are  always  to  be 
seen  at  their  best.  All  the  gallery  paintings  have  been  cleaned  and  varnished 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  Taylor,  an  expert  in  such  matters. 

Amongst  the  more  notable  visitors  who  have  honoured  the  the  Museum 
with  a  visit,  may  be  mentioned  their  Excellencies  the  Ambassadors  from 
Madagascar,  who,  on  the  occasion  of  their  visit  on  the  3rd  of  January,  were 
entertained  at  luncheon  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor  of  Salford,  Richard 
Husband,  Esq. 

The  donations  to  the  Art  Gallery  include  two  fine  paintings  from  James 
Worrall,  Esq.,  an  honorary  member  of  the  Committee.  One  is  a  portrait  of 
the  Danish  sculptor,  Thorwaldsen,  copied  by  E.  Santi  from  the  famous  original 
by  Horace  Vernet.  The  other  entitled  "  Ye  Daughters  of  Israel,  Weep 
over  Saul!"  is  by  H.  Le  Jeune,  It. A.  An  oil  painting  of  "An  Old 
Offender"  has  also  been  received  from  the  artist,  W.  H.  "Wilkinson,  Esq., 
of  Manchester.  The  Committee  are  also  indebted  to  Sir  Joseph  Hooker, 
Director  of  the  Royal  Gardens  at  Kew,  for  an  interesting  and  useful  collection 
of  timbers  and  ornamental  woods,  the  products  of  our  colonies  in  Natal, 
Tasmania,  Australia,  and  India.  These  specimens  are  selected  from  the 
duplicates  in  the  Economic  Museum  of   Colonial  Products  at  Kew. 

Two  editions  of  the  Descriptive  Catalogue  of  the  pictures  in  the  Art 
Galleries  have  been  printed,  and  14,000  sold  at  one  penny  each,  during  the 
summer. 

For  loans  of  paintings,  the  Committee  feel  much  indebted  to  several 
gentlemen  who  have,  on  many  occasions,  shown  their  interest  in  the  Museum 
and  Library,  and  they  tender  their  thanks  to  B.  Armitage,  Esq.,  for  the  loan  of 
a  large  painting  by  William  Linnell,  entitled  "The  Cwmric  Bard,  Bran, 
Preaching  Christianity  to  the  Brit- Welsh;  "  to  C.  J.  Galloway,  Esq.,  for  the 
loan  of  eight  modern  paintings  ;  to  D.  W.  Bell,  Esq.,  for  a  painting,  "Just  in 
Time,"  by  J.  W.  Parkinson ;  and  to  S.  Pope,  Esq.,  Q.C.,  for  two  marble 
statues— "  Ophelia  "  and  "Miranda,"  by  J.  W.  Swinnerton,  of  Rome. 
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An  additional  attraction  on  the  lower  walls  of  the  South  Gallery  was 
formed  in  August  by  the  exhibition  of  a  Loan  Collection  of  152  Frames  of  Art 
Objects  from  the  authorities  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum.  A  detailed  list 
is  published  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. 

The  fourth  course  of  ten  Popular  Lectures,  included  the  following 
subjects  : — "  From  Jerusalem  to  the  Jordan,"  by  Mr.  Alderman  Davies,  J.P. ; 
"A  Lump  of  Clay,"  by  John  Plant,  F.G.S. ;  "The  Story  of  the  First 
Manchester  Railway"  (Manchester  and  Liverpool),  by  E.  Kirk;  "Readings 
from  Dickens,  and  in  the  Lancashire  Dialect,"  by  G.  H.  Tarbuck ;  "Prehistoric 
Man,"  by  J.  Plant,  F.G.S.  ;  "The  City  of  the  Dead"  (Pompeii),  by  Mr. 
Councillor  J.  G.  Mandley ;  "  The  Influence  of  Physical  Science  on  Progress," 
by  John  Angell,  F.C.S. ;  "  Telegraphs  from  Troy  to  Waterloo,  with  Working 
Models,"  by  Mr.  Alderman  W.  H.  Bailey;  "The  Great  Yellowstone  Regions 
in  the  Rocky  Mountains,"  by  W.  Horsfall ;  and  "  George  Stephenson  and  the 
First  Public  Railway  in  the  World,"  by  Mr.  Alderman  Bowes.  The 
attendance  at  these  lectures  was  only  moderate,  which  is  not  surprising,  as  the 
weather  on  the  winter  evenings  of  the  lectures  was  generally  as  wet  and  stormy 
as  it  possibly  could  be,  and  again,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  Museum 
is  some  distance  from  all  the  thickly-populated  portions  of  the  borough. 

The  work  of  cleaning  and  renovating  the  specimens  in  the  Natural 
History  Rooms  has  gone  steadily  on  during  the  year,  and  is  now  almost 
concluded.  Some  of  the  British  birds  had  to  be  removed,  being  badly  damaged 
by  moths,  and  decayed  through  dust  and  age.  Whenever  the  funds  will  admit, 
additions  might  be  purchased  to  fill  the  vacant  places  in  the  cases  of  British 
Birds.  The  Natural  History  Rooms  are  always  favourites  with  the  country 
visitors  and  young  people. 

A  set  of  plans  of  the  Museum  Buildings,  showing  in  detail  the  exact 
construction  of  the  walls  and  flues  on  each  floor,  has  been  made  by  the 
borough  engineer,  A.  Jacobs,  Esq.  These  plans  will  be  of  essential  service 
in  any  future  alterations  made  in  the  buildings.

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PARK  DEPARTMENT. 


The  whole  of  the  Parks  under  the  control  of  your  Committee  have  been 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  state  during  the  year. 

The  trees  and  shrubs  are  in  fairly  good  condition,  when  it  is  considered 
that  the  surrounding  atmosphere  is  so  strongly  tainted  with  smoke,  sulphur, 
and  other  noxious  vapours  and  acids  from  the  numerous  manufactories  and  mills 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Parks.  The  normal  condition  of  the  last  winter  and 
spring,  however,  did  not,  as  in  former  years,  aggravate  this  evil  by  retarding 
the  vitality  of  vegetation,  and  upon  the  whole  the  plants,  shrubs,  and  ever- 
greens are  in  a  tolerably  healthy  condition. 

The  floral  displays  in  all  the  Parks,  it  is  gratifying  to  say,  afforded 
a  very  satisfactory  compensation  for  the  disadvantages  which  arise  from 
external  influences,  and  illustrate  in  a  pleasing  manner  the  advantage  of 
the  greenhouse  in  affording  ample  subsidiary  means  for  horticultural  display. 
The  bedding-out  plants  in  their  innumerable  varieties  of  colour,  leaf  and 
flower — the  result  of  careful  propagation — enabled  the  Head  Gardener  to 
furnish  the  flower  beds  and  garden  plots  with  an  almost  unlimited  supply 
during  the  summer.  The  general  result  has  been  pronounced  to  be  in  point  of 
taste,  in  arrangement,  and  harmony  of  colouring,  with  the  richness  of  the 
bloom  as  most  admirable.  The  various  lawns,  the  green  sward,  and  shrubberies 
have  been  well  dressed  and  the  whole  kept  in  good  order. 

THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AKD  ORDSAL  PARKS. 

The  attractions  of  Peel  Park  continue  to  afford  to  visitors  and  excursionists 
from  the  country,  far  and  near,  ample  inducements  for  summer  recreation,  and 
the  number  of  visitors  this  year,  in  spite  of  the  uncertain  weather,  has  been 
greater  than  in  any  former  year.  The  grounds,  in  consequence  of  the  erection 
of  the  retaining  wall  at  the  north  end  of  the  Park,  continue  to  be  effectually 
protected  from  inundations.  The  remaining  central  section  of  river  wall, 
between  the  two  finished  portions,  is  now  in  course  of  construction. 

The  Ordsal  Park  has  been  supplied  with  a  new  handsome  Pavilion  for 
shelter,  and  the  Albert  Park  with  a  water  Drinking  Fountain. 
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These  Parks,  as  well  as  the  Seedley  Park,  are  becoming  more  and  more 
popular  as  places  of  resort  and  recreation  by  the  inhabitants,  and  are  ever 
crowded  on  the  occasion  of  the  Band  Musical  Performances,  given  weekly  in 
alternation  at  the  several  Parks  during  the  summer  months. 

The  Bands  which  have  rendered  their  services  during  the  past  season  are 
the  Police  Band,  the  band  of  the  Salford  Iron  Works,  the  Salford  Borough 
Band,  and  the  band  of  the  Salford  Union,  to  whom  the  thanks  of  the  Council 
are  due,  for  the  admirable  manner  in  which  they  execute  this  interesting 
public  service. 

The  Bowling  Greens  have  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  have  been  in  con- 
stant use  by  players  during  the  bowling  season. 


COTTAGE  WINDOW  GARDENING. 

It  is  with  pleasure  your  Committee  report  that  the  second  Exhibiton  of 
Flowers,  grown  by  persons  interested  in  the  cultivation  of  plants  at  their 
houses,  was  held  in  Peel  Park,  on  the  24th,  25th,  and  27th  August  last,  and 
presented  a  striking  illustration  of  the  development  to  which  the  movement 
may  attain.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  competitors  for  prizes,  and 
the  correspondingly  additional  number  of  plants  shewn,  together  with  the 
manifest  superiority  of  the  horticultural  results  obtained  by  the  competitors, 
were  most  satisfactory.  The  Exhibition  was  opened  by  His  Worship  the 
Mayor,  accompanied  by  the  senior  member  for  the  Borough,  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Committee,  and  other  Gentlemen.  An  interesting  and  attrac- 
tive feature  of  the  Exhibition  was  the  delivery  of  Lectures  by  Mr.  Leo  H. 
Grindon,  Mr.  Richard  Astley,  Mr.  Edward  Kirk,  and  the  Head  Gardener, 
on  Botany,  Horticulture,  and  Cottage  Window  Gardening. 


KERSAL  MOOR. 

The  popularity  of  the  Moor  as  a  place  of  suburban  resort,  is  evidenced  by 
the  large  number  of  persons  who  constantly  frequent  it,  and  your  Committee 
have  caused  to  be  erected  on  the  Moor  a  rustic  shelter  for  retreat  in  time  of 
rain. 
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ENCLOSURE  AT  JUNCTION  OF  CROSS  LANE  AND 
BROAD  STREET. 

This  Ornamental  Enclosure  receives  careful  and  periodic  attention,  and 
exhibits  a  healthy  growth  of  trees,  shrubs,  and  evergreens. 

The  Garden  Enclosure,  made  at  the  cost  of  certain  gentlemen  in  the 
Pendleton  district,  near  to  the  Pendleton  Railway  Station,  is  completed,  and 
is  maintained  at  their  expense.

This  Playground  is  of  great  utility  to  the  children  who  reside  in  its 
immediate  neighbourhood,  and  is  much  used  by  them  and  others  in  the 
vicinity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES 
AND  PARKS  COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOKOUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Museum,  Libraries,  and  Parks  Committee  present  the  following, 
being  the  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Report : — 

The  general  progress  of  all  the  departments  under  the  care  of  the 
Committee  is  undoubtedly  satisfactory,  and  the  burgesses  of  Salford,  as 
well  as  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  far  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the 
borough,  have  taken  advantage  of  the  intellectual,  educational,  and  recrea 
tive  privileges,  which  the  Museum,  Picture  Galleries,  Libraries,  Reading 
Rooms,  Parks,  and  Play  Grounds  have  so  freely  afforded.  It  is  scarcely 
possible  to  increase  the  area  of  the  Parks,  but  whenever  the  prospect  of  the 
necessary  funds  can  be  seen,  the  Committee  will  be  willing  to  extend  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms  by  the  establishment  of  one  in  the 
district  of  Broughton,  towards  the  realization  of  which,  the  selection  of  a 
suitable  site  is  now  in  the  hands  of  a  Sub-Committee. 

The  issue  of  Books  to  readers  in  the  four  Reading  Rooms  has  been 
322,123  volumes,  to  which  must  be  added  150,000  books  consulted  and  read, 
which  are  freely  at  the  use  of  readers  in  these  Rooms,  making  an  issue  of 
472,123  volumes.  The  readers  visiting  the  News  Rooms  for  newspapers  and 
journals  have  been  more  than  half  a  million,  making  a  daily  average  of  1,734 
visitors  on  the  305  days  of  opening. 

The  issues  of  books  from  the  four  Lending  Libraries  have  been  217,544,. 
a  decrease  of  12,365  volumes,  compared  with  the  previous  year.    The  explana- 
tion of  this  is  very  simple.     The  Libraries  have  been  opened  107  days  less  for 
cleaning  and  other  purposes.     The  actual  number  of  borrowers  have  decreased 


from  7,712  to  7,468  by  removals  and  after  revision  of  the  lists.  And  the 
amount  spent  upon  the  books  of  these  Libraries  has  been  limited  to  replace- 
ment of  the  worn-out  volumes,  so  that  the  attractiveness  of  the  Libraries  to 
the  young  of  both  sexes  has  suffered  considerably  in  the  demands  for  works  of 
fiction. 

The  expenditure  in  Books,  Magazines,  and  Newspapers  will  be  found  in 
the  tables  in  this  report.  It  is  altogether  inadequate  to  libraries  of  the 
value  and  importance  as  are  these  Free  Public  Libraries  in  the  Borough,  and 
the  result  is  shown  in  the  meagre  addition  of  only  1,328  volumes  in  twelve 
months  by  purchase  and  by  donation. 

The  Committee  are  fully  aware  of  the  limitation  of  its  fund  to  a  rate  of 
one  penny  in  the  £  upon  the  Borough  Rate ;  but  they  must  again  repeat 
their  opinion,  from  long  experience,  that  this  rate  realizes  a  sum  not  at  all 
equal  to  the  necessary  expenditure  upon  our  Institutions,  upon  which  the 
public  make  such  large  demands  for  education  and  enjoyment  in  literature 
and  art ;  and  they  trust  that  the  Free  Library  Improvement  Bill,  now  before 
Parliament,  will  eventually  be  carried. 

The  gross  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  was  475,450  on  the  261 
days  it  was  publicly  opened.  This  is  less  than  the  previous  year  by  65,000, 
but  it  may  be  remarked  that  the  diminution  is  mainly  owing  to  the 
exceptionally  fine  weather  of  the  summer  and  autumn ;  experience  in  former 
years  has  shown  that  when  the  weather  is  bright  and  fine,  the  holiday  people 
prefer  to  go  into  the  country  and  to  the  seaside,  for  doing  which  there  are 
abundant  and  cheap  facilities. 

The  highest  number  of  visitors  on  any  one  day  was  13,500  on  Whit- 
Saturday;  the  daily  average  for  the  year  was  1,775. 

The  Picture  Galleries  have  been  the  main  attraction  to  the  visitors,  and 
the  loan  collection  of  Photographs,  Drawings,  Etchings,  &c,  added  to  the 
objects  of  interest  for  the  visitors.  An  addition  has  been  made  to  the  collec- 
tion of  paintings.  The  Committee  having  a  favourable  offer  of  a  large 
painting,  by  P.  H.  Calderon,  R.A.,  "The  Burial  of  John  Hampden,  1643," 
purchased  it  tfor  the  permanent  collection,  several  others  of  the  finest 
paintings  have  been  protected  with  plate  glass.     The  wisdom  of  this  course, 


for  preserving  the  delicate  surface  of  paintings,  is  sees  every  year  by  the 
contrast  of  the  paintings  so  preserved  and  those  which  are  yet  exposed  to 
the  dust  and  damp  in  the  local  atmosphere. 

A  new  edition  of  the  Descriptive  Catalogue  of  the  Paintings,  Arc,  has 
been  issued  within  the  year.  It  is  very  much  appreciated,  and  more  than 
10,000  copies  were  sold  at  one  penny  each. 

It  was  discovered  that  the  floor,  joists,  and  specimen  cases  in  the 
Model  Room,  in  the  basement,  were  in  a  state  of  decay  from  dry  rot, 
which  had  been  growing  for  some  years  past,  in  consequence  of  the  stoppage 
of  the  ventilating  flues  under  the  floor.  The  eradication  of  this  pest  and  the 
renewal  of  the  joists  and  floor  has  been  expensive,  but  it  is  believed  that  the 
cure  is  complete  and  final. 

The  course  of  Popular  Free  Lectures  was  kept  up  during  the  winter, 
and  the  attendance  at  the  lectures  rather  better  than  at  the  previous  course,

Your  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  very  favourable 
weather,  which  has  prevailed  during  the  past  spring  and  summer,  has  attracted 
to  the  central  and  other  parks  large  numbers  of  visitors.  During  the  hot 
days  of  the  season,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  resorted  in  great  numbers 
to  the  parks  in  their  respective  localities,  as  affording  ampler  breathing  spaces 
than  the  more  confined  surroundings  of  their  own  habitations. '  The  people 
coming  from  the  neighbouring  towns  have  far  exceeded  in  number  any 
previous  year,  and  on  many  occasions  during  the  summer,  at  holiday  times, 
the  grounds  at  Peel  Park  were  crowded.  It  is  gratifying  however  to  state 
that  the  demeanour  of  the  visitors  at  all  times  was  orderly  and  exemplary. 

THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,    AND    ORDSALL  PARKS. 

The  condition  of  the  trees,  plants  and  shrubs  in  the  various  parks,  by 
reason  of  the  suitable  winter  weather  for  their  spring  growth,  greatly 
improved  their  general  appearance  and  enriched  their  foliage.  The  constant 
attention  which  the  soil  receives  from  the  Head  Gardener,  to  assist  the 
growth  of  the  plants  by  manuring,  is  gradually  bringing  forth  fruit  in  a 
healthier  state  of  the  plants.  The  shrubs  and  bedding-out  plants  displayed 
in  the  several  parks  during  the  season  were  in  consequence  of  this,  and  the 
favorable  state  of  the  weather  greatly  in  advance  of  any  past  year.  The 
flower  beds  in  all  the  parks  were  pronounced  to  be  admirable  for  their  beauty 
and  variety.  The  lawns  and  evergreens  and  grass  plots  have  been  kept  in 
good  condition,  and  have  greatly  contributed  to  the  pleasure  of  visitors. 

The  work  of  reforming  the  upper  portion  of  the  east  side  of  Peel  Park 
from  the  road  sloping  to  the  river  has  been  completed.  A  new  promenade 
has  been  made  curving  from  the  Victoria  Entrance  down  to  the  river  side,  and 
completing  the  broad  walk  which  skirts  the  park  on  the  east,   north,  and  west 
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sides,  and  constitutes  an  important  improvement  to  this  portion  of  the  park. 
The  building  of  the  river  wall  has  also  been  proceeded  with  and  will  be 
completed  during  the  next  year. 

The  popular  Band  performances  in  the  several  Parks  have  been 
continued  during  the  past  season  by  the  Borough  Police  Band,  the  Salford 
Iron  Works  Band,  the  Salford  Borough  Band,  and  the  Band  of  the  Salford 
Union,  and  have  attracted  large  concourses  of  people  to  enjoy  the  excellent 
music  executed  by  the  members  of  the  respective  Bands,  whose  voluntary 
services  cannot  be  too  highly  commended. 

The  Bowling  Greens  have  been  in  constant  requisition  during  the 
season,  and  a  full  average  of  players  have  been  in  attendance. 

COTTAGE  WINDOW  GARDENING. 

The  third  Exhibition  of  Window  Gardening  plants  was  held  in  Peel 
Park  on  the  28th,  29th,  and  30th  August,  and  Monday  the  1st  September, 
and  was  attended  with  a  gratifying  measure  of  success.  The  Exhibition  was 
opened  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  accompanied  by  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committee,  and  other  gentlemen.  Many  of  the  plants 
were  supplied  to  the  Exhibitors  at  a  moderate  charge  from  the  Greenhouses 
in  Peel  Park.  The  prizes  were  distributed  by  the  Mayor  to  the  successful 
competitors.  Several  special  prizes  were  offered  by  gentlemen  interested  to 
stimulate  competition  ;  and  it  is  understood  that  others  are  prepared  to  do 
likewise  for  the  ensuing  Exhibition  next  year.  It  was  a  subject  of  great 
regret  that  the  weather  happened  to  be  wet  during  the  Exhibition,  which 
interfered  with  the  attendance  of  visitors  although  the  result  in  every  other 
respect  was  highly  satisfactory. 

KERSAL  MOOR. 

The  invigorating  atmosphere  of  the  Moor  and  its  picturesque  situation 
continue  to  attract  large  and  increasing  numbers  of  visitors  requiring 
recreation  and  health.  A  water  drinking  fountain  was  recently  erected  near 
to  the  entrance  at  the  Church,  for  the  use  of  persons  frequenting  the  Moor. 
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ENCLOSURE   AT   JUNCTION  OF  CROSS  LANE  AND 
BROAD   STREET. 

The  shrubs  and  evergreens  planted  on  this  land  continue  to  exhibit 
fair  growth,  and  the  greensward,  the  musk,  and  the  mignonette  were  in  a 
healthy  condition  during  the  season. 

GREENGATE  PLAYGROUND. 

The  children  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  playground  make  ample  use  of 
it  for  their  recreation,  and  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  many  similar  places 
for  the  use  of  Children  of  other  localities,  cannot  be  provided  for  want  of 
funds.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES, 
AND  PARKS  COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

In  presenting  the  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Report,  the  Library  and 
Parks  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  public  interest  in 
these  valuable  institutions  is  as  earnest  and  vigourous  as  at  any  time  of  their 
past  existence,  and  the  results  of  their  use  is  to  be  seen  in  regular  habits 
of  young  and  old  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  who  fill  the  news  and 
reading  rooms,  visit  the  libraries,  and  who  borrow  the  books  for  home 
reading  to  an  extent  which  is  satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  and  is  certain 
to  have  a  good  influence  in  the  education  of  the  working  classes. 

It  must,  however,  be  confessed  that  the  higher  classes  of  literature,  and 
in  fact  the  best  portion  of  the  books  on  the  shelves  in  each  of  the  libraries 
are  not  in  demand  as  they  ought  to  be  with  the  habitual  frequenters  of  the 
reading  rooms,  this  is  especially  the  case  with  the  Reference  Library,  notwith- 
standing its  extensive  collection  of  most  attractive  works  of  modern 
literature,  and  there  is  no  difficulty  in  perceiving  that  the  reason  for  this 
neglect  of  reading  the  best  literature  provided  by  the  Committee  lies 
simply  in  the  liberal  provision  of  a  supply  of  newspapers,  magazines,  and 
miscellaneous  periodicals  upon  the  stands  and  tables  of  the  reading  rooms ; 
the  daily,  semi-weekly,  and  weekly  newspapers  alone  possess  attractions, 
renewed  at  every  issue,  which  engross  nearly  all  the  time  and  reading 
capabilities  of  fully  three-fourths  of  the  readers,  and  in  the  magazines, 
reviews  and  journals  their  desires  for  higher  reading  are  amply  supplied. 
There  remains  but  little  time  or  necessity  to  use  the  books  in  the  Large 


Library,  except  to  the  scholar  and  student  for  special  information.  At  the 
least  computation  2000  persons  come  daily  to  read  the  newspapers ;  and 
these  persons  rarely  stay  to  use  the  Libraries  in  the  sense  of  reading  the 
books. 

The  additions  to  the  stock  of  books  for  lending  out  for  home  reading 
has  not  been  equal  to  the  demands  in  the  case  of  works  of  fiction  ;  probably 
it  never  would  be,  as  there  is  a  growing  habit  of  borrowers  to  ask  for  the 
new  novels,  simply  because  they  are  new.  however  transient  their  popularity, 
which  cannot  be  supplied  out  of  the  limited  sum  set  apart  for  the  purchase 
of  books.  The  four  Lending  Libraries  possess  a  total  of  40,302  volumes,  and 
the  Reference  Library  a  total  of  40,049  volumes,  showing  a  stock  of 
79,282  volumes  in  the  Free  Libraries,  after  the  worn  out  books  have  been 
discounted. 

The  issues  from  the  Libraries  have  been  319,701  volumes,  as  against 
322,123  volumes  in  1884,  showing  a  decrease  of  circulation  of  2,422 
volumes.  The  number  of  readers  counted  in  the  Reading  Rooms  shows 
that  more  than  half  a  million  persons  have  been  recorded  as  using  the 
rooms,  but  the  record  is  far  from  perfect ;  if  it  were  possible  to  be  so,  the 
number  would  be  greatly  increased. 

The  remarks  which  have  been  made  in  some  previous  report  as  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  present  Library  rate  of  "one  penny  in  the  pound"  to  meet 
the  growing  wants  of  the  several  established  Libraries  under  the  Com- 
mittee's management,  and  to  provide  one  for  the  Broughton  district,  are 
more  cogent  than  ever,  and  will  continue  to  be  so  until  the  Free  Libraries 
Improvement  Bill  has  passed  into  law. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  and  Picture  Galleries  during 
the  twelve  months  is  very  nearly  equal  to  that  of  last  year ;  the  closing 
upon  four  days  more  in  1885  than  in  1884  will  account  for  the  small 
decrease.  A  total  of  435,000  visitors  has  been  registered  ;  during  the 
special  holidays  the  crowds  were  great ;  the  months  of  August  and 
September  are  the  favourite  times  for  the  visitors  from  the  neighbouring 
counties ;  the  highest  number  on  one  day  has  been  1 4,000,  and  on  many 
days  the  register  shows  over  10,000  visitors. 


The  additions  made  to  the  Galleries  and  in  the  Museum,  by  purchase, 
are  very  limited.     One  fine  oil  painting,  "Columbus  and  the  Egg,"  by  R. 

Kniipfer,  presented  by  James  Worrall,  Esq.,  forms  a  great  attraction  to  the 
visitors,  and  a  nice  gift  from  William  Aronsberg,  Esq  ,  J. P.,  to  the  gallery, 
is  a  series  of  portraits  of  Royal  Academicians;  also  a  loan  collection  from 
South  Kensington  of  four  upright  cabinet  cases,  tilled  with  Eastern  fabrics, 
enamel  vases,  armour,  and  other  costly  objects  of  art,  has  made  a  splendid 
attraction  on  the  gallery  floor.  The  condition  of  the  paintings  in  all  the 
galleries  is  sound  and  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Alderman  Makinson)  and  the  Mayoress 
of  Salford,  gave  a  repetition  of  their  Conversaziones  and  Musical  Soirees  on 
the  4th,  5th,  and  6th  February,  in  the  Museum,  when  they  had  the  honour 
of  entertaining  above  1200  of  the  chief  inhabitants  of  Salford,  and  in  June 
the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  presided  at  a  Conversazione  given  to  the  700 
members  of  the  Gas  Institute,  with  their  friends,  on  which  occasion  the 
galleries  were  lighted  with  newly-invented  sunlight  of  intense  brilliancy. 

The  Committee,  with  deep  regret,  have  to  record  the  death  of  their 
esteemed  Chairman,  Mr.  Alderman  Thomas  Davies,  J. P.  Mr.  Davies  had 
been  a  member  of  the  Town  Co  mcil  from  the  year  1848  ;  he  had  occupied 
the  Mayoral  Chair  for  three  years,  and  had  been  Chairman  of  the  Parks, 
Libraries,  and  Museum  Committee  for  fourteen  years, — 1670-1885 — the 
most  active  and  important  period  of  its  progress,  during  which  the  four 
Branch  Libraries  were  established,  and  the  three  new  Free  Parks  were 
made  and  opened,  as  well  as  the  Recreation  Ground  in  Greengate,  and 
open  spaces  cleared  and  planted  in  other  parts  of  the  Borough.  Mr.  Davies' 
services  to  the  Library  Committee,  and  his  entire  devotion  of  time  and  zeal 
for  the  benefit  of  the  working  classes  have  been  ever  unselfish,  and  his  loss 
will  long  be  deplored  by  the  inhabitants  of  Salford. 

The  course  of  the  Popular  Lectures  to  the  people  in  the  evenings 
at  the  Library,  were  limited  in  number  by  various  causes.  The  following 
were  given  between  January  and  March  to  audiences  considerably  larger 
than  to  those  given  in  18S4  : —

and  Libraries  in  the  Borough,  and  of  its  great  usefulness  to  the  people  : —

years — being  established  in  1849. 

2.  The  books  in  the  Libraries,  for  free  use  of  the  inhabitants,   are 

79,282  volumes.

7,019,248. 

4.  More  than  five  millions  of  volumes  have  been  taken  to  the  homes 

of  the  borrowers. 

5.  The  readers  in  the  News  and  Reading  Rooms  have  been  many 

millions  of  men  and  youths. 

6.  The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  has  been  seventeen  and  a 

half  millions. 

7.  In  the  Whitweeks  alone,  the  visitors  over   29  years  have    been 

over  two  millions. 

8.  The  gifts  in  money,  paintings,   specimens,   and  books,  would  be 

valued  at  £60,000.

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PARKS  DEPARTMENT. 


Your  Committee  further  report  that  the  visitors  to  the  several  Parks, 
resident  in  the  Borough,  continue  to  manifest  their  interest  in  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  Parks,  by  their  frequent  visits  to  enjoy  the  rest  and  recrea- 
tion which  they  afford.  The  regular  flow  of  excursionists  from  neighbouring 
towns  and  distant  places  to  Peel  Park,  especially  in  the  early  part  of  the 
week  during  the  summer  months,  does  not  diminish,  and  its  popularity  as 
a  place  of  public  resort  is  on  the  increase  year  by  year. 


THE   PEEL,   SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

The  past  year,  and  especially  the  latter  months  of  it,  have  been 
remarkable  for  variations  of  temperature,  but,  on  the  whole,  it  has  been 
very  favourable  for  the  growth  of  trees,  shrubs,  and  vegetation.  The 
bedding-out  plants  have  bloomed  well,  and  the  rhododendrons  have  shown 
to  great  advantage.  The  display  of  flowers  in  the  different  Parks  was  rich 
and  varied,  and  the  ornamental  foliage  and  evergreen  plants  manifested 
great  vigour  and  vitality.  The  soil  in  the  central  Park  has  been  enriched 
by  an  addition  of  fresh  subsoil,  which  has  effected  a  favourable  result  in  its 
productive  power.  The  grounds  in  the  several  Parks,  and  the  Lawns, 
have  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  the  grass  plats  regularly  mowed  and 
dressed. 

The  Bowling  Greens  in  Peel  and  Seedley  Parks  are  largely  used  during 
the  bowling  season  by  visitors,  and  supply  the  means  of  recreation  and 
exercise  to  large  numbers  of  persons  interested  in  the  game. 

The  central  section  of  the  river  wall  in  Peel  Park  is  now  being  con- 
structed, and  will  shortly  be  completed. 
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MUSICAL   PERFORMANCES   IN   THE    PARKS. 

The  Band  Concerts — originated  some  years  ago — have  been  continued 
with  great  success  during  the  past  summer  in  the  respective  Parks.  The 
popular  and  classical  music  performed  by  the  Borough  Police  Band,  the 
Sal  ford  Iron  Works  Band,  the  Sal  ford  Borough  Band,  and  the  Band  of  the 
Salford  Union,  affords  to  large  concourses  of  persons  the  opportunity  of 
hearing  well-executed  instrumental  music,  which  otherwise  they  would  not 
be  able  to  enjoy.  The  warmest  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the 
members  of  the  respective  Bands  for  the  admirable  public  services  thus 
rendered  by  them  to  the  community. 

COTTAGE   WINDOW   GARDENING. 

The  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  fourth 
Exhibition  of  Window  Gardening  Plants  and  Horticulture  was  held  in 
Peel  Park,  on  the  26th  27th,  28th,  and  29th  August  last,  and  that  the 
result  of  the  show  and  the  competition  for  prizes  was  highly  satisfactory. 
The  Exhibition  was  formally  opened  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  who 
also  distributed  the  prizes,  and  who  was  supported  by  the  late  Chairman 
(Mr.  Alderman  Davies) — who  gave  to  the  enterprise,  from  its  commence- 
ment, his  heartiest  support  and  co-operation — the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  other  gentlemen  interested  in  the  Exhibition.  The  show  of 
plants  and  flowers  was  large,  and  the  Horticultural  displays  much  superior 
to  former  years.  The  canvas  tent  in  which  the  plants  were  shown  was 
one-third  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  and  afforded  ampler  space  for  the 
plants  and  for  visitors. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  in  connection  with  no  other  Municipal 
Public  Park  in  the  kingdom  has  a  similar  attempt  been  made  to  cultivate 
the  taste  for  plants  and  flowers  amongst  the  people.  It  is  also  gratifying  to 
the  Committee  to  observe  as  one  of  the  results  of  their  labours,  that  at 
the  sale  of  plants  at  the  Park,  in  the  spring,  no  less  than  2,996  plants  were 
sold  to  non-exhibitors  alone.  In  consequence  of  the  increased  interest 
displayed  by  gentlemen  in  the  success  of  the  enterprise,  a  very  much  larger 
number  of  prizes,  both  in  domestic  articles  and  money,  were  awarded  to 
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the  successful  competitors  than  heretofore.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that 
the  state  of  the  weather  was  such  as  to  affect  the  attendance  of  visitors, 
although  the  financial  and  general  results  were  satisfactory. 

KERSAL   MOOR. 

The  magnificent  elevation  of  this  Moor  over  the  surrounding  country, 
together  with  the  attractiveness  of  the  scenery  and  its  bracing  atmosphere, 
continue  to  afford  to  the  vast  number  of  visitors  who  frequent  it,  the  means 
of  easy  and  delightful  recreation.  The  Moorland  is  preserved  in  its  original 
state,  and  holds  a  unique  position  to  the  Borough  in  that  respect,  to  other 
towns  which  are  equally  the  centres  of  large  populations. 

ENCLOSURE   AT   JUNCTION   OF   CROSS   LANE   AND 

BROAD  STREET. 

This  Garden  Plot  has  been  in  a  very  flourishing  condition  during  the 
year.  The  grass,  the  evergreens,  and  plants  have  received  constant  atten- 
tion, and  have  attained  a  healthy  and  vigorous  growth. 

GREENGATE   PLAYGROUND. 

The  utility  of  playgrounds  for  children  in  densely-populated  localities, 
is  illustrated  by  the  use  which  is  made  of  this  playground  by  the  children 
of  the  neighbourhood.  The  large  cost  of  sites  for  the  purpose,  however, 
precludes  the  hope  that  any  additional  playgrounds  can  be  formed  for  a 
considerable  period.

MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES,  AND  PARKS 
COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Free  Library,  &c,  Committee  beg  respectfully  to  report  to  the 
Council  that  the  various  departments  of  the  Parks,  Playgrounds,  Art 
Gallery,  Museum  and  Library,  and  Branch  Libraries,  have  been  maintained 
in  good  order  and  working  during  the  past  twelve  months,  ending  October, 
1886  ;  and  that  all  the  grounds,  buildings,  and  properties  under  the  care 
of  the  Committee  are  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

The  details  and  special  statistics  which  follow  will  be  found  worthy  of 
careful  attention  to  those  who  care  for  accurate  results.  But  to  those  in 
the  Council  who  only  wish  to  learn  the  general  progress  of  the  Museum, 
&c,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  record  the  most  prominent  feature  in  the  work 
of  the  year,  and  to  compare  it  with  the  registers  in  1885.

The  Museum  returns  show  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  visitors 
recorded  in  the  year,  compared  with  the  six  previous  years ;  but  this  is 
fully  explained  in  the  fact  that  the  crowds  of  summer  excursionists  which 
for  a  great  number  of  years  back  have  nocked  to  Peel  Park  Museum,  as  one 
of  the  necessary  sights  to  see  in  the  summer  holidays,  have  this  year  gone 
to  see  the  more  attractive  and  sensational  International  Exhibition,  at 
Liverpool.  It  was  seen  that  such  would  be  the  case  early  in  the  year,  and 
the  result  is  shown  in  the  decrease  of  about  60,000  visitors  in  the  summer 
and  autumn. 

The  Libraries  have  had  as  good  a  number  of  additions  by  purchase  as 
the  limited  fund  from  the  penny  rate  would  permit ;  and  the  donations  of 
books,  magazines,  and  newspapers  have  added  largely  to  the  supply  of  new 
literature  for  the  readers.  Amongst  the  valuable  illustrated  works  on 
Art  and  Art  Ormament,  which  have  been  acquired  for  the  Reference 
Library,  a  few  are  selected  for  mention,  namely  : —

The  additions  made  in  the  Fine  Art  Galleries,  have  been  limited,  as 
there  are  no  funds  specially  reserved  for  paintings  or  sculptures,  but  the 
Committee  have  the  pleasure  to  record  the  valuable  donation  of  the  three 
groups  of  sculpture  from  W.  Calder  Marshall,  R.  A.,  which  has  enhanced 
the  attractions  in  the  Langworthy  Gallery.  The  loan  from  Mr.  Swinnerton 
of  his  superb  statue  of  "  The  Victor,"  and  the  smaller  group  of  "  Maternal 
Love,"  in  marble,  has  greatly  added  to  the  fine  features  in  the  gallery. 
The  authorities  of  South  Kensington  Museum  have  also  made  a  change  in 
the  display  of  Art  objects  in  their  four  glass  cases ;  it  now  shows  examples 


of  gold  and  silver  plato  and  ornaments,  modern  and  old  jewellery,  glass, 
horn,  &c.  ;  Indian  workmanship  and  textiles  embroidered  in  needlework  in 
silk,  silver,  and  gold. 

Taking  advantage  of  a  favourable  offer,  the  Committee  have  purchased 
a  large  painting,  "  The  Harvest  Festival,"  painted  by  H.  Mark  Anthony, 
who  was  a  native  of  Manchester,  born  1817.  The  work  is  in  excellent 
preservation,  and  is  a  splendid  example  of  the  artist's  best  days.  It  is 
impressive  in  the  gallery  from  its  size,  subject,  and  the  effect  of  warm 
colour  over  the  sylvan  scene.  The  water  colour  drawing  "  View  of  Man- 
chester and  Salford  from  Kersal,  in  1851,"  by  W.  Wylie,  is  a  replica  of 
the  one  commanded  to  be  made  for  H.M.  the  Queen,  at  the  time  of  her 
visit  to  Peel  Park,  in  1851.  It  is  in  a  good  condition,  and  an  excellently 
truthful  record  of  the  aspect  of  the  scenery  to  the  north  of  Salford,  forty 
years  ago. 

The  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  again  alluding  to  the  kindness 
of  one  of  their  number,  C.  J.  Galloway,  Esq.,  who  has  lent  thirty -three 
paintings  from  his  well-known  private  collection,  and  by  the  aid  of  which 
the  permanent  collection  in  the  galleries  is  so  greatly  improved  in  its 
arrangement.

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PARKS  DEPARTMENT. 


THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

Your  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  attractions  of  the 
several  Parks  in  the  Borough,  appear  in  no  degree  to  diminish  in  the  estima- 
tion of  the  inhabitants  generally,  and  also  visitors  from  a  distance,  who  during 
the  excursion  season  flock  to  Peel  Park  from  all  parts  of  the  surrounding 
districts. 

The  weather,  which  during  the  summer  months  has  been  variable  and 
somewhat  uncertain  for  visitors,  has  nevertheless  been  favorable  to  the  growth 
of  plants,  shrubs,  and  vegetation,  and  the  Ornamental  Grounds  in  the  several 
Parks  have  shown  more  than  ordinary  signs  of  vigour  and  vitality. 

The  horticultural  display  in  the  several  parks,  of  spring  and  summer 
flowers,  has  been  more  prolific  this  season  than  in  any  former  year.  The 
distribution  of  over  60,000  bedding-out  plants  from  the  propagating  houses 
in  Peel  Park,  has  furnished  the  flower  beds  in  the  other  parks  with  a  fine 
collection  of  Geraniums,  Calceolarias,  Verbenas,  Lobelias,  Ageratiums, 
Violas,  and  other  varieties.  The  Rhododendrons  and  shrubs  have  flowered 
well  and  with  variagated  bloom.  The  green  sward  has  been  in  excellent 
condition,  the  result  of  repeated  top  dressings,  and  sowing  of  Lawn  Seed. 
The  growth  of  the  trees,  notwithstanding  a  constant  application  of  manure 
to  the  roots  and  the  pruning  of  the  branches,  is  not  so  good  as  could  be 
wished,  the  climatic  influences  and  noxious  vapours  from  the  surrounding 
works  and  manufactories  being  highly  detrimental.  Nevertheless,  and  in 
spite  of  these  unfavorable  conditions,  the  whole  of  the  parks  may  be 
pronounced  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  state. 

The  river  wall  along  the  embankment — the  full  length  of  Peel  Park — 
has  been  completed.  The  entire  length  of  the  wall  is  745  yards,  11  feet 
deep,  5  feet  wide,  and  contains  4,470  cubic  yards  of  material,  the  cost  of 
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which,  including  the  labour,  being  £1,013  0s.  Od.,  and  the  Committee  now 
hope  that  the  danger  of  flooding  in  Feel  Park  by  the  overflow  of  the  river  is 
at  an  end.  The  park  has  been  free  from  river  flood  water  for  over  three 
years. 

The  Bowling  Greens  in  the  Peel  and  Seedley  parks  are  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  are  freely  used  during  the  bowling  season  by  large  numbers  of 
persons  who  find  their  recreation  in  the  game. 

MUSICAL  PROMENADES  IN  THE  PARKS. 

A  short  series  of  Band  Performances  in  the  several  parks  was  held  during 
the  season.  The  Bands  engaged  in  the  Concerts  were  the  Salford  Police 
Band,  the  Salford  Iron  Works  Band,  the  Salford  Public  Reed  Band,  and  the 
Band  of  the  Salford  Union.  The  musical  entertainment  furnished  by  the 
respective  bands  was  in  every  way  admirable,  although  the  weather  was  not 
altogether  so  favourable  as  could  have  been  desired,  and  interfered  somewhat 
with  the  number  of  visitors  in  attendance. 

COTTAGE  WINDOW  GARDENING. 

The  fifth  annual  Exhibition  of  plants  and  flowers  cultivated  in  the 
windows  of  the  houses  of  inhabitants  of  the  Borough,  and  in  some  cases  in  the 
Greenhouses  constructed  in  their  back  premises,  was  held  in  Peel  Park  on 
the  22nd,  23rd,  and  24th  of  July  last.  The  display  of  plants  and  flowers 
was  larger  than  on  any  previous  occasion  and  of  very  superior  quality.  The 
prizes  offered  for  the  exhibits  in  the  various  classes  were  double  the  value  of 
those  of  last  year.  The  entire  display  of  horticulture  and  floriculture  was 
pronounced  to  be  of  a  very  high  order.  The  exhibition  was  opened  by  His 
Worship  the  Mayor,  who  distributed  the  prizes  to  the  successful  competitors, 
and  was  supported  by  the  Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Committee,  and 
other  members  of  the  Council.  The  weather  on  the  first  days  was  not 
favorable,  but  on  the  last  day  over  4,000  persons  visited  the  exhibition. 
The  Committee  have  every  reason  to  be  gratified  with  the  increasing  success 
of  this  exhibition  year  by  year,  especially  as  it  has  hitherto  been  maintained 
without  adding  to  the  public  burdens,  and  furnishes  a  stimulus  to  the  love 
of  the  cultivation  of  flowers  and  plants  among  the  people.

This  desirable  and  natural  park-like  eminence  continues  to  afford  to  the 
numerous  visitors'who  frequent  it  the  bracing  recreation  they  require,  and 
which  is  not  so  easily  obtained  in  the  low-lying  and  crowded  portions  of  the 
Borough.  The  original  character  of  the  Moor  is  in  no  sense  interfered  with, 
and  there  is  no  restriction  as  to  walks  as  in  the  other  parks. 

ENCLOSURE  AT  JUNCTION  OF  CROSS  LANE  AND  BROAD 

STREET. 

This  triangular  plot  of  land  laid  out  some  years  ago,  has  by  constant 
care  developed  into  a  garden  space  of  considerable  attraction.  The  plants 
and  evergreens  show  great  vitality,  and  the  grass  plat  is  in  a  healthy 
conditioa 

GREENGATE  PLAYGROUND. 

This  playground  is  extensively  used  by  large  numbers  of  children  in 
the  locality  for  recreation.  The  wall  on  the  higher  ground  is  now  being- 
raised  two  feet  to  prevent  persons  after  play  time  trespassing  on  the  ground.

COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SALFOED. 

Your  Committoo  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  following  report 
to  the  Council,  showing  the  work  which  has  been  done  during  the  twelve 
mo  ltlis  ending  the  31st  day  of  October.  In  a  general  review,  it  will  be 
found  that  the  several  departments,  comprising  Picture  Galleries,  Museum, 
Reference,  Lending,  and  Branch  Libraries,  together  with  the  five  Public 
Free  Parks  and  Recreation  Grounds,  have  been  well  maintained,  in  an 
efficient  manner,  and  the  burgesses  and  visitors  have  shown  an  unabated 
interest  in  their  constant  use  and  enjoyment.  A  useful  summary  of  some 
of  the  prominent  features  will  be  serviceable  for  comparison  with  past  year's 
results,  and  for  easy  quotation  when  required.

The  proportion  of  issues  of  works  of  fiction  from  each  of  the  lending- 
libraries  is  undoubtedly  on  the  decrease,  when  carefully  contrasted  with 
the  issues  of  former  years,  owing  most  probably  to  the  worn  and  dirty 
state  of  the  novels  and  tales,  which  has  caused  a  large  number  to  be  with- 
drawn  from   circulation  ;    but   still  the  issue  of  these  works  is  regretably 


large — about  two-thirds  of  the  total  issues  ;  the  principal  demand  for  them 
arises  with  new  and  younger  borrowers  of  both  sexes,  who  manifest  an 
insatiable  taste  for  light  reading,  whether  novels,  romances,  sensational 
adventures,  stories  and  tales ;  no  doubt  the  demand  is  a  general  one,  per- 
taining to  the  majority  of  the  reading  world,  and  authors  and  publishers 
send  an  abundant  supply  into  the  market  to  meet  the  public  taste.  The 
librarians  in  our  libraries  are  instructed  to  use  their  best  endeavours  to 
promote  the  reading  of  works  of  a  higher  and  more  useful  character,  from 
which  a  perceptible  improvement  has  certainly  been  observed,  which  will 
probably  be  more  marked  in  the  coming  year,  as  your  Committee  have 
decided  to  put  a  restriction  upon  the  future  supply  of  all  works  of  fiction  to 
the  lending  libraries,  and  aid  in  the  more  frequent  reading  of  the  abundant 
bojks  on  history,  travel,  biography,  and  science,  which  now  load  the 
library  shelves. 

The  books  for  the  blind  continue  to  be  well  used,  and  are  a  great 
blessing  to  those  unfortunate  persons,  who  find  their  way  to  the  library 
from  all  parts  of  the  borough  and  its  neighbourhood.  The  books  are 
allowed  to  be  taken  away  to  their  homes.  The  favourite  books  are,  the 
Bible  (in  G4  volumes),  the  Pilgrim's  Progress,  Shakespeare,  and  biographies. 

Tht  Reference  Library  has  not  increased  materially  either  by  purchase 
or  donations.  The  large  supplies  of  serial  literature  placed  on  the  tables 
in  the  leading  rooms  daily,  weekly,  monthly,  and  quarterly,  absorbs  nearly 
the  whole  time  and  interest  of  the  frequenters,  and  there  exists  but  a  small 
vital  demand  for  literature  in  its  bound  form  amongst  the  artisan  class 
which  muster  so  largely  at  the  tables  every  day. 

A  few  of  the  books  presented  deserve  to  be  specially  mentioned  from 
their  local  value;  such  as  the  collection  of  one  hundred  volumes  of  rare 
and  curious  works  and  maps,  relating  to  the  past  events  and  persons  in 
Lancashire,  given  by  the  Rev.  John  Davics,  M.A,  of  Hampstead,  (brother 
to  the  late  chairman,  Alderman  Davies)  ;  the  unique  and  well-preserved  set 
of  Directories  of  Manchester  and  Salford,  extending  from  1794  to  1874, 
bound  in  forty -five  volumes,  given  by  Mr.  John  Scholes,  Manchester  ;  the 
books  given  by  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  and  the  vast  issues  of  the 


Specifications  of  the  Patent  Office; — these  last  are  growing  so  enorm 
and  rapidly  that  more  shelf  room  will  be  bo  in  required  to  contain  them. 

The  large  catalogue  of  the  Reference  Library,  which  is  being  made 
by  Miss  Frost,  will  be  ready  for  the  printer  early  next  year,  It  has  bi  en 
compiled  in  classes,  which  may  be  printed  and  issued  separately,  or 
arranged  and  issued  in  one  volume,  as  an  alphabetical  Index-catalogue. 

The  visitors  to  the  Museum  show  a  falling  off  compared  with  the 
numbers  of  many  previous  years,  which  will  be  candidly  admitted  to  arise 
solely  to  the  overwhelming  attractions  of  the  Royal  Jubilee  Exhibition,  at 
Old  Trafford.  The  usual  Monday  excursion  visitors  to  the  Museum  during 
the  summer  months  were  entirely  wanting  this  year. 

Your  Committee  were  able  to  contribute  paintings,  portraits,  and 
many  articles  to  Old  Manchester  and  Salford,  at  the  Exhibition,  to  augment 
the  large  and  most  interesting  collection  of  historical  curiosities,  which 
formed  a  temporary  museum  in  several  of  the  rooms. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  removal  of  these  paintings  and  portraits,  the 
whole  of  the  full  length  and  smaller  portraits  were  taken  down,  cleaned, 
and  re-varnished  by  an  expert,  and  were  re-arranged  to  their  great  improve- 
ment on  the  walls  of  the  North  Galler}T. 

The  increase  to  the  galleries  has  been  limited  to  a  few  donations ;  such 
as  three  paintings,  which  were  bequeathed  by  Alderman  Thomas  Goadsby, 
in  the  year  1865  ;  a  marble  bust  of  the  late  chairman,  Alderman  Thomas 
Davies,  given  by  the  subscribers ;  a  portrait  of  Sir  William  Charley, 
and  an  interesting  oil  painting,  showing  the  aspect  of  Lark  Hill  Mansion 
(the  present  Museum),  as  it  appeared  in  1825,  given  by  Mr.  John  Farrell, 
of  Broughton. 

A  new  edition  of  the  penny  Picture  Catalogue  (the  10th,  making 
100,000, )  has  been  printed,  and  is  now  on  sale. 

In  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  "Provincial  Museums",  printed  by 
the  Council  of  the  British  Association,  and  read  at  the  Manchester  meeting, 
the  Salford  Royal  Museum  is  mentioned  as  one  of  three  museums  which 
stand  in  the  front  rank  for  excellence  and  popularity. 


The  cases  of  objects  of  art,  which  are  loaned  by  the  South  Kensington 
Museum,  have  been  refilled  with  old  samples  of  metal,  wood,  and  lacquer 
work,  and  old  embroidery. 

It  will  only  be  proper  to  mention  in  this  report  that  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Wales  visited  the  Museum  (their  second  visit)  this  Jubilee  year 
on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  Royal  Jubilee  Exhibition,  and  that 
Sir  James  Farmer,  the  Mayor,  entertained  the  Members  and  Associates  of 
the  British  Association  at  a  Garden  Party  on  September  5th.  As  the 
weather  was  most  unfavorable  for  an  out-door  entertainment,  the  guests 
to  the  number  of  about  two  thousand,  assembled  in  the  Museum  and 
Library.  Sir  James  Farmer  also  held  a  Cinderella  Ball  in  the  Museum 
and  Library  on  the  28th  October,    at  which  about  300  guests  were  present. 

Considerable  care  and  expense  has  been  paid  to  the  repair  of  the  roof 
and  chimneys  of  the  galleries,  the  exterior  woodwork  has  been  re-painted, 
and  the  entire  building  is  at  present  in  a  sound  and  good  condition, 
capable  of  meeting  the  effects  of  the  weather  for  some  time  to  come.

THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,   ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  the  favorable  weather  of  the 
past  spring  and  summer,  has  had  a  marked  influence  on  the  attendance  of 
the  people  at  the  several  Parks,  and  that  Peel  Park  in  particular,  has  been 
visited  by  a  larger  number  of  persons  than  the  average  for  some  years  past. 

The  prevalence  of  the  easterly  winds  during  the  spring,  was  not 
altogether  favorable  to  succesful  gardening,  and  retarded  the  summer 
operations  in  the  bedding  out  of  plants.  Nevertheless  the  display  of  the 
many  varieties  of  tulips  in  the  flower  garden  and  beds,  and  the  magnificent 
growth  shown  by  the  rhododendrons,  compensated  in  some  degree  for  the 
lateness  of  the  season.  In  the  autumn  of  last  year  a  number  of  deciduous 
trees  which  were  showing  signs  of  decay,  and  the  old  rhododendrons  and 
other  shrubs  at  the  front  of  the  Museum,  were  removed  and  replaced  by 
young  shrubs  and  varieties  of  larger  growth.  The  Shrubberies  near  the 
Reading  Room  were  in  like  manner  entirely  reconstructed,  and  before  the 
end  of  the  season  the  new  plants  exhibited  remarkable  vitality.  It  is  in 
fact  largely  due  to  this  substitution  of  fresh  plants,  that  the  Park  has 
presented  so  charming  an  appearance  during  the  past  season. 

The  propagating  houses  in  Peel  Park  have  furnished  the  whole  of  the 
bedding  out  plants  for  the  several  Parks,  consisting  of  geraniums, 
petunias,  calceolarias,  verbenas,  centaureas,  lobelias,  fuchsias,  violas, 
and  other  varieties.  The  display  of  the  flower  beds  in  the  other  Parks, 
which  are  more  favorably  situated  for  gardening  purposes  than  the  central 
Park,  together  with  the  grass  borders  and  vegetation  generally  have  also 
been  much  superior  to  former  years. 
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Their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales,  paid  a  visit 
to  Peel  Park  on  the  3rd  of  May,  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the 
Royal  Jubilee  Exhibition,  and  received  an  address  of  welcome  from  the 
Mayor  and  Corporation,  which  was  presented  from  a  dais  on  the  grass  plat 
at  the  southerly  side  of  the  Museum,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  who  were  provided  with  seats  on  a  gallery  constructed 
along  the  whole  length  of  the  Museum  building. 

The  Committee  have  provided  a  new  Gymnasium  for  boys  and  girls  in 
the  Ordsall  Park,  which  has  been  largely  used  since  its  completion. 

The  Bowling  Greens  in  the  Peel  and  Seedley  Parks,  have  been  very 
much  in  request  during  the  past  bowling  season,  and  have  been  maintained 
in  excellent  condition. 

MUSICAL  PROMENADES  IN  THE  PARKS. 

Iu  consequence  of  the  attractions  during  the  summer  of  the  Royal 
Jubilee  Exhibition  and  the  local  celebrations  of  the  Queen's  Year  of  Jubilee, 
the  usual  Band  performances  in  the  Parks  were  discontinued  ;  but  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  resume  them  during  the  next  season. 

COTTAGE  WINDOW  GARDENING, 

The  sixth  annual  Exhibition  of  Plants  and  Flowers  took  place  in  Peel 
Park  on  the  21st,  22nd,  and  23rd  July  last,  and  was  opened  by  His  Worship 
the  Mayor.  The  number  of  plants  sold  by  the  Head  Gardener  to  cottagers 
and  others  for  cultivation,  to  enable  them  to  compete  in  the  Exhibition  was 
3,255. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  the  competition  plants  submitted  by  the 
various  exhibitors  was  equal  if  not  superior  to  those  of  previous  years.  In 
order  to  embellish  the  exhibition  with  specimens  of  fruit,  flowers,  and 
plants  of  higher  culture,  prizes  were  likewise  offered  for  exhibits  from 
gentlemen's  gardeners,  nurserymen,  and  others  possessing  greenhouses, 
and  the  result  was  a  splendid  display  of 'floriculture  and  horticulture  of 
a  very  superior  kind.  The  list  of  the  prizes  awarded  to  the  successful 
competitors  was  read  by  the  Mayor  in  the  presence  of  the  Chairman,  the 
members     of   the   Committee,    and    other  members  of   the   Council   and 


visitors  at  the  opening  ceremony.  The  weather  for  the  three  days  during 
which  the  Exhibition  was  open,  was  favorable  and  nearly  5,000  persons 
attended  ;  being  a  Blight  increase  in  the  attendance  of  last  year. 

KERSAL  MOOR. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Moor  during  the  past  year  has  been 
more  numerous  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  attendance  on  Sundays, 
especially  during  the  summer  months,  being  very  large. 

The  grass  and  heather  have  latterly  shown  better  growth  in  conse- 
quence of  the  favorable  state  of  the  weather  and  more  vigilant  inspection. 

ENCLOSURES  AT  JUNCTION  OF  CROSS  LANE  AND  BROAD 
STREET,  AND  IN  BROUGHTON  ROAD. 

The  plants,  trees,  and  shrubs  in  these  two  plots  of  enclosed  land  are  in 
a  healthy  and  vigorous  state,  and  the  evergreens  and  grass  are  kept  in 
good  order  by  constant  dressing,  mowing,  and  manuring. 

LAND  IN  BROAD  STREET,  PENDLETON. 

The  project  of  planting  trees  on  the  Duchy  land  recently  acquired  by 
the  Corporation  abutting  on  this  street  is  about  to  be  carried  out.  The 
requisite  quantity  of  trees,  to  the  number  of  130,  have  been  ordered,  with 
the  necessary  iron  guards  to  protect  the  trees  when  planted.  The  Head 
Gardener  is  now  engaged  in  excavating  the  ground  for  the  planting  of  the 
trees,  and  filling  in  suitable  soil  and  manure,  and  the  planting  will  be 
completed  during  the  autumn. 

GREENGAT  K    PLAYGROUND 

This  playground  with  the  swings  and  gymnasium,  is  kept  in  good 
condition,  and  an  attendant  is  always  on  the  spot  to  preserve  order.  It  is 
very  extensively  used  by  the  children  living  in  the  immediate  locality.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM,  LIBRA  HIES, 
AND  PARKS  COMMITTER. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  BOKOUGH  OF  SALFOHD. 

The  Committee  of  the  Museum,  Libraries,  Public  Parks,  and  Play- 
grounds, beg  to  present  to  the  Council  the  following  Annual  Report — 

Your  Committee  have  much  satisfaction  in  affirming  the  good  working 
condition  of  every  department  of  the  Museum,  Libraries,  and  Parks  placed 
under  their  supervision. 

In  the  five  reference  and  lending  libraries,  there  has  been  made  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  books,  both  by  purchase  and 
donations ;  there  is  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  books  given  out  to 
borrowers,  and  to  readers  in  the  reading  rooms,  whilst  about  r)0,000  more 
visits  have  been  noted  to  the  news  and  reading  rooms  :  all  in  advance  of  the 
records  of  the  previous  year. 

The  present  limited  fund  from  the  library  rate  has  not  allowed  such  an 
expenditure  upon  the  binding  of  books  as  could  be  desired  ;  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  pay  more  regard  to  this  want  in  the  reference  library,  where 
the  bindings  of  the  books  are  suffering  from  the  effects  of  gas  and  other 
destructive  agencies. 

The  printiug  of  the  catalogue  of  this  library  is  to  commence  with  the 
new  year,  and  continue  as  the  state  of  the  funds  will  permit. 

The  most  important  feature  in  the  course  of  the  year  has  been  the 
adoption  of  the  opening  of  libraries  and  reading-rooms  on  Sunday.  The 
principle  was  submitted  to  the  decision  of  the  burgesses  on  Saturdaj%  7th 
of  April,  with  the  result  that  3,445  voted  for,  and  3,162  voted  against  the 


opening,  a  majority  of  283  votes,  out  of  a  total  of  6,607  burgesses  who 
polled  on  the  occasion;  the  Burgess  Roll  for  1888  shows  29,849  registered 
voters. 

The  four  reading-rooms  and  libraries  were  opened  to  the  public  on 
Sunday,  2nd  September,  and  have  continued  to  be  opened  on  each  succeed- 
ing Sunday  in  September  and  October.  The  attendance  has  been  only 
moderate  during  that  short  period,  and  the  detailed  statistical  returns  will 
be  deferred  until  a  longer  experience  of  the  effects  of  this  new  feature  in 
the  institution. 

The  frequency  of  the  changes  in  a  good  number  of  registered  borrowers 
from  the  lending  libraries,  renders  an  accurate  statement  of  the  active  users 
of  their  cards  very  uncertain  :  many  borrowers  being  intermittent  in  the 
periods  of  using  their  privileges  ;  but  the  total  number  of  borrowers  in  the 
Borough,  during  the  year,  show  that  the  Regent  Road  Branch  and  the 
Pendleton  Branch  have  a  larger  number  of  borrowers  than  the  Greengate 
Branch,  and  the  Peel  Park.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  the  issue  of 
books  is  greatest  in  the  densely  populated  districts. 

The  Museum  and  Picture  Galleries  have  been  visited  by  over  250,000 
visitors — an  average  of  952  daily.  There  have  been  very  few,  and  hardly 
noticeable  changes  in  the  condition  of  the  rooms  since  last  year.  The 
South  Kensington  Museum  Authorities  have  refilled  their  loan  cases  with 
fresh  exhibits  of  works  of  art.  Jesse  Haworth,  Esq.,  has  presented  a 
valuable  and  highly  interesting  relic  of  Egyptian  history  :  a  mummy  of  a 
boy  of  the  Gneco-Egyptian  epoch;  and  J.  F.  Wilkinson,  Esq.,  has  pre- 
sented two  excellent  cases  for  exhibiting  museum  objects. 

Several  donations  to  the  Reference  Library  are  of  value,  such  as  the 
232  volumes  from  Henry  Boddington,  Esq.;  the  works  on  Antiquities, 
Natural  History,  &c  ,  from  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum;  and  the 
rare  and  curious  books,  chiefly  having  a  local  interest,  presented  by  the 
Rev.  John  Da  vies,  M.A. 

The  appended  tables,  and  list  of  donors  and  donations,  give  the  details 
of  the  various  matters  alluded  to  in  this  report.

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PARKS  DEPARTMENT. 


THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  that  the  whole  of  the  Parks  have  been 
maintained  in  creditable  condition  during  the  year,  considering  the  unusually 
unfavorable  weather  of  the  past  season  for  gardening  operations. 

The  evergreens  in  the  Parks  have  displayed  their  characteristic  vitality, 
notwithstanding  the  climatic  influences  which  have  been  so  fatal  this  year 
to  almost  all  other  kinds  of  horticultural  shrubs  and  plants.  This  is  no 
doubt  due  to  the  hardy  varieties  selected  after  mairy  years  experience,  of 
the  special  kinds  best  fitted  to  resist  the  unfavorable  atmospheric  condition 
of  the  locality.  The  cold  weather  of  the  early  part  of  the  year,  prevented 
the  usual  fine  display  of  spring  bedding-out  plants  until  late  in  the  season, 
and  the  wet  summer  weather  which  followed  interfered  with  the  bloom  of 
the  various  flowering  plants,  as  they  were  supplied  and  renewed  from  time 
to  time  in  the  flower  beds.  Nevertheless,  more  than  60,000  plants  of 
different  kinds  and  varieties  were  displayed  in  the  respective  Parks,  and 
aided  by  the  excellent  condition  of  the  green  sward,  imparted  on  the  whole 
a  fairly  good  appearance  to  the  Parks  in  general. 

The  whole  of  the  gravel  walks  in  the  several  parks  (which  it  may  be 
stated  comprise  an  extent  altogether  of  about  nine  miles)  are  in  good 
condition,  and  the  grass  borders  are  regularly  dressed. 

The  Bowling  Greens  in  Peel  and  Seedley  Parks  and  the  propagating 
houses  in  Peel  Park  are  in  good  order. 

The  gymnasiums  and  recreation  grounds  in  the  several  Parks  are  also 
all  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 


MUSICAL  PROMENADE  CONCERTS. 

The  Salford  Police  Band,  the  Egerton  Mills  Band,  and  the  Salford 
Union  Band,  have  each  given  Musical  performances  in  the  several  Parks 
during  the  latter  portion  of  the  summer,  which  were  however  considerably 
interfered  with  by  the  state  of  the  weather.  The  best  thanks  of  the  Com- 
mittee are  due  to  the  Watch  Committee,  and  the  managers  and  members  of 
the  other  Bands,  for  their  generosity  in  rendering  their  valuable  services 
gratuitously  to  the  community. 


COTTAGE  WINDOW  GARDENING. 

The  Annual  Exhibition  of  plants  and  flowers,  being  the  seventh  of  the 
course,  was  held  in  Peel  Park,  on  the  3rd,  4th,  and  6th  of  August  last. 
The  sale  of  plants  to  cottagers  and  others,  by  the  Head  Gardener,  to 
cultivate  for  competition,  was  3799,  against  3255,  last  year. 

The  plants  sent  in  by  Exhibitors,  were  displayed  in  a  large  canvas 
tent,  on  the  grass  land  opposite  the  Band  Stage.  The  number  and  quality 
of  the  competitors'  plants  from  cottage  greenhouses,  were  much  better  than 
those  of  the  previous  year,  and  were  highly  commended  by  the  Judges,  who 
adjudicated  upon  the  merits  of  the  respective  exhibits  for  prizes.  The  list 
of  prizes  to  the  successful  exhibitors  was  read  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor, 
who  opened  the  Exhibition,  and  was  supported  by  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Committee,  and  other  members  of  the  Council,  and  visitors. 
The  attendance  at  the  Exhibition  was  larger  than  the  previous  year,  although 
the  weather  was  unfavorable  ;  the  numbers  being  nearly  6,000,  as  against 
5,000  at  the  last  Exhibition. 


KERSAL  MOOR. 

The  Moor  continues  to  be  a  popular  and  an  invigorating  health  resort 
for  visitors,  and  the  attendance  increases  year  by  year.  The  place  has  now 
become  a  favorite  spot  for  the  assemblage  of  scholars  and  picnic  parties  from 
the  surrounding  Districts. 
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INCLOSURES  AT  JUNCTION  OF  CROSS  LANE  AND  BROAD 
STREET,  AND  IN  BROUGHTON  ROAD. 

These  plantations,  adjoining  crowded  thoroughfares,  require  constant 
attention,  and  the  plants,  shrubs,  and  evergreens,  undergo  careful  treatment 
by  the  Head  Gardener,  and  illustrate  in  a  striking  manner  the  possibility 
of  cultivating  healthy  vegetation  in  centres  of  very  populous  districts. 

LAND  IN  BROAD  STREET. 

The  planting  of  126  Avenue  Tiecs  on  the  land  abutting  on  Broad 
Street  was  done  in  the  Autumn  of  last  year.  The  trees  have  been  protected 
by  iron  guards.  The  prevalence  of  bitterly  cold  weather  during  the  spring 
of  the  year,  was  very  detrimental  to  the  growth  of  all  newly  planted  trees, 
and  the  parching  effect  of  the  east  winds  upon  the  trees  prevented  the  sap 
from  rising  and  breaking  out  into  leaf.  An  inspection  recently  made,  however, 
has  shown  that  notwithstanding  the  present  appearance  of  the  trees,  only 
nine  of  them  will  require  to  be  replaced  ;  and  the  Head  Gardener  has  every 
confidence  that  with  favorable  weather,  the  latent  vitality  of  this  excellent 
variety,  will  manifest  itself  during  the  next  season. 

GREENGATE  PLAYGROUND. 

This  playground  continues  to  be  attended  by  crowd's  of  boys  and  girls 
in  the  neighbourhood,  who  use  the  swings  and  gymnasiums  for  amusement 
and  recreation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES 
AND  PARKS  COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OP  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Committee  have  the  pleasure  to  Report  that  the  various  depart- 
ments which  are  placed  under  their  supervision,  have  been  maintained  in  a 
healthy,  sound,  and  vigorous  state,  during  the  past  twelve  months,  and 
they  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the  ratepayers  and  the  public  at  large,  as  to 
the  facilities  which  are  now  afforded  for  education  and  recreation,  in  the 
Free  Libraries  Picture  Galleries,  Museum,  and  various  Parks  and  Recreation 
Grounds  in  the  Borough. 

The  reference  and  lending  libraries  have  been  largely  drawn  upon  for 
books  for  study  and  for  home  reading ;  the  total  issues  from  the  five 
libraries,  amount  to  607,210  volumes  in  the  year,  to  which  can  be  added 
those  read  on  Sundays,  5,686  volumes,  making  a  total  demand  upon  books 
in  the  libraries  of  612,896  volumes.  The  readers  of  current  literature, 
such  as  periodicals,  journals,  and  newspapers,  which  lie  freely  on  the  tables 
of  the  reading  rooms,  are  entered  upon  the  journals  of  the  libraries  at  above 
2,000  persons  daily. 

The  libraries  contain  a  total  of  88,510  volumes,  of  which  above  45,000 
volumes  are  in  the  Central  Reference  Library,  but  this  counting,  includes 
something  like  10,000  volumes  of  Blue  Book  Reports,  Returns,  and  Parlia- 
mentary Papers,  and  the  true  limit  of  reference  works  of  literature,  science,  &c, 
may  be  taken  as  not  above  35,000  volumes,  available,  and  of  interest  to  the 
general  reader,  the  returns  also  of  the  books  in  each  of  the  Branch  Lending 
Libraries,  are  liable  to  deductions,  from  the  worn  out  books  being  withdrawn 


from  the  shelves,  and  in  the  changes  effected  in  replacing  them  from  time  to 
time,  much  delay  in  this  respect  cannot  be  avoided,  without  a  larger  annual 
outlay  in  the  purchase  of  books,  suitable  for  home  reading. 

The  success  of  the  movement  for  opening  the  various  libraries  and 
reading  rooms  on  the  Sunday,  will  be  regarded  with  some  special  amount  of 
interest,  as  it  records  for  fourteen  months  all  the  details  of  its  working  at 
the  Central  Reference  Library,  as  well  as  libraries  at  the  Branches. 
The  Regent  Road  branch  has  evidently  been  the  most  frequented  and 
popular  with  the  masses,  partly  perhaps,  from  its  peculiar  position  in  a  most 
populous  district  in  Salford,  and  from  it  having  the  advantageous  attraction 
of  a  separate  and  spacious  room  set  apart  for  boys,  as  well  as  the  ordinary 
news  and  reading  room  for  general  readers.  The  libraries  at  Greengate  and 
at  Pendleton  have  no  such  advantage,  and  evidently  suffer  in  being  less 
popular  in  their  respective  localities  ;  the  first  return  is  a  general  one,  as  the 
books  issued  on  Sunday  are  hardly  capable  of  much  classification,  seeing 
that  the  prevalence  of  a  desire  for  amusing  works  and  pure  fiction  nearly 
absorbs  the  whole  of  the  issues, — of  course  it  must  be  understood,  that  the 
adult  readers  are  great  readers  of  the  ample  array  of  the  best  periodicals 
and  science  journals,  which  are  freely  spread  upon  the  tables  in  each  reading- 
room,  and  of  the  use  of  which  no  exact  record  is  taken.  The  counting  of  the 
Sunday  readers  is  continuous,  and  most  carefully  taken  at  each  library. 

The  printing  of  the  sheets  for  the  new  Reference  Catalogue  on  General 
Science,  began  last  February,  at  the  present  time  it  has  reached  so  near  the 
end  that  it  may  be  regarded  that  this  section  of  an  important  work,  will  be 
completed  and  issued  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year  in  March. 

A  new  catalogue  of  the  Pendleton  branch  lending  library  has  also  been 
compiled,  and  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Peel  Park  lending 
library  has  also  issued  two  Sections  of  its  library  catalogue,  which  are  sold 
at  one  penny  each  section. 

The  Library  rooms,  reading  and  news  rooms,  at  Peel  Park,  Pendleton 
branch,  and  Regent  Road  branch,  have  all  been  cleaned  and  rebeautified 
during  the  summer. 


The  number  of  borrowers  from  the  lending  libraries,  maintains  a  sin- 
gularly elose  average  in  caeh  of  the  libraries — about  2,000  actual  borrowers 
— notwithstanding  fluctuations,  from  removals  and  deaths.  The  demands  for 
new  works  of  fiction  and  tales,  grows  with  the  taste  for  reading,  older 
works  of  great  repute  and  by  greater  writers  have  but  little  circulation,  it  is  to 
the  new  nearly  all  the  borrowers  lojk  for  their  recreation  from  the  Free 
Libraries. 

The  Museum  and  Picture  Galleries  are  very  much  what  they  were,  as 
stated  in  the  Beport  for  last  year,  some  rather  valuable  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  marble  sculpture  in  the  Langworthy  Gallery.  The  "  Cain 
and  Abel,"  presented  b}^  Benjamin  Armitage,  Esq.,  of  Sorrel  Bank,  the 
"Schwannhilda,"  by  a  great  German  sculptor,  presented  by  the  late  Mrs. 
Tootal,  of,  The  Weaste,  and  three  smaller  marble  groups,  presented  by  Sam 
Pope,  Esq.,  Q.C.,  with  several  Paintings,  Portraits,  and  Photographs,- form 
noticeable  and  valuable  acquisitions  to  this  part  of  the  Institution. 

On  January  30th  and  31st,  the  Museum,  Library,  and  other  rooms, 
were  in  use,  upon  the  occasion  of  an  "  At  Home,"  and  "  Juvenile  Fancy 
Dress  Ball,"  given  by  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress,  to  a  large  number  of 
invited  guests  and  friends. 

During  the  summer,  your  Committee  were  able  to  arrange  an 
Exhibition  of  present  day  Photographs,  in  the  two  rooms  on  the  south  side 
of  the  Museum,  it  was  the  first  exhibition  of  any  kind  for  several  years 
past,  and  was  so  much  appreciated,  that  in  the  time  it  was  open — three 
months — it  was  visited  by  about  one  hundred  thousand  persons,  to  whom  it 
certainly  afforded  abundance  of  enjoyment  and  instruction  with  the  beauties 
of  this  marvellous  art. 

In  the  month  of  October,  the  Salford  Gas  Committee  were  granted  the 
use  of  the  reading  room  as  a  lecture  room,  during  a  course  of  practical 
illustrations  upon  the  Art  of  Cooking,  by  Gas  Stoves,  the  attendance  was 
crowded  at  these  lectures,  which  were  given  twice  a  day,  upon  ten  days, 
and  the  Exhibition  of  Gas  Stoves  and  Gas  Appliances  was  held  in  a  building 
in  the  Park,  adjoining  the  reading  room.  The  ordinary  news  room  readers 
and  others,  were  amply  and  comfortably  accommodated  during  these  occur- 


rences,  in  the  two  rooms  on  the  south  side,  which  were  fitted  up  with  every 
comfort  for  newspaper  readers ;  the  library  had  to  be  closed  during  the  days 
when  the  Gas  cooking  lectures  were  going  on. 

Your  Committee  were  able  to  arrange  for  a  course  of  Free  Lectures  in 
the  reading  room  during  the  winter  months,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report 
that  the  popular  taste  was  evidently  on  these  occasions  most  effectively 
gratified,  judging  by  the  crowded  attendances ;  the  course  consisted  of  the

THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

Your  Committee  have  pleasure  iu  reporting  that  the  several  Parks, 
during  the  past  year,  have  exhibited  an  improvement  in  their  general 
appearance,  in  consequence  of  more  favourable  weather,  especially  during 
the  last  autumn. 

The  display  of  rhododendrons  and  evergreen  shrubs,  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  was  remarkable,  the  shoots  being  thickly  set  with  flowers  of 
great  variety.  The  bedding  out  plants,  and  especially  the  tulips,  appeared 
in  great  profusion,  in  their  variegated  bloom,  and  were  much  admired,  and 
these  were  followed  in  succession,  by  azalias,  laburnums,  thorns,  and 
herbaceous  plants  in  great  abundance.  During  the  year  more  than  60,000 
flowering  plants,  consisting  of  geraniums,  calceolarias,  verbenas,  petunias, 
centaurias,  lobelias,  fuschias,  tropeolums,  and  violas,  were  propagated  and 
distributed  to  the  various  Parks,  and  planted  in  the  flower  beds.  The 
result  has  been  highly  satisfactory,  and  has  afforded  much  gratification  and 
pleasure  to  the  large  and  increasing  numbers  of  visitors  to  the  Parks  during 
the  year. 

The  whole  of  the  promenade  walks,  in  the  several  Parks,  are  kept  in 
good  order,  and  the  lawns  and  green  sward  are  in  excellent  condition. 

The  bowling  greens  in  Peel  and  Seedley  Parks,  together  with  the 
gymnasiums  in  Peel,  Albert,  and  Ordsall  Parks,  are  in  good  order,  and  have 
been  largely  used  by  visitors  during  the  season. 

Your  Committee  have  decided  to  make  a  bowling  green  in  Albert  Park, 
in  compliance  with  the  prayer  of  a  memorial,  numerously  signed  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood. 


The  Committee  have  been  compelled  to  fence  round  the  lakes  in  some 
of  the  Parks,  to  prevent  accidents  to  ohildren,  one  or  two  mishaps  of  the 

kind  having  previously  occurred. 

MUSICAL   PROMENADE   CONCERTS. 

The  Band  performances  by  the  Salford  Police  Band  and  the  Salford 
Iron  Works  Band,  the  Weastc  Brass  Band,  and  the  Band  at  Messrs.  How- 
arth's  Mill,  have  been  continued  in  the  several  Parks  during  the  summer, 
and  the  largo  attendance  of  the  public  at  the  performances,  indicate  the 
popularity  of  the  entertainments,  and  also  that  it  is  most  desirable  they 
shuold  be  continued. 

COTTAGE   WINDOW   GARDENING. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Exhibition  of  plants  and  flowers,  took  place  in  a 
large  marquee,  on  the  lower  lawn,  in  the  Peel  Park,  on  the  2nd,  3rd,  and 
5th  August  last.  The  plants  sold  to  cottagers  and  others  by  the  Head 
Gardener,  for  cultivation  and  subsequent  competition,  numbered  3,118,  as 
compared  with  3,799  of  last  year.  The  plants  and  flowers  kindly  lent  by 
gentlemen  in  the  neighbourhood,  largely  contributed  to  the  attractive 
appearance  and  success  of  the  show. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  plants  exhibited  for  competition  were 
of  a  superior  order  to  those  of  former  years.  The  quality  and  quantity  of 
the  Cottage  Window  Gardening  Plants,  especially,  were  highly  commended, 
by  Mr.  Bruce  FindJay  and  the  other  Judges,  who  kindly  undertook  the 
adjudication.  The  Show  was  formally  opened  by  His  Worship,  the  Mayor, 
who  was  supported  by  the  Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Committee,  and 
also  by  members  of  the  Council  and  other  ladies  and  gentlemen  interested 
in  the  project.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  attendance  for  the  three 
days  during  which  the  exhibition  remained  open,  was  larger  than  at  the 
previous  year,  being  6,442,  as  compared  with  6,000  at  the  last  exhibition. 

GAS   COOKING   STOVES    EXHIBITION. 

Yonr  Committee  granted  the  use  of  the  Lawn  in  the  Park,  at  the  West 
end  of  the  Museum  building,  to  the  General  Gas  Committee,  for  holding  an 
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Exhibition  of  Gas  Appliances,  which  was  opened  by  His  Worship,  the 
Mayor,  on  the  2nd  instant,  and  continued  open  for  ten  days.  The  exhibition 
contained  a  most  interesting  collection  of  cooking  stoves,  gas  engines,  and 
articles  for  domestic  use,  in  connection  with  gas  as  a  heating  and  illumina- 
ting power,  and  was  largely  attended  by  the  public. 


KERSAL     MOOR. 

This  large  Moor  land,  with  its  bracing  air  and  splendid  elevation,  as  a 
vantage  ground  to  view  the  surrounding  districts,  retains  its.  attractiveness 
for  a  large  number  of  people,  who  appear  to  take  great  delight  in  their 
visits.  The  land  is  kept  as  nearly  as  possible  in  its  original  condition,  so  as 
to  preserve  its  natural  characteristics,  but  unfortunately  the  heather  and 
bracken  seem  to  get  more  and  more  scarce  every  year. 


INCLOSURES   AT   JUNCTION    OF   CROSS  LANE  AND  BROAD 

STREET,  AND     IN    BROUGHTON    ROAD. 

These  desirable  plots  of  land,  set  apart  for  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  and 
evergreens,  are  kept  in  good  order,  and  illustrate  what  may  be  done  under 
somewhat  unfavourable  circumstances,  to  render  open  spaces  useful  and 
ornamental.  The  vegetation  and  plants,  in  both  these  inclosures,  have  beeu 
kept  in  excellent  condition  during  the  year,  and  have  fully  retained  their 
cheerful  and  rural  appearance. 

OLDFIELD  ROAD  RECREATION  GROUND. 

The  piece  of  vacant  ground  at  the  end  of  Oldfield  Road,  opposite  the 
Royal  Hospital  is  being  appropriated,  inclosed,  and  set  apart  by  your 
Committee,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Salford  District  Town  Hall,  &c.  Com- 
mittee, for  an  open  recreation  or  play  ground.  Plans  have  been  prepared 
by  the  Borough  Engineer  and  the  Head  Gardener,  and  approved  by  the 
Committee,  for  effecting  the  object  in  as  ornamental  a  manner  as  posssble. 
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LAND    IN    BROAD   STREET. 

The  Committee  regret  that  the  trees  planted  on  this  land,  have  not 
shown  that  speedy  growth  which  had  been  anticipated.  The  attempt  to 
grow  the  hardiest  known  variety  of  thorns,  has,  unfortunately,  not  been 
a  success,  owing  to  the  combined  influence  of  unfavourable  weather,  during 
the  planting  season,  the  populousness  of  the  surrounding  neighbourhood, 
and  the  natural  tardy  growth  of  the  plants  themselves,  when  cheeked  by 
weather.  It  is  intended  to  plant  a  variety  of  poplars,  to  replace  some  of 
the  present  trees,  which,  although  not  so  enduring,  will  be  more  rapid  in 
growth. 


GREENGATE   PLAYGROUND. 

This  playground  is  in  great  request  by  the  large  number  of  children 
in  the  neighbourhood,  and  the  swings  and  gymnasium,  are  in  good  order, 
for  the  amusement  and  recreation  of  the  crowds  of  boys  and  girls  who  visit 
it.

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REPORT    OF    THE 

MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES,  AND  PARKS 
COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

Your  Committee  have  feelings  of  satisfaction  to  premise  their  report 
by  stating  that,  at  the  close  of  the  official  year,  the  whole  of  the  establish- 
ment under  their  charge  is  in  a  sound  and  satisfactory  state,  both  as  to 
buildings  as  well  as  to  the  divisional  methods  of  management  under  the 
officers  and  servants. 

Several  changes  have  been  carried  out,  others  are  in  development,  and 
progress  has  been  maintained  so  as  to  keep  ahead  in  everything  which  will 
preserve  the  institutions  serviceable  and  attractive  to  the  people  of  Salford. 

A  clause  has  been  inserted  in  the  Bill  to  be  presented  by  the  Town 
Council  in  the  present  session  of  Parliament,  asking  for  power  to  expend 
three-halfpence  in  the  pound  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Libraries  and 
Museum. 

The  three  houses  in  Marlborough  Square  are  to  be  appropriated  to  the 
purposes  of  the  projected  Technical  College  or  School,  as  soon  as  the 
preliminary  preparations  for  the  transfer  are  completed. 

A  re-arrangement  of  the  different  policies  of  insurance  against  fire,  has 
been  accomplished  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 


MUSEUM   AND   GALLERY   OF   ART. 

The  collections  of  natural  history,  natural  products,  antiquities,  &c, 
are  kept  in  their  respective  cases  in  a  clean  and  well  preserved  state  ;  only 
a  few  additional  specimens  have  been  acquired,  the  cases  being  overcrowded 
already.  Nearly  the  whole  contents  require  a  fresh  arrangement  and  the 
labels  re-writing,  a  work  only  to  be  done  slowly,  carefully,  and  with  clerical 
assistance. 

The  paintings  belonging  to  the  permanent  gallery,  together  with  the 
sculpture — over  300  in  number — have  received  special  attention  this  year, 
and  in  many  instances  are  in  a  better  state  than  ever  before,  since  they 
were  acquired. 

Early  in  the  spring,  your  Committee  deemed  it  very  desirable  to  hold 
an  exhibition  of  first-class  paintings  in  the  Langworthy  Gallery,  during  the 
summer  months.  To  accomplish  this  object,  the  gallery  was  cleared, 
painted,  and  suitably  decorated.  A  selection  of  fifteen  of  the  finest  works 
from  the  permanent  collection,  were  committed  into  the  care  of  Messrs. 
Grundy  and  Smith,  to  be  cleaned,  varnished,  and  glazed,  and  other  changes 
were  effected. 

Your  Committee  were  enabled  to  arrange  and  exhibit  on  the  walls  of 
the  Langworthy  Gallery,  and  of  the  South  Gallery,  an  extensive  and  most 
attractive  series  of  high-class  paintings,  lent  by  gentlemen  who  are  posses- 
sors of  local  private  galleries ;  selections  from  public  art  galleries  at 
Liverpool,  Nottingham,  Southport,  Bolton,  together  with  contributions  from 
local  artists  and  amateurs. 

The  exhibition  was  opened  May  22nd,  and  remained  open  free  to 
visitors  for  ninety-five  days  to  the  30th  September. 

An  extension  to  the  exhibition  of  oil  and  water-colour  paintings  was 
made,  by  displaying  a  large  number  of  recent  photographs  in  the  rooms 
underneath  the  South  Gallery. 

The  Committee  have  a  high  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  the  success 
of  these  exhibitions  was  unprecedented,  in  a  manner  by  which  popularity 
can  only  be  shown  in  freely  opened  institutions  :  the  registered  number  of 
visitors  in  one  hundred  days  being  200,000,  an  average  of  2,000  daily :  it 


is  also  wit  gratifying  to  add  to  this  record   that,   notwithstanding  the 
crowded  state  ol   the  galleries  on  some  occasions,  no  damage  occurred  to 

any  exhibit. 

On  the  12th  and  13th  of  March,  the  Mayor  and  the  Mayoress — Coun- 
cillor B.  Robinson  and  Mrs.  Robinson — gave  a  soiree,  ball,  and  juvenile  party 
to  a  large  number  of  guests,  members  of  the  Salford  Town  Council,  their 
families,  and  friends. 

A  bust  of  John  Bright,  life  size,  has  been  added  to  the  gallery  collection. 

THE    LIBRARIES. 

Generally,  a  small  decrease  will  be  found  in  the  issues  of  books  from  all 
the  libraries,  except  the  Peel  Park  Reference  Library,  which  shows  an 
increase.  The  issues  of  books  from  all  the  libraries  has  made  a  total  of 
317,585  volumes,  that  is,  133,464  volumes  in  the  reading  rooms,  and 
184,121  volumes  from  the  lending  libraries,  lent  out  for  home  reading; 
fiction  shows  about  the  same  proportion  of  the  issues  as  in  former  years, 
that  is  about  60  per  cent,  of  the  issues. 

The  general  mass  of  daily  visitors  in  the  news  and  reading  rooms  make 
a  total  of  540,455;  these  are  counted  and  registered  every  hour,  day  by 
day,  throughout  the  year — the  bulk  of  these  are  specially  drawn  to  the 
libraries  by  the  powerful  attractions  of  seeing  the  daily  papers,  with  the 
abundant  supply  of  periodicals,  and  current  literature  in  great  variety, 
freely  supplied  in  the  rooms.  The  crowd  of  visitors  is  great  at  special 
periods  in  the  day,  but  generally  fair  accommodation  at  the  stands  or  at 
the  tables  is  found.  Of  course,  this  service  for  the  public  is  gratefully 
appreciated  by  the  visitors.- 

The  Sunday  opening  of  the  reading  and  news  rooms,  with  the  use  of 
the  books,  has  not  shown  any  great  increase  during  the  present  year.  The 
total  attendances  in  the  four  libraries  recorded  in  1888-9,  was  53,459  ;  in 
1889-90,  53,482 — almost  equal  numbers.  Of  boys  who  can  attend  from  5 
to  9  p.m.,  the  total  number  was  16,600  last  year,  against  14,840  in  18S8-9; 
an  increase  of  1,766  in  the  total.  Of  books,  the  actual  requests  from 
readers   were   limited   in  a  great  measure   by  the  plan  adopted  of  placing 


freely  on  the  tables,  a  good  supply  of  books,  suitable  for  boys,  from  which 
they  could  help  themselves.  This  plan  had  several  advantages ;  it  kept 
the  young  reader's  attention  upon  a  book  of  their  own  choice,  and  kept 
them  at  one  table  all  the  evening. 

The  total  number  of  books  issued  was  9.69 1  volumes,  against  9,549 
volumes  in  1888-9. 

The  Regent  Road  branch  continues  to  be  the  best  frequented  on 
Sundays,  it  having  the  advantage  of  a  separate  room  for  boys.  The  details 
of  the  Sunday  work  are  fully  shown  in  the  returns  at  page  14  of  this  report. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  five  libraries,  at  the  present  time, 
is  90,963,  in  which  number  is  included  above  15,000  blue  books,  for  which 
a  suitable  room  has  not  been  provided. 

THE    REFERENCE    LIBRARY    CATALOGUE. 

The  first  section  "  Science  and  Art,"  was  completed  and  printed  •  it 
forms  a  volume  of  236  pages,  and  is  issued  in  octavo  and  quarto  sizes.  The 
octavo  to  be  sold  at  2s.  6d.  per  copy ;  the  quarto  to  be  used  in  the  reading 
room.  The  preparation  of  the  copy  for  the  printing  of  other  sections  is 
being  carried  on,  the  whole  of  the  slips  are  written  out.

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PARKS    DEPARTMENT. 


THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

The  several  parks  in  the  Borough  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfac- 
tory state  during  the  year.  The  attendance  of  visitors  has  been  on  the 
increase,  especially  in  Peel  Park,  which  continues  to  be  a  centre  of  attrac- 
tion from  the  surrounding  towns. 

The  ornamental  portions  of  the  various  parks  have  been  well  supplied 
with  variegated  plants  during  the  bedding-out  season,  including  a  splendid 
array  of  tulips  in  the  early  spring,  and  other  herbaceous  and  deciduous  plants 
later  on,  which  have  presented  a  pleasing  and  ever-recurring  transition  of 
floral  display.  The  green  lawns  and  borders  have  shewn  better  than  in 
former  years  in  all  the  parks,  and  these  have,  as  usual,  contributed  largely 
to  improve  the  general  appearance  of  the  whole. 

The  flower  beds  on  the  terrace  in  Peel  Park  have  been  re-arranged, 
and  the  whole  of  the  promenade  walks  and  lawns  in  this  and  the  other 
parks,  have  been  maintained  in  good  order  during  the  year. 

The  new  bowling  green  in  Albert  Park  was  opened  in  July  last,  and 
has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  district.  The  bowling 
greens  in  Peel  and  Seedley  Parks  also  continue  to  be  well  used  during  the 
bowling  season. 

The  old  lean-to  greenhouse  in  Peel  Park  has  been  taken  down,  and  an 
entirely  new  arrangement  of  a  seven-span-roofed  house  erected  on  the  old 
site.  The  new  greenhouse  is  constructed  on  the  most  modern  and  improved 
principle  adopted  for  plant  houses.  The  total  cost  has  been  below  £150. 
This  desirable  and  necessary  addition  to  the  propagating  appliances  of  the 
Committe,  will  enable  the  Head  Gardener  to  increase  his  stock  of  plants 
very  considerably,  both  for  decorative  and  bedding-out  purposes 
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MUSICAL   PROMENADE   CONCERTS. 

These  conceits  were  continued  in  the  several  parks  during  the  summer 
months,  but  the  unfavourable  state  of  the  weather  in  July  and  August 
interfered  very  c<  nsiderably  with  the  performances.  The  Rand  of  the 
Salford  Police  Force,  the  Weaste  Rrass  Band,  and  the  Salford  Union  Rand, 
performed  selections  of  music,  alternately,  in  the  four  parks,  to  large 
numbers  of  the  inhabitants  who  assembled  to  enjoy  the  entertainments, 
which  were  very  much  appreciated. 

COTTAGE   WINDOW   GARDENING. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Exhibition  of  Cottage  Window  Gardening  plants 
was  held  in  Peel  Park,  on  the  1st,  2nd.  and  3rd  August  last.  The  increased 
interest  by  the  inhabitants  in  cottage  gardening  was  manifested,  this  year 
in  the  fact  that  3,817  plants  were  sold  to  them  for  competition,  as  against 
3,1. 16  in  the  previous  year.  The  exhibition  in  respect  of  plants  submitted 
for  adjudication,  and  also  on  account  of  the  fine  ornamental  plants,  kindly 
allowed  for  exhibition  by  gentlemen  in  the  neighbourhood,  was  highly 
satisfactory. 

The  Exhibition  was  opened  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  who  was  accom- 
panied by  the  Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Committee,  and  also  by 
members  of  the  Council  and  friends.  The  adjudication  of  the  competition 
plants  was  again  undertaken  by  Mr.  Bruce  Findlay,  and  the  other  judges 
who  have  acted  in  a  like  capacity  on  former  occasions.  The  Mayor  dis- 
tributed the  prizes  awarded  by  the  judges.  The  attendance  at  the  showr 
was  far  in  excess  of  former  years,  the  number  being  9,558,  as  against  6,462 
in  the  previous  year. 

KERSAL   MOOR. 

This  natural  park  continues  to  afford  recreation  and  pleasure  to  a  vast 
number  of  persons  who  visit  it  from  time  to  time,  not  only  from  the 
Borough,  but  also  from  Manchester. 
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INCLOSURES  AT  JUNCTION  OF  CROSS  LANE  AND  BROAD 
STREET,  AND  IN  BROUGHTON  ROAD. 

The  garden  spaces  which  have  been  formed  within  the  above  inclosures 
have  shown  to  excellent  advantage  during  the  year.     The  vegetation  and 
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evergreen  plants  nre  constantly  primed  and  dressed,  and  have  exhibited  a 
power  of  vitality  and  growth,  which  is  quite  surprising  considering  their 
surroundings. 

BROAD   STREET. 

The  hardy  thorns  planted  in  the  land  in  Broad  Street  have  shown 
more  foliage  this  year,  and  appear  to  be  taking  to  the  soil.  The  new 
poplars  planted  to  replace  others  have  nourished  remarkably  well.  A 
number  of  seats  have  been  placed  on  this  land  between  the  trees,  and  are 
much  used  and  appreciated  by  the  public. 

OLDFIELD  ROAD  RECREATION  GROUNDS. 

The  work  of  enclosing  and  forming  this  recreation  ground  was  com- 
pleted in  the  spring  of  the  year.  The  centre  of  the  ground  is  asphalted. 
A  shrubbery  has  been  formed  at  the  northerly  end,  and  a  strip  of  ground, 
with  an  inner  railing  running  round  the  enclosure,  has  been  planted  with 
varieties  of  Ontario  poplars,  golden  eldar  shrubs,  and  rhododendrons.  The 
large  number  of  children  and  working  people  frequenting  this  ground,  shews 
how  highly  it  is  appreciated  by  those  for  whom  it  is  intended. 

BROUGHTON  RECREATION  GROUND. 

A  plot  of  land  in  Grosvenor  Square,  Broughton,  containing  7,758^- 
square  yards  has  been  presented  by  Mr.  Clowes  to  the  Corporation,  for  a 
recreation  ground ;  he  also  generously  contributed  £500  towards  the 
enclosing  and  laying-out  of  the  same.  The  work  is  now  in  hand,  and  this 
valuable  addition  to  the  open  spaces  of  the  Borough  will  be  opened  to  the 
public  in  course  of  a  few  months. 

GREENGATE   PLAYGROUND. 

This  useful  recreation  ground]  continues  to  be  largely  used  by  the 
children  living  in  the  neighbourhood ;  and  the  gymnasium  and  swings  are 
maintained  in  good  condition  by  the  attendant  who  is  constantly  on  the 
ground.

TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

Your  Committee  have  the  honor  of  reporting  that  the  Institutions 
under  their  care  have,  during  the  past  twelve  months,  remained  in  a  sound 
and  satisfactory  state  of  usefulness  and  progress. 

The  Museum  and  Galleries  have  not  been  so  crowded  as  in  previous 
years,  although  they  were  visited  by  a  large  number  of  persons.  The  wet 
and  miserable  weather  during  the  summer  and  autumn,  has  not  been  at  all 
favourable  for  the  visits  of  excursionists,  and  the  attraction  of  a  special 
exhibition  was  also  wanting,  so  that,  to  some  extent,  the  falling  off  in 
numbers  may  be  attributed  to  these  causes. 

The  issue  of  books  from  the  Reference  Library  has  decreased  from 
many  causes,  one  being  the  closing  of  the  Library  iathe  summer  for  cleaning 
and  repainting.  The  purchase  of  suitable  additions  for  the  Reference 
Library  had  also  to  give  way  to  the  more  pressing  demands  for  the  supply 
of  new  books  for  the  Lending  Libraries. 


THE    REFERENCE    LIBRARY    CATALOGUE. 

The  first  section,  "  Science  and  Art,"  is  now  completed.     It  forms  a 
volume  of  271  pages,  and  the  price  has  been  reduced  to  Is.  each. 


The  second  section,  "General  Literature,"  forms  a  volume  of  146 
pages,  and  is  now  printed  and  ready  for  issue. 

The  third  section,  "  Voyages  and  Travels,"  is  in  the  printer's  hands, 
and  will  form  a  volume  of  about  400  pages. 

The  fourth  section,  "History  and  Biography,"  is  now  ready  for  the 
printer,  and  the  remaining  sections  are  in  preparation. 

There  are  no  great  additions  to  report,  either  to  the  galleries  of 
paintings  or  the  general  collections  of  natural  history,  antiquities,  &c.  The 
specimens  are  kept  clean,  and  are  well  arranged.  There  is  great  need  for 
additions  of  modern  works  of  art  to  the  galleries,  but  the  funds  at  the 
disposal  of  your  Committee  have  not  enabled  them  to  carry  out  their  wishes 
in  this  respect. 

Your  Committee  were  able  to  assist  the  local  exhibitions  of  art  at  the 
Bolton   new    Free    Museum   and  Library,  and  at  the  Winter  Gardens  at 
Blackpool,  at  both  of  which  places  the  loans  of  paintings  from  Salford  were 
fully  appreciated. 

The  total  number  of  books  on  the  shelves  of  the  six  Libraries  is  at  the 
present  time  98,000,  but  the  unusable  literature,  such  as  Blue  Books, 
Official  Works,  Patents,  and  others  of  that  class,  number  at  least  10,000 
volumes,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Lending  Libraries  is  yearly 
changing  and  fluctuating  by  wear  and  usage,  so  that  the  actual  stock  of 
readable  books  must  be  taken  at  about  70,000  volumes. 

The  total  issue  from  all  the  Libraries  is  about  the  same  as  last  year, 
bat  the  distribution  of  the  borrowers  has  undergone  a  change,  as  the 
number  of  borrowers  is  increasing  in  the  newly  built  portions  of  the 
Borough. 

The  opening  of  the  Libraries  on  Sundays  shows  the  Regent  Road  Branch 
to  be  the  most  used.  The  average  attendance  at  the  other  Libraries  shows 
very  little  increase.     The  demand  for  books  has  hardly  differed  from  that 


of  last  year.  The  reading  room  tables  arc  freely  supplied  with  current 
magazines,  and  attractive  illustrated  popular  works,  for  the  young 
people. 

The  new  Reading  Room  and  Library  established  at  Albert  Park, 
mentioned  in  the  last  report,  were  opened  to  the  public  on  December  1st. 
The  attendances  of  readers,  and  issues  of  books  to  borrowers  are  very 
satisfactory,  affording  the  best  evidence  that,  at  last,  a  long-felt  want 
has  been  supplied  in  that  important  part  of  the  Borough.  The  books 
already  in  the  Library,  about  5,000,  are  not  equal  to  the  demand,  but  this 
is  in  the  course  of  being  remedied  by  your  Committee. 

The  Act  of  Parliament  giving  the  Committee  power  to  expend  up  to 
l^d.  in  the  pound  for  Museum  and  Library  purposes,  was  passed  in  the 
Provisional  Order  of  last  session. 

The  series  of  Free  Lectures  at  the  Peel  Park  Reading  Room  during  the 
season  1890-91  proved  most  successful,  the  room  being  crowded  on 
several  occasions.

THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

The  condition  of  the  several  Parks,  considering  the  exceptionally  un- 
favourable weather  during  the  spring  and  summer,  has  been,  upon  the 
whole,  satisfactory.  The  extreme  moisture  has,  nevertheless,  contributed 
to  the  luxuriant  growth  of  the  grass  in  the  various  Parks,  and  in  that 
respect,  at  least,  they  may  be  said  to  have  never  looked  to  better  advantage. 

The  display  of  flowering  and  bedding-out  plants  in  the  ornamental 
grounds  has  been  abundant,  and  quite  up  to  the  average.  The  flower  beds 
during  the  summer  were  plentifully  supplied  from  the  propagating  houses 
from  time  to  time,  to  replace  the  plants  damaged  by  the  weather.  The 
trees  and  shrubs  in  the  respective  Parks  have  shown  favourable  growth, 
the  golden  elders  especially  having  exhibited  extraordinary  vitality. 

The  Bowling  Greens  in  the  various  Parks  have  been  used  by  a  much 
larger  number  of  bowlers  during  the  season  than  in  former  years,  a  result 
which  is  attributed  to  the  change  recently  adopted  of  charging  by  the 
hour. 

A  new  Bowling  Green  has  been  completed  in  Ordsall  Park,  and  will 
be  ready  for  use  next  season. 

MUSICAL  PROMENADE  CONCERTS. 

The  performances  of  instrumental  music  in  each  of  the  Parks,  once 
every  week  during  the  summer,  were  continued  this  year,  and  the  concerts 
were  very  much  appreciated  by  the  visitors.  The  services  of  the  following 
bands  were  called  into  requisition,  namely  : — 

The  Salford  Police  Band, 

The  Pendleton  Old  Band, 

The  St.  George's  Brass  Band, 

The  Salford  Union  Band, 

The  Bedford  Street  Mission  Band,  and 

The  Excelsior  Total  Abstinence  Band.

The  unfavourable  state  of  the  weather  interfered  considerably   with 

the  complete  success  of  these  concerts. 

COTTAGE  WINDOW  GARDENING. 

The  Annual  Exhibition  of  Plants — the  tenth  of  the  series — was  held 
in  Peel  Park,  on  July  31st,  and  August  the  1st  and  3rd  last,  and  was 
in  most  respects  highly  satisfactory.  The  number  of  young  plants  sold  by 
the  Head'Gardener  to  intended  competitors  this  year  was  4,221,  as  against 
3,817  in  the  previous  year.  Your  Committee  regard  the  increase  in  the 
plants  purchased  by  the  inhabitants,  as  an  indication  of  a  growing  interest 
in  cottage  window  gardening.  In  this  way  it  is  manifest  that  the  object  of 
these  annual  exhibitions  is  being  gradually  attained,  and  a  love  of  plants 
andjlowers  is  being  fostered  in  the  homes  of  the  working  classes.  The 
adjudication  of  the  awards  of  merit  was  again  in  able  hands,  and  the 
Exhibition  itself  was  embellished  by  a  fine  collection  of  hot  house  and  other 
valuable  plants,  kindly  lent  for  the  occasion  by  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  the 
neighbourhood. 

The  Mayor  of  the  Borough,  who  was  accompanied  by  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Committee,  and  members  of  the  Council  and  friends, 
opened  the  Exhibition,  and  read  the  names  of  the  successful  competitors, 
to  whom  the  prizes  were  subsequently  distributed. 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  show  was  9,346,  against  9,558  of  last 
year,  which  was  the  largest  number  on  record. 

KERSAL     MOOR. 

The  high  elevation  of  this  moorland  continues  to  attract  large 
numbers  of  visitors  for  recreation  and  pleasure.  The  ground  is  purposely 
left  uncultivated,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  its  original  condition  of  wild 
moorland. 

INCLOSURES    AT    JUNCTION    OF    CROSS     LANE    AND    BROAD 
STREET,  IN   OLDFIELD   ROAD,   OPPOSITE   THE   ROYAL 
HOSPITAL,  AND  IN  BROUGHTON  ROAD. 

The  vegetation  and  plants  in  the  inclosures  above  mentioned  have 
been  kept  in  good  order  during  the  year,  and  have  maintained  a  steady 
growth.

The  land  at  the  junction  of  Cross  Lane  and  Broad  Street  has  hitherto 
been  kept  closed,  but  it  has  been  decided  to  open  the  same  to  the  public 
early  in  the  spring,  and  to  form  a  suitable  walk  round  the  centre,  with  a 
supply  of  garden  seats. 

BROAD     STREET. 

The  Duchy  land  abutting  on  Broad  Street,  which  had  been  already 
planted  by  your  Committee  with  hardy  thorns  and  poplars,  has  been 
drained  and  gravelled  from  Gardner'  Street  to  Frederick  Street,  and  seats 
have  been  placed  on  it. 

GROSVENOR  SQUARE  RECREATION  GROUND,  BROUGHTON. 

The  laying  out  and  enclosing  of  this  land,  referred  to  in  the  last 
Annual  Report,  was  completed  in  the  eaily  part  of  the  year,  and  duly 
opened  to  the  public  on  the  25th  April  last,  and  has  proved  a  most 
attractive  recreation  ground  to  that  portion  of  the  district. 

LAND  ADJOINING  ALBERT  PARK. 

The  open  space  of  ground  behind  the  Albert  Park  Free  Library, 
containing  10,830  yards  or  thereabouts,  has  been  purchased  from  Mr.  Clowes, 
as  a  playground.  The  acquisition  of  this  land  has  enabled  your  Committee 
to  fill  up  the  ground  between  the  New  Library  and  the  Park,  and  also  to 
form  a  walk  from  the  Library,  communicating  direct  with  the  front  terrace 
in  Albert  Park. 

GREENGATE     PLAYGROUND. 

The  children  living  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  playground  still  make 
ample  use  of  the  swings  and  gymnasium  provided  in  the  enclosure  ;  and 
the  utility  of  such  playgrounds,  at  the  doors  of  the  people,  has  been 
abundantly  demonstrated  for  years  in  this  case.

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REPORT    OF    THE 

MUSEUM,    LIBRARIES,    AND    PARKS 
COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

Your  Committee  have  the  honour  of  presenting  their  report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  October,  1893. 

In  the  Museum  and  Art  Galleries  many  alterations  and  improvements 
have  been  effected  in  the  arrangement  of  the  collections.  The  carrying 
out  of  this  important  work  was  greatly  interfered  with  owing  to  the  want 
of  suitable  accommodation.  However,  your  Committee  have  recently 
converted  a  spare  room  in  the  basement  into  a  store  where  surplus 
specimens,  and  such  as  it  may  be  desirable  to  remove  from  the  cases,  can 
be  securely  preserved. 

When  the  re-arrangement  of  the  collections  is  completed,  the  North 
Gallery  (Room  A)  will  contain  specimens  illustrating  the  processes  of 
manufacture  from  the  raw  material  to  finished  articles  of  various 
industries ;  due  prominence  being  given  to  the  staple  industries  of  the 
district. 

The  South  Gallery  (Room  C)  will  be  devoted  to  archaeological  speci- 
mens and  such  as  illustrate  the  manners  and  customs  of  savage  and 
barbaric  races. 

Rooms  D  and  E  will  contain,  as  at  present,  the  natural  history 
collections. 


The  mineralogical  collections  will  remain  in  their  present  rooms,  F 
and  G,  on  the  ground  floor. 

Your  Committee  would  again  strongly  urge  upon  the  Council  the 
necessity  of  enabling  them  to  provide  additional  show-cases  for  the 
collections.  Some  of  the  present  cases  need  considerable  alteration;  many 
are  quite  unsuited  for  the  exhibition  of  the  specimens  they  perforce 
contain;  and,  in  addition,  many  new  cases  are  urgently  required  in  order 
to  exhibit  in  a  proper  manner  the  valuable  and  varied  collections 
which  cannot  now  be  properly  seen  or  studied.  There  is  little  doubt  but 
that  when  the  existing  collections  are  arranged  in  suitable  cases,  much 
encouragement  will  be  given  to  private  individuals  to  present  objects  of 
instruction  and  value  to  the  Institution  for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

It  is  with  much  gratification  your  Committee  record  that  many 
leading  firms  in  various  industries  have  promised,  and  some  have  already 
contributed,  specimens  illustrating  the  manufactures  they  represent.  By 
such  generous  assistance  it  is  hoped  to  bring  together  a  highly  interesting 
and  instructive  industrial  exhibition. 

The  labelling  of  objects  in  the  Museum,  as  well  as  other  important 
work,  is  done  by  means  of  a  type-writer,  which  has  proved  very 
satisfactory. 

Your  Committee  regret  they  cannot  record  many  additions  to  the 
paintings  or  sculpture  in  the  Langworthy  Gallery — B.  Want  of  funds 
has  alone  prevented  the  purchase  of  additional  works  of  art. 

A  portrait  of  Mr.  John  Plant,  the  late  curator,  has  been  added  to  the 
Portrait  Gallery. 

Preparations  are  being  made  for  an  Exhibition  of  Paintings  to  be 
held  next  year,  the  jubilee  year  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Borough. 

All  the  paintings  in  the  galleries  have  been  periodically  dusted  and 
their  surfaces  cleaned.  Many  of  them,  however,  require  to  be  cleaned  by 
experts,  and  some  should  be  restored  and  the  frames  regilded.  This  the 
Committee  propose  to  have  done  before  the  Exhibition. 


By  means  of  stands  screwed  to  the  floQr  in  tho.  Langworthy  Gallery, 
the  instructive  series  of  Turner's  Liber  Studiorum  has  been  brought  to 
the  level  oi  and  in   this   position  can  be  minutely  studied  by  the 

public. 

An  interesting  museo-library  collection,  which  1ms  been  for  some  years 
in  the  Library  store,  is  now  exhibited  in  a  new  case  in  the  Langworthy 
entrance  hall.  It  consists  of  books  and  manuscripts  from  India,  Ceylon, 
Burmab,  Abyssinia,  China,  <fcc,  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  public. 

The  fifteenth  edition  of  the  'k  Catalogue  of  Paintings,  Sculptures,  and 
Casts,"  is  now  on  sale.  It  has  been  carefully  revised  and  re-arranged,  and 
the  exhibits  have  been  newly  numbered. 

The  cases  in  Galleries  A,  B,  and  C  have  been  blackened  and  polished. 
The  general  improvement  thus  effected  is  very  marked,  and  the  specimens 
are  seen  to  much  greater  advantage  than  when  tho  cases  were  of  a  light 
oak  colour. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  the  Loan  Collection  of  Works  of 
Art  from  South  Kensington  was  removed,  and  the  following  left  in  their 
place : — Samples  of  Indian  textiles  and  embroideries  in  silk,  stringed 
musical  instruments  from  various  countries,  electrotype  copies  of  metal 
work,  Flemish  and  English  wood-carvings,  and  pottery  and  porcelain  from 
Japan  and  China.  These  and  other  works  of  art  are  placed  in  the  Lang- 
worthy Gallery.  t 

Artists,  amateur  and  professional,  and  amateur  photographers  have  to 
a  greater  extent  than  last  year  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of 
copying  works  of  art  in  the  Museum. 

The  Curator  reports  that  the  conduct  and  work  of  the  entire  staff  has 
been  in  every  way  satisfactory. 

There  was  a  large  attendance  of  visitors  (232,522)  to  the  Museum  and 
Art  Galleries  during  the  year;  this  number  being  1 1,367  more  than  in  the 
previous  year. 


REFERENCE  LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM,  PEEL  PARK. 

There  is  a  notable  increase  in  the  number  of  books  and  magazines 
issued  to  readers,  and  also  in  the  number  of  persons  using  the  reading 
room,  the  latter  being  over  17,700  in  excess  of  last  year's  return. 

The  Index  Catalogue,  referred  to  in  your  Committee's  last  report,  was 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  It  forms  a  most  useful  adjunct 
to  the  Reference  Library,  and  reflects  the  highest  credit  on  Mr.  A.  0. 
Legge,  who  compiled  it.  Your  Committee  trust  that  by  means  of  it  and 
the  exhaustive  Sectional  Catalogue  (of  which  it  is  an  index)  the  public 
will  be  encouraged,  as  they  are  thereby  enabled,  to  search  for  knowledge 
and  information  in  the  Reference  Library. 

The  shelf-cataloguing  of  this  Library  is  being  pushed  forward.  It  is 
a  most  important  and  heavy  task ;  and  will,  when  completed,  enable  the 
staff  to  at  once  procure  any  book  desired  from  the  32,000  volumes  on  the 
shelves. 

LENDING     LIBRARIES. 

The  number  of  books  borrowed  for  home  use  from  the  various 
Libraries  throughout  the  Borough  shows  a  falling  off  of  about  4  per  cent. ; 
whereas  the  number  of  books  issued  for  use  in  the  reading  rooms  has 
increased  by  about  6  per  cent.  The  exceptionally  fine  weather  during  the 
present  year,  which  induced  residents  in  the  Borough  to  spend  much  of 
their  time  out  of  doors  would,  of  course,  interfere  with  their  home  reading. 

»  Throughout  the  Borough  245,191  books  have  been  lent  for  home 
reading  to  8,910  borrowers,  being  at  the  rate  of  2,752  to  every  100 
borrowers. 

The  public  avail  themselves  extensively  of  the  use  of  the  reading 
rooms  on  Sundays;  the  number  of  readers  being  71,329,  as  compared  with 
63,860  last  year;  an  increase  which  approaches,  7,500. 

The  dictionary  system  of  printed  catalogues  has  been  adopted 
throughout  the  Libraries.  The  titles  of  the  books  in  the  Catalogue  appear 
in  alphabetical  sequence,  giving  cross  references  and  authors'  names  where 
necessary.  This  is  the  simplest  form  of  catalogue,  and  can  be  at  once 
understood  by  any  person.     The  former  classified  catalogues,  as  the  stocks 


beoome  exhausted,  are  being  replaced  by  these  \  and  they  are  already  in 
ase  in  the  Qreengate  and  Albert  Park  Libraries. 

This  forms  part  of  a  uniform  system  of  general  administration  in  the 
Libraries,  which  gives  every  satisfaction  and  binds  all  the  Libraries  into 
a  homogeneous  whole. 

The  Rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  public  have  been  thoroughly  revised 
and  made  uniform  throughout  the  Borough.    Copies  are  hung  in  each  Library. 

The  upper  rooms  of  the  Regent  Road  and  Pendleton  Libraries  have 
been  set  apart  for  magazines  and  weekly  papers  to  relieve  the  frequently 
crowded  state  of  the  general  reading  rooms.  Chess  and  draughts  tables 
have  also  been  placed  in  these  rooms,  and  are  much  used  by  lovers  of 
these  games. 

All  the  Libraries  are  ably  conducted  by  the  Librarians  in  charge. 

A  deputation  from  your  Committee  attended  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Library  Association  of  the  United  Kingdom  at  Aberdeen,  and  visited 
the  Museums,  Art  Galleries,  and  Libraries  of  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow ;  a 
full  report  of  which  deputation  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

FREE     LECTURES. 

Your  Committee  arranged  for  a  course  of  free  public  lectures,  the 
twelfth  series,  during  last  winter.  They  were  all  of  an  instructive  nature, 
and  were  well  attended.  The  thanks  of  your  Committee  wrere  accorded  to

THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

The  exceptionally  fine  weather  during  the  spring  and  summer  months 
attracted  large  numbers  of  -visitors  to  the  several  parks,  and  strangers 
from  the  surrounding  districts  have,  as  in  preceding  years,  flocked  to  Peel 
Park  in  increasing  numbers. 

The  floral  decorations  in  all  the  parks  have  been  remarkably  good 
during  the  season,  the  display  of  tulips '  in  the  spring  being  notable  for 
their  richness  and  variety.  The  flower  beds  wrere  also  amply  supplied 
with  flowers  and  plants  from  the  greenhouses  throughout  the  summer. 

The  lawns  and  grass  playgrounds  are  in  fairly  good  condition,  con- 
sidering the  heavy  wear  they  have  sustained.  Some  of  the  shrubs  and 
trees  in  the  central  park  require  replacing,  in  consequence  of  age  and  the 
action  of  adverse  atmospheric  influences. 

The  bowling  greens  in  the  various  parks  have  been  maintained  in 
excellent  condition  during  the  bowliug  season,  and  have  been  largely  used 
by  that  section  of  the  public  who  enjoy  the  game. 

MUSICAL    PERFORMANCES    IN    THE    PARKS. 

The  promenade   concerts   in   the   parks  during   the  summer  months 
have  been  continued,  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public.     The   course 
consisted  of  forty  performances,  distributed  equally   in  all  the   parks,  and

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COTTAGE    WINDOW    GARDENING. 

The  Twelfth  Annual  Exhibition  of  Window  Gardening  Plants  was 
held  in  Peel  Park,  in  a  large  canvas  tent  erected  on  the  grass  plot  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  park,  on  the  4th,  5th,  and  7th  August  last.  It  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  the  show  of  cottage  window  plants,  was  greater  in 
number  and  superior  in  quality  to  any  of  the  former  exhibitions,  The 
weather  during  the  time  the  show  was  open  was  fine,  and  the  attendance 
of  visitors  larger  than  in  previous  years. 

The  educational  influence  of  these  exhibitions  upon  those  who  aspire 
to  cultivate  plants  and  flowers,  has  become  manifest  in  a  better  display  of 
plants  shown  by  the  respective  competitors.  This  was  warmly  attested  by 
the  judges,  who  have  acted  in  that  capacity  at  these  exhibitions  for  many 
past  years. 

The  Committee  are  indebted  to  several  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  the 
neighbourhood,  wTho  again  supplied  the  Exhibition  with  splendid  groups  of 
plants  and  ornamental  trees,  from  their  greenhouses,  for  the  embellishment 
of  the  show,  most  of  them  being  magnificent  examples  of  floriculture  and 
horticulture,  in  their  highest  developments. 

The  Exhibition  was  opened  by  Mr.  Alderman  Keevney,  (the  Mayor), 
supported  by  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee,  and  several 
members  of  the  Council,  and  other  friends  interested  in  the  movement ; 
and  after  the  Exhibition  wTas  declared  open,  the  list  of  prizes  awarded  by 
the  judges  to  the  successful  competitors  was  read. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  the  Committee  have  to  record  the  death 
of  Mr.  Moore,  the  late  Head  Gardener,  immediately  after  the  close  of  this 
Exhibition,  who  for  nearly  twenty  years,  had  been  in  the  service  of  the 
Committee,  and  who  had  taken  a  special  interest  in  the  cottage  window 
gardening  movement,  from  the  commencement. 

KERSAL     MOOR, 

This  extensive  recreation  ground  continues  to  attract  large  numbers 
of  visitors  during  the  summer,  and  is  maintained  in  its  normal  state  of 
moorland  common. 
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ENCLOSURES    AT    JUNCTION    OF    CROSS    LANE    AND    BROAD 

STREET,  IN    OLD  FIELD    ROAD    (OPPOSITE    THE    ROYAL 

HOSPITAL),  AND  IN  BROUGHTON  ROAD. 

The  plants  and  shrubs  in  the  beds  of  these  enclosures  and  the  gra  - 
borders,  are  kept  in  fairly  good  order  considering  the  surroundings. 

Tho  work  of  erecting  the  Salford  Memorial  to  the  late  Oliver  Heywood, 
in  the  triangular  enclosed  land,  at  the  junction  of  Cross  Lane  and  Broad 
Street  has  been  completed,  and  will  be  inaugurated  on  Saturday  next. 
The  monument  is  of  solid  red  granite,  in  obelisk  form,  on  an  ornamental 
base  of  the  same  material,  and  forms  a  striking  and  handsome  feature 
in  the  centre  of  the  enclosure. 

GROSVENOR    SQUARE    AND     ALBERT    PARK    RECREATION 
GROUNDS,  AND  GREENGATE  PLAYGROUND. 

These  playgrounds  are  maintained  principally  for  the  use  of  children, 
and  are  in  constant  requisition  by  a  large  number  of  boys  and  girls  in 
their  respective  neighbourhoods. 

The  work  of  forming  the  land  attached  to  the  Pendleton  Old  Hall,  as 
a  recreation  ground,  gymnasium,  and  bowling  green,  is  now  in  course  of 
execution ;  and  tenders  have  been  accepted  for  a  new  dwarf  boundary 
wall  and  railing  round  the  same,  and  also  for  converting  the  Old  Hall 
into  reading  and  recreation  rooms. 

In  addition  to  these  open  spaces,  your  Committee  are  glad  to  report 
that  during  the  year,  the  Improvement  Committee  have  handed  over  to 
them,  the  care  and  future  maintenance  of  the  following  plots  of  land  in 
Salford  and  Broughton,  as  public  playgrounds,  which  will  prove  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  localities  in  their  immediate  neighbourhood, 
namely  : —

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTATION  FROM  THE  MUSEUM 
LIBRARIES  AND  PARKS  COMMITTEE,  TO  THE 
SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE  LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION  OF  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM,  HELD  AT 
ABERDEEN,  ON  THE  5TH,  6th,  and  7TH  of  SEPTEMBER, 
1893. 

With  an  Account  of  Visits  to  the   Museums  and  Art  Galleries 
of  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow. 

In  accordance  with  resolutions  of  the  Museum  Libraries  and  Parks 
Committee,  that  we  should  be  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Library 
Association  of  the  United  Kingdom,  held  in  Aberdeen,  on  the  5th,  6th,  and 
7th  instant,  and  that  we  should  present  a  report  to  the  Committee,  we  beg 
to  report  as  follows  : — 

ASSOCIATION    MEETINGS. 

There  was  a  large  attendance  of  delegates,  and  many  important 
libraries  were  represented,  amongst  them  might  be  mentioned  the 
following : — The  British  Museum,  Plymouth,  Worcester,  University 
College  London,  Bailie's  Institution  Glasgow,  Birmingham,  Cam- 
bridge, Nottingham,  Chelsea,  Bootle,  Cheltenham,  Bristol,  Leeds, 
Southampton,  Edinburgh,  York,  Derby,  Dundee,  Mitchell  Library 
Glasgow,  University  Library  St.  Andrews,  and  many  districts  of  London ; 
and,  of  our  more  immediate  neighbours,  there  were  representatives  from 
Manchester,  Oldham,  Liverpool,  Bradford,  St.  Helens,  Warrington,  Birken- 
head, Sheffield,  Wigan,  and  Bolton. 


The  meetings  were  presided  over  by  Richard  Garnett,  Esq.,  LL.D., 
Keeper  of  the  Printed  Books  in  the  British  Museum,  President  of  the 
Association. 

At  the  outset  of  the  proceedings  Lord  Provost  Stewart  extended,  on 
behalf  of  the  Corporation,  a  warm  welcome  to  the  Association  ;  and  a  few 
appropriate  words  were  added  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London. 

PRESIDENT'S    ADDRESS. 

The  President  then  delivered  his  inaugural  address,  in  the  course  of 
which  he  alluded  to  the  progress  made  during  the  past  sixteen  years  in 
library  work  throughout  the  kingdom.  The  foundation  of  the  Association 
in  1877  he  regarded  as  being  both  a  symptom  and  a  cause;  it  indicated 
the  existence  of  a  feeling  that  libraries  had  not  occupied  that  position  in 
public  esteem  that  they  ought  to  have;  and,  further,  it  contributed  to 
secure  this  due  position  for  them. 

They  could  not  but  be  conscious  of  a  wave  of  public  feeling  slowly 
rising,  the  action  of  which  was  visible  in  the  establishment  of  free  libraries, 
and  in  acts  of  munificence  by  private  individuals,  and,  as  a  natural 
consequence,  in  the  improved  salaries  and  status  of  librarians.  The. 
difficulty  in  the  way  of  continued  progress  seemed  to  be  the  restrictions 
imposed  upon  rates  for  library  purposes ;  and  there  was  only  one  way  to 
have  this  removed,  to  convince  the  public  that  they  are  getting  value  for 
their  money.  He  congratulated  the  Association  on  the  progress  made  in 
cataloguing;  there  is  greater  unanimity  as  to  the  principles  on  which 
catalogues  should  be  made.  The  requirements  of  large  and  small  libraries 
are  very  different,  and  a  system  of  cataloguing  quite  right  in  one  might  be 
wrong  in  another.  He  maintained  that,  where  the  library  and  catalogue 
are  not  extensive,  the  dictionary  catalogue  answers  all  requirements. 

He  also  referred  to  the  increasing  degeneracy  of  bindings  of  ordinary 
books  as  issued  by  publishers,  and  as  this  deterioration  might  likely  extend 
to  books  bound  for  libraries,  he  cautioned  librarians  to  be  vigilant  and  as 
far  as  possible  to  prevent  it. 


PAPERS    AND    DISCUSSIONS. 

An  interesting  paper,  of  a  historical  nature,  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Robertson,  Librarian  of  Aberdeen,  on  the  public  libraries  in  that  city. 
He  referred  to  many  munificent  gifts  of  valuable  works  and  private  libraries 
which  they  had  received  from  time  to  time. 

Mr.  Walker,  Convener  (chairman)  of  the  Book  Sub-Committee  in 
Aberdeen,  contributed  a  highly  instructive  address  on  "  Aberdeen,  its 
Literature  and  Book-making." 

A  most  important  discussion  took  place  on  the  "  Blacking-out  of 
Betting  News."  Although  no  conclusion  was  arrived  at.  the  discussion 
was  full  of  interest. 

The  Librarian  of  Aston,  where  the  system  of  "blacking-out"  obtains, 
and  where  there  is  a  large  horse-racing  community,  said  they  had  long 
suffered  from  rough  fellows  elbowing  the  general  public  from  the  desks, 
and  monopolising  the  daily  papers  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others,  while  they 
studied  the  racing  news ;  and  it  seems  that  the  ';  blacking-out "  was  adopted 
with  a  view  to  preserve  the  comfort  and  quiet  of  a  large  body  of  the  readers. 
The  system  had  also  for  similar  reasons  been  introduced  at  Leicester  and 
Middlesbrough. 

Some  present  considered  that  were  the  betting  news  obliterated,  so  also 
should  be  reports  of  divorce  cases,  murder  trials,  stock-broking  intelligence, 
&c,  and  this  might  be  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge  towards  a  system  of 
Russian  despotism. 

From  many  statements  made  during  the  meeting  it  seemed  that 
ordinary  frequenters  of  newsrooms  in  betting  localities  had  a  substantial 
grievance,  and  that  where  such  monopolizing  of  papers  develops  into  an 
actual  inconvenience,  the  Committee  are  not  to  be  censured,  if  in  the 
interests  of  the  majority,  they  order  the  "blacking  out"  of  betting  news  from 
the  columns.  It  was  regarded  as  purely  a  matter  of  expediency,  and  having 
nothing  to  do  with  either  the  encouragement  or  suppression  of  betting. 

With  regard  to  the  formation  of  village  libraries,  and  increasing  the 
value  of  the  same,  a  lengthy  discussion  took  place,  which  eventually  resulted 
in  the  following  resolution  : — 


"  That,  in  view  of  the  necessities  existing  in  many  of  our 
"  villages  for  the  educational  advantages  of  free  public  libraries,  this 
"  Association  requests  the  Council  of  the  Association  to  take 
u  immediate  steps  to  secure  some  special  provision  in  the  Parish 
"  Councils  Bill,  about  to  be  prepared  by  the  Government,  or  other- 
"  wise  to  promote  the  object  in  view." 

A  note  on  "  How  to  keep  down  the  Issues  of  Fiction "  led  to  an 
exhaustive  discussion.  It  was  suggested  that  much  might  be  done  in  this 
direction  by  increasing  the  supply  of  works  on  general  subjects,  and  corres- 
pondingly decreasing  the  amount  of  fiction.  Everyone  saw  great  difficulty 
in  the  way  ;  the  books  on  the  shelves  may  be  changed,  but  no  one  can  force 
the  borrowers  to  read  a  work  they  do  not  require.  A  number  of  the  members 
considered  that  works  of  fiction  do  an  immensity  of  good  in  resting  and 
diverting  the  mind  after  the  labours  of  the  day  are  over.  The  principal 
desire  of  the  Association  was  to  try  to  induce  the  novel-readers — persons 
(principally  ladies)  to  whom  no  book  is  of  value  except  it  contains  thrilling 
and  exciting  situations — to  have  a  higher  aim  in  literature.  "  The  whole 
question,  however,"  said  the  President,  having  heard  the  discussion,  "was 
one  of  patience." 

A  discussion  took  place  on  the  "  Classification  of  Books  in  the  Natural 
Sciences."  A  paper  was  read  by  Professor  Trail,  pointing  out  the  difficulties 
of  classifying  such  works,  and  asking  for  some  practical  suggestions  to  lessen 
them.  Many  of  those  present  considered  that  already  there  exists  rather  tco 
much  classification,  and  that  this  paper  suggested  a  still  further  development. 
The  problem  presented  many  serious  difficulties,  and  no  suggestion  of  any 
importance  was  offered. 

Miss  James,  Librarian  of  the  People's  Palace,  London,  contributed  an 
interesting  paper  on  "  Librarianship  as  a  Profession  for  Women,"  in  the 
course  of  which  she  pointed  out  that  the  status  and  remuneration  of  women 
as  librarians  is  much  higher  in  America  than  here.  What  seemed  to  mar 
their  work  in  this  country  is  the  fact  that  very  few  good  posts  are  likely  to 
be  open  to  them,  and  that  their  position  must  be  subordinate  from  first  to 
last.  Many  of  those  attending  spoke  of  the  excellent  work  performed  by 
women  in  libraries. 


With  reference  to  the  important  question  of  the  taxation  of  public  free 
libraries,  Mr.  Councillor  Southern,  of  Manchester,  referring  to  the  test  case 
recently  raised  in  Bristol,  and  adversely  decided,  considered  that  exemption 
should  be  asked  for,  on  the  ground  that  libraries  had  by  prescriptive  use, 
for  many  years,  the  right  of  exemption  ;  another  argument  in  favour  of 
exemption  was  that  Parliament  had  limited  the  resources  of  libraries  to  id. 
in  the  jQi,  and,  therefore,  a  change  by  legal  decision  which  would  impoverish 
a  free  library  was  one  to  which  they  should  have  a  right  to  object.  So  long 
as  exemption  existed,  free  libraries  had  an  equal,  if  not  a  prior  claim  ;  not 
only  because  they  had  not  hitherto  been  taxed,  and  because  they  had  found 
their  resources  inadequate  to  their  requirements,  but  because  they  could 
demonstrate  that  the  operation  of  the  agency  which  they  directed  was  not 
only  to  educationally  elevate,  but  to  socially  elevate  ;  and  anything  which 
taxed  such  an  agency  was  impolitic.  In  Manchester,  they  had  decided  to 
pay  neither  local,  nor  income  tax,  nor  poor-law  assessments,  and  they  pro- 
posed to  take  a  judgment  in  the  Queen's  Bench,  and,  in  case  of  failure  there, 
to  carry  it  to  the  Court  of  Appeal,  and  have  the  law  finally  settled  as  to 
whether  or  not  libraries  are  assessable.  After  discussion,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  : — 

"That  this  Association  heartily  thanks  the  Corporation  of 
"  Manchester  for  taking  upon  itself  the  important  public  service  of 
"  again  testing  the  law  on  the  income  tax  question ;  and,  in  the 
"  event  of  their  failure,  pledges  itself  to  promote  a  bill  for  the 
"  exemption  of  public  libraries  from  both  imperial  and  local  taxa- 


"The  Advantage  of  Occasional  Exhibitions  of  the  More  Rare  and  Valuable 
Books  in  Public  Libraries  "  was  advocated  in  an  interesting  paper  by  the 
Librarian  of  St.  Helens.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  in  every  reference  library 
a  vast  number  of  books  are  never  seen  by  the  public,  because  they  do  not  know 
of  their  existence,  and  are  too  diffident  to  study  the  catalogues  and  enquire  for 
them.  In  St.  Helens,  two  exhibitions  have  taken  place  since  1890,  and 
success  attended  each.  Books  treating  of  the  fine  arts,  industries,  decorative 
and  ornamental  art,  architecture,  natural  history,  antiquities,  history,  &c,  &c, 
might  readily  be  placed  before  the  public  for  inspection  (with  proper  safe- 
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guards)  during  a  period  of  two  or  three  days.     The  effect  would  be  to 

popularise  and  increase  the  utility  of  the  reference  library. 

LIBRARIES. 

In  the  Aberdeen  Free  Library,  the  "  Duplex"  indicator  is  in  use;  other 
kinds  of  indicators  are  used  at  many  other  public  libraries,  and  the 
method  of  using  them  is  slightly  varied  in  different  places  according 
to  the  ideas  of  the  librarians  in  charge.  In  the  "Duplex"  Indi- 
cator, invented  by  Mr.  Robertson,  Librarian  of  Aberdeen,  the  system  is 
elaborated  considerably.  In  addition  to  showing  the  book-numbers  it  also 
shows  the  titles  and  so  forms  a  catalogue — classified,  but  not  alphabetical. 
The  process  of  working  it  and  its  accessories  is  complex  and  need  not  be 
here  detailed.  The  number  of  volumes  is  21.000,  and  nine  assistants  are 
necessary;  in  the  Peel  Park  Lending  Library  we  have  12,000,  and  a  staff  of 
three  is  sufficient  to  work  it  efficiently. 

Although  it  is  claimed  for  indicators  that  they  reduce  friction  (an 
unknown  quantity  in  Salford)  between  the  assistant  and  the  public,  facilitate 
service,  and  secure  impartiality,  it  should  be  remembered  that  they  abolish 
the  sympathetic  touch  which  should  always  exist  between  the  public  and  the 
library  staff,  they  are  very  expensive,  occupy  a  great  deal  of  space,  quicken  the 
work  of  the  staff  only  in  actual  service  of  books  to  the  public,  and  are  not 
infallible,  especially  when  used  without  any  cross  check  such  as  is  afforded 
by  separate  records  of  issues  to  borrowers. 

We  noticed  in  this  Library  (and  afterwards  in  the  Mitchell  Library, 
Glasgow),  that  at  each  end  of  the  tables  in  the  reading  room,  is  a  bent  brass 
rail  with  a  deep  narrow  tray  underneath  for  holding  umbrellas  and  sticks. 
It  seemed  to  be  an  excellent  arrangement. 

Magazines  are  issued  to  readers  by  a  special  attendant  on  presenting  a 
signed  application  form,  and  borrowers  must  return  the  magazines  in  person. 
Although  an  excellent  plan  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  magazines,  it  struck 
us  as  being  unnecessary  and  expensive.  Many  periodicals,  mostly  weeklies, 
are  left  on  the  tables ;  and  an  attempt  had  been  made  to  keep  certain 
papers  on  certain  tables,  but  it  takes  great  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the 
attendant  to  see  this  carried  out  properly. 


Our  attention  was  directed  to  book  supports  for  shelves,  the  object 
being  to  keep  books  in  an  upright  position,  and  thus  prevent  their  becoming 
loose  in  the  binding  and  dusty  on  the  pages.  They  are  of  metal  and  form 
in  section  an  inverted  T  ;  the  cross  (one  side  of  which  is  much  larger  than 
the  other)  passes  under  the  books,  and  the  upright  keeps  them  tight  and 
square. 

Another  excellent  arrangement  obtains  in  the  Mitchell  Library, 
Glasgow,  for  keeping  pamphlets ;  they  are  placed  in  boxes  with  hinged  lids 
and  falling  fronts  j  the  boxes  being  consecutively  numbered  according  to 
catalogue,  any  pamphlet  is  at  once  available,  and  the  risk  of  injury  from 
keeping  them  with  bound  books  on  shelves  is  altogether  avoided.  When 
the  shelf-cataloguing  of  the  reference  library  is  completed  we  would  recom- 
mend the  Committee  to  adopt  this  method. 

In  all  the  reference  libraries  we  visited,  forms  of  application  for  books 
similar  to  oar  own  were  in  use. 

MUSEUMS. 

In  the  Museum  and  the  Art  Gallery  of  Glasgow,  we  were  struck 
by  the  munificence  of  private  individuals  in  presenting  instructive  and 
valuable  specimens  for  the  public  benefit.  In  Edinburgh,  where  the 
Science  and  Art  Museum  is  supported  by  a  State  grant, 
this  is  not  so  observable.  The  Industrial  collections  here  are  very 
extensive,  showing  the  processes  of  manufacturing  iron  rails,  plates, 
angles,  cutlery,  pottery,  porcelain,  glass,  textile  productions,  &c,  &c. 
This  wealth  of  exhibits  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
before  the  Science  and  Art  Department  of  South  Kensington  took 
it  over,  it  was  a  purely  Industrial  Museum.  Their  ethnographical  and 
art  collections  are  extremely  fine ;  but,  of  course,  the  specimens  were 
brought  together  at  a  considerable  outlay  of  money. 

We  made  many  notes  of  details  in  this  museum;  but  we  were  particu- 
larly struck  by  the  great  number  of  upright  cases,  both  against  walls  and  on 
the  floor  space.  Without  any  doubt  such  cases  are  the  most  suitable 
for  general  exhibition  purposes.  Great  economy  of  floor  space  is  an 
additional  advantage,  and  one  which  in  our  galleries  is  of  great  moment. 
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The  Kelvin  Grove  Museum,  in  Glasgow,  is  a  small  building,  and  very 
much  overcrowded.  The  specimens  are  as  well  disposed  as  the  character 
of  the  building  will  allow.  Here  also,  every  available  wall  is  cased  and 
upright  cases  on  legs  cover  the  floors.  They  have  an  excellent  exhibition 
of  industrial,  art,  and  ethnographical  specimens — some  natural  history 
exhibits  as  well.  We  understand  that  a  new  building  is  in  process  of 
erection  in  the  Kelvin  Grove  Park,  for  the  reception  of  the  museum  collec- 
tions, and  the  paintings  and  sculptures  in  the  Corporation  Art  Galleries. 

ART    GALLERIES. 

In  the  National  Gallery  Edinburgh,  the  walls  are  covered  with  a  dark 
terra-cotta  cloth,  and  the  floors  and  furniture  are  treated  in  the  same  way. 
The  carpeting  of  the  floor  has  the  satisfactory  effect  of  preventing  all 
noise  of  walking  about,  which  is  often  very  great  in  our  own  galleries.  We 
consider  the  Committee  would  confer  a  great  benefit  on  the  public  if  all 
long  passages  among  the  cases  in  our  galleries  were  covered  with  some  soft 
material.  The  pictures  in  the  National  Gallery  of  Scotland  are  representa- 
tive of  all  periods  of  the  art  of  painting.  Works  from  the  brushes  of 
Canaletto,  Scorza,  Van  Dyck,  Barbarelli,  Fillipo  Lippi,  Rubens,  Rembrandt, 
and  many  other  old  masters,  as  well  as  the  works  of  modern  painters,  are 
hung  in  the  rooms. 

The  catalogue,  an  extensive  one,  of  over  600  paintings,  and  containing 
240  pages,  is  sold  on  the  premises  for  sixpence. 

Umbrellas  and  sticks  are  taken  at  the  entrance,  thus  adding  additional 
protection  to  the  objects  of  art ;  but  we  fear  that  such  a  system  would  be 
unworkable  here  on  account  of  the  enormous  number  of  periodic  visitors. 

The  Art  Galleries  of  Glasgow  owe  their  origin  to  Mr.  Archibald 
McLellan,  who  bequeathed  to  the  Corporation  a  valuable  collection  of  works 
of  art,  which  still  forms  the  larger  portion  of  the  exhibits.  The  collection  is 
full  of  interest,  and  illustrates  the  characteristics  and  progress  of  the  various 
schools  of  painting  in  Italy,  Germany,  Spain,  the  Low  Countries,  and  France, 
since  the  revival  of  art  in  the  15th  Century.  The  catalogue  of  the  galleries 
describes  640  works  of  art,  and  contains  135  pages;  seventeen  of  the  prin- 
cipal paintings  are  reproduced  by  a  photographic  process,  and  are  inserted 
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in  the  catalogue,  which  is  sold  to  the  public  for  sixpence.  Here,  as  in  other 
institutions  we  visited,  they  use  recording  turn-stiles.  We  would  urge  on 
the  Committee  the  importance  of  these  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an 
accurate  return  of  visitors  to  the  Museum. 

An  in  and  out  turnstile  at  the  main  entrance,  and  an  out  only  at  the 
Langworthy  Museum  Entrance  would  enable  a  perfect  record  of  Museum 
visitors  to  be  kept. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the 
Museums  and  Gymnasiums  Act,  189 1,  which  provides  for  the  maintenance 
of  museums  and  gymnasiums — either  or  both — quite  apart  from  any  other 
Act  which  may  have  been  adopted,  and  which  enables  the  local  authority  to 
adopt  the  Act  by  resolution,  and  limits  the  annual  expenditure  of  such 
authority  under  the  Act  to  the  amount  (for  museums  alone)  produced  by  a 
rate  of  one-halfpenny  in  the  pound. 

The  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  will  be  held  in  1894,  in 
Belfast ;  and  the  Marquis  of  DurTerin  and  Ava  has  consented  to  occupy  the 
presidential  chair.  In  the  following  year  1895,  the  meeting  will  be  held  in 
Manchester. 

We  have  pleasure  in  recording  the  kind  reception  given  to  the 
Association  by  the  Lord  Provost  of  Aberdeen,  the  Professors  of  the 
University  of  Aberdeen,  and  by  Sir  William  CunlifTe  Brooks;  also  the 
uniform  courtesy  and  attention  of  all  the  officials  connected  with  the  various 
institutions  we  visited  ;  particularly  mentioning  Mr.  Robertson,  Librarian 
of  the  Free  Library  Aberdeen ;  Mr.  Galletly,  Curator  of  the  Science 
and  Art  Museum  Edinburgh  ;  and  Mr.  Barrett,  Librarian  of  the  Mitchell 
Library  Glasgow.

MUSEUM,  LIBRARIES,  AND  PARKS 
COMMITTEE. 


TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Museum,  Libraries,  and  Parks  Committee  have  the  honour  of  pre- 
senting their  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  October,  1894. 

MUSEUM    AND    ART    GALLERIES. 

During  the  past  year  many  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  collections  in  the  Galleries,  as  well  as  some  interesting 
additions  thereto ;  and  your  Committee  trust  that  as  these  improvements 
continue,  public  interest  will  correspondingly  increase,  and  further  con- 
tributions of  suitable  objects  be  made. 

The  many  examples  of  Fine  Art  previously  exhibited  in  cases  alongside 
objects  with  which  they  had  no  connection,  have  been  taken  out  and 
brought  together  in  room  B — the  Langworthy  Gallery — which  is  now 
entirely  devoted  to  the  Fine  Arts.  Other  collections  which  were  similarly 
dispersed,  have  been  brought  together  and  arranged.  A  good  deal  still 
remains  to  be  done  in  this  direction  ;  and  the  work,  although  of  necessity 
slow  and  laborious,  is  being  satisfactorily  pushed  forward. 

In  room  A  a  highly  instructive  collection  of  Cottoi.s  (over  450  speci- 
mens) has  been  brought  together  through  the  generosity  of  Sir  E.  Armitage 
and  Sons,  Limited,  and  Messrs.  Richard  Hawoith  and  Co.,  and  others. 
This  collection,  and  a  series  of  specimens,  illustratrating  the  production  of 
various  Leathers,  presented  by  Messrs.  E.  and  J.  Richardson,  are  typical  of 
the  system  adopted  in  the  Industrial  section  ;  namely,  to  show  the  public  as 
far  as  possible  the  various  processes  of  manufacture,  from  the  raw  material 
to  the  finished  article,  in  some  of  the  chief  industries  of  the  Kingdom.

Messrs.  Y.  Duxbury  and  Sons,  samples  of  Materials  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  Paper. 

Commander  Scott,  portions  of  a  disarticulated  human  skull,  found 
by  workmen  while  excavating  ground  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Camp  Street. 

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  report  that  they  have  been  able  to  acquire 
five  new  wall-cases  for  room  C.  These  were  very  badly  needed,  as  for 
want  of  them  the  classification  and  arrangement  of  the  Anthropological 
Collections  could  not  be  proceeded  with  satisfactorily.  This  most 
important  work  is,  however,  now  being  carried  into  effect. 

The  fittings  and  furniture  of  the  Museum  still  require  many  indis- 
pensable alterations  and  additions  thereto,  and  your  Committee  hope  to 
have  the  support  of  the  Council  in  the  carrying  out  of  such  needful  improve- 
ments, so  that  the  Musuem  may  fulfil  the  object  for  which  it  was  founded, 
namely,  a  means  of  facilitating  the  higher  instruction  of  the  people. 

The  improvement  effected  in  blacking  the  cases  in  rooms  A,  B,  and  C, 
was  so  marked  that  your  Committee  had  those  in  rooms  F  and  G  similarly 
treated. 


The  works  of  Art  on  loan  from  the  South  Kensington  Museum,  were 
changed  early  in  the  year  1894   for  examples  of  metal-work,  tazzas,  plaques, 

vases,  etc..  in  electrotype  ;  original  specimens   of  metal-work  ;  examples    of 
recent  pottery  ;  and  woven  fabrics. 

As  on  16th  April,  1844,  the  Charter  of  Incorporation  was  granted  to 
the  Borough,  the  Council  thought  it  fitting  to  celebrate  the  Jubilee  of  the 
Incorporation  by  holding  an  Exhibition  of  Pictures.  They  entrusted  the 
matter  to  your  Committee  ;  the  Exhibition  being  opened  by  the  Mayor,  on 
the  anniversary  of  the  granting  of  the  Charter. 

Early  in  the  year  the  entire  building  was  re-decorated  so  as  to  be 
ready  for  the  reception  of  the  pictures  for  exhibition.  All  the  permanent 
collections  of  pictures,  wiih  a  few  notable  exceptions,  were  removed  and 
stored  in  the  cellars  ;  while  as  many  cases  as  possible  were  removed  in 
order  to  increase  the  floor  space.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  during 
the  laborious  and  important  work  of  moving  and  replacing  this  property 
no  accident  of  any  kind  occurred.  The  pictures  were  rehung  under  the 
direction  of  the  Curator. 

It  is  needless  to  enter  into  the  many  details  of  work  in  securing  the 
loans  of  pictures.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  from  the  95  owners  who  so 
generously  contributed  to  the  Exhibition  your  Committee  were  enabled  to 
hang  243  Oil  Paintings,  95  Water-colour  Drawings,  and  one  Chalk  drawing  ; 
while  no  less  than  205  eminent  Artists  were  represented.  The  highest 
authorities  in  the  district  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  was  the  most 
important  exhibition  of  pictures  (with  the  exception  of  that  held  in  1887, 
at  Old  Trafford),  ever  held  in  the  district. 

In  every  case  the  pictures  were  fully  insured  against  all  risks  before 
the  order  to  collect  was  given. 

The  collecting  and  subsequent  removing  were  carried  out  by  Messrs. 
Agnew  and  Sons,  and  Messrs.  Grundy  and  Smith ;  the  latter  firm,  together 
with  the  Museum  staff,  hanging  the  pictures  under  the  direction  of  Sir 
J.  D.  Linton  and  the  Curator.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  for  those  firms, 
no  less  than  your  Committee,  that  not  one  picture  received  the  slightest 
injury.

On  the  13th  July,  the  Mayor  entertained  the  Manchester  Field 
Naturalists'  Society  in  the  building  ;  and  again  held  a  conversazione  on  the 
3rd  August,  to  which,  amongst  others,  the  members  of  the  British 
Archaeological  Association  were  invited.  The  Institution  has  also  been 
used  by  the  Mayoress  (Lady  Bailey)  for  "  At  Homes,"  on  several  occasions. 

New  and  complete  lavatory  accommodation  has  been  supplied  in  the 
central  area  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

Your  Committee  learn  from  the  Curator  and  Chief  Librarian  that  the 
work  and  conduct  of  the  entire  staff  has  throughout  the  year  been 
exemplary,  especially  during  the  period  (exceeding  six  months)  connected 
with  the  Exhibition,  when  their  labours  and  responsibilities  were  necessarily 
increased. 

Reference  Library. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  this  department,  especially  in 
the  shelf-cataloguing  of  the  books.  The  abridgments  and  specifications  of 
patents  are  kept  well  up  to  date,  and  frequent  use  is  made  of  them  by 
persons  interested  in  patents,  who  appreciate  the  readily  accessible  manner 
in  which  these  indispensible  volumes  are  kept. 

Many  hundreds  of  volumes  have  been  repaired  on  the  premises  by  the 
library  staff;  but  for  the  proper  and  needful  re-binding  of  books  a  con- 
siderable expenditure  will  have  to  be  incurred. 

Early  in  the  present  year  the  Trustees  of  the  Brotherton  Memorial 
Fund  forwarded  the  usual  donation  of  .£16,  which  your  Committee  receive 
every  alternate  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  give  the  following  extract  from  the 
letter  of  Mr.  David  Chadwick,  the  Trustee  who  remitted  the  cheque.  On 
receiving  a  list  of  the  books  selected,  he  wrote  as  follows  :  "  I  think  the 
selection  is  a  most  excellent  one  in  every  way,  and  I  am  very  much  pleased 
with  it.  It  is  the  best  selection  of  books  that  has  been  made  for  many 
years." 

It  is  a  matter  of  importance  that  the  shelving  in  the  reference  library 
should  be  altered  so  as  to  adapt  itself  to  the  various  sizes  of  the  books,  and 
your  Commiltee  trust  they  may  be  enabled  to  effect  during  the  coming  year 
this  much-needed  improvement, 


An  important  addition  to  the  archives  of  the  Borough  has  been  made 
in  the  purchase  by  your  Committee,  of  a  manuscript  volume  of  the  Port- 
mote  Records,  which  covers  the  period  1597  to  1G69.  An  elaborate 
report,  with  extensive  extracts  has  been  made  by  the  Chairman,  and  has 
been  printed  aud  circulated  at  the  instance  of  your  Committee. 

In  order  to  bring  this  book  more  fully  before  the  public,  the  Deputy- 
Chairman,  on  the  23rd  October,  gave  a  lecture  in  the  Peel  Park  Reading- 
room,  on  "  Feudal  Salford,"  in  which  he  quoted  freely  from  the  minutes  in 
these  Portmote  Records, 

Lending  Libraries. 

The  shelf-cataloguing  of  the  Lending  Library,  Peel  Park,  is  drawing 
towards  completion. 

In  the  Greengate  Branch  an  improvement  has  been  effected  by  re- 
covering the  floor  of  the  reading-room,  and  portion  of  that  of  the  lending 
department  with  linoleum. 

On  account  of  the  great  demand  for  the  use  of  the  draughts-tables  in 
the  Regent  Road  Branch,  your  Committee  have  placed  two  additional  ones 
in  the  recreation  room,  each  having  two  "  boards." 

In  the  Pendleton  Branch,  to  supply  a  much-felt  want,  a  lavatory,  &c, 
have  baen  constructed  for  public  use.  It  was  found  necessary  to  employ  a 
man  for  some  months  to  preserve  order  in  the  recreation  room  here  during 
the  evenings,  but  his  services  have  for  the  present  been  dispensed  with. 

The  reading-rooms  in  the  Albert  Park  Branch  have  been  re-decorated. 
An  additional  newspaper-stand  has  been  provided  for  the  general  reading- 
room,  and  shelving  to  hold  about  1,000  volumes,  has  been  added  to  the 
lending  department. 

Charlestown  Reading  Rooms. 
On  the  3rd  July  the  Charlestown  Reading-rooms  were  opened  to  the 
public  at  the  same  time  as  the  recreation  grounds  on  which  they  stand. 
The  ceremony  was  performed  by  the  Ex-Mayor,  Mr.  Alderman  Keevney, 
in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  Mayor.  The  Ex-Mayor  suggested  that  it 
would  add  to  the  appearance  of  the  rooms  if  some  pictures  or  engravings 
were  provided  with  which  to  decorate  the  walls ;  and  he  took  the  initiative 
by  generously  presenting  some  a  short  time  afterwards, 
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There  arc  here  three  rooms  available  for  public  use  ;  a  women's  reading- 
room,  a  men's  room,  and  another  for  men,  in  which  your  Committee  are 
trying  the  experiment  of  permitting  smoking.  To  botli  of  the  former  com- 
plete lavatory  accommodation  is  attached  ;  while  in  one  of  the  rooms  is  an 
apparatus  for  the  extinction  of  fire.  An  ample  supply  of  periodicals, 
magazines,  and  newspapers  is  provided ;  also  chess  and  draughts-tables 
for  each  room.  The  building  and  property  are  attended  to  by  a  caretaker, 
who  lives  on  the  premises  with  his  wife  and  family. 


Weaste  Reading   Room. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  the  building  at  the  corner  of 
Cemetery  Road,  Weaste,  which  had  been  a  place  of  worship,  was  converted 
into  a  commodious  Reading-room  ;  and  the  brick  building  adjoining,  which 
forms  part  of  the  property,  was  altered  internally  to  serve  as  an  Assembly 
Room,  thus  supplying  a  convenient  place  for  meetings  in  the  district.  It 
was  opened  on  11th  September  by  the  Mayor,  and  is  well  supplied  with 
magazines  and  newspapers,  besides  having  several  books  for  reterence 
purposes.  To  each  table,  it  may  be  observed,  are  affixed  a  rail  and  tray  for 
sticks  and  umbrellas. 

Your  Committee  are  on  the  eve  of  tryiug  here  the  experiment  of 
allowing  borrowers  who  are  enrolled  in  the  Regent  Road  Branch  to  obtain 
their  books  daily  through  the  Weaste  Reading-room  ;  so  that  the  borrower, 
instead  of  having  to  call  at  the  Branch  Library,  may  leave  his  book,together 
with  a  list  of  others  he  desires,  at  the  reading-room  before  a  certain  hour. 
These  books,  so  left,  will  then  be  carried  to  the  library,  and  the  fresh  supply 
brought  back ;  the  borrowers  can  then  call  for  their  new  books  at  their 
leisure. 

There  is  ample  accommodation  for  the  comfort  of  the  public,  the 
women  having  a  separate  room  for  themselves  where  they  can  read  if  they 
so  desire. 

This  branch  department  is  in  the  immediate  charge  of  a  Librarian  and 
an  Assistant,  and  is  supplied  with  fire  appliances. 
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GENERAL. 

The  number  of  books  in  the  Libraries  shows  an  increase  of  1,468,  and 
a  satisfactory  increase  is  observed  in  the  number  of  books  issued  from  the 
various  Libraries.  By  far  the  larger  proportion  of  these,  86*6  per  cent., 
were  works  of  fiction.  The  total  number  of  active  borrowers,  9,490,  shows 
an  increase  of  580  on  last  year's  number  ;  and  the  number  of  persons  using 
the  Reading  Rooms,  both  on  Sundays  and  week-days,  is  also  considerably 
larger  this  year  than  in  1892-3. 

In  many  details  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  general  Library 
system.  For  example,  book-supports  hav3  been  provided  which  keep  the 
books  in  an  upright  position,  thus  taking  all  strain  off  the  binding. 
"  Hints  to  Readers,"  as  to  the  best  way  to  handle  bojks,  are  hung  in  all  the 
Libraries;  whilst  book-markers  are  supplied  to  the  borrowers,  and  on  these 
are  printed  the  "Hints"  referred  to.  It  is  hoped  that  these  "Hints"  will 
have  the  effect  of  stimulating  borrowers  to  take  more  care  of  what  is  public 
property,  and  thus  prevent  undue  wear  and  tear  of  the  books  lent  them. 

.  The  Curator  and   Chief  Librarian  reports  that  all  the  Libraries  are 
carefully  managed  by  the  Librarians  in  charge.

THE    PEEL,    SEEDLEY,    ALBERT,    AND    ORDSALL    PARKS. 

The  whole  of  the  Parks  continue  to  be  visited  by  large  numbers  of  the 
inhabitants  and  others,  and  the  additional  attraction  of  the  Jubilee 
Exhibition  of  Paintings,  in  the  Art  Galleries  of  the  Museum,  no  doubt, 
increased  the  number  of  visitors  to  Peel  Park  very  considerably. 

The  early  spring  was  very  favourable  to  the  growth  of  the  trees, 
shrubs,  and  flowers  in  the  various  Parks,  but  the  severe  frost  at  the  end  of 
May  caused  serious  damage  to  vegetation,  and  many  of  the  shrubs  and 
plants  have  not  recovered  during  the  summer.  The  new  trees  planted  have 
done  well,  but  more  are  needed,  as  many  of  the  trees,  especially  in  Peel 
Park,  are  dying  from  age,  and  other  well  known  causes. 

The  display  of  tulips  in  all  the  Parks  was  exceptionally  good,  and  the 
abundant  supply  of  crocuses,  planted  in  the  ornamental  grounds,  were  much 
admired.  The  summer  bedding-out  of  plants  was  fairly  good,  considering 
atmospheric  influences,  and  the  very  unsettled  weather  during  the  season. 
The  grass  lawns  arc  still  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  playgrounds  and 
gymnasia  in  good  order.

During  the  season  forty  concerts  were  given  in  the  various  Parks,  and 
they  attracted  large  numbers  of  persons.

COTTAGE    WINDOW    GARDENING    EXHIBITION. 

The  Annual  Exhibition  of  Plants  and  Flowers  was  held  in  Peel  Park, 
on  the  3rd,  4th,  and  6th  August  last,  in  a  commodious  tent  placed  on  the 
grass  land  in  the  lower  Park,  and  was  the  thirteenth  of  the  series.  The 
Exhibition  was  opened  by  the  Mayor  (Sir  W.  H.  Bailey)  in  the  presence 
of  members  of  the  Committee,  and  a  large  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen 
interested  in  the  enterprise. 

The  quality  of  the  cottage  gardening  exhibits  sent  for  competition,  was 
declared  by  the  Judges — some  of  whom  had  acted  in  that  capacity  on 
former  occasions — to  be  superior  to  any  previous  year.  This  result,  your 
Committee  believe,  manifests  an  increasing  interest  in  the  Exhibition  on  the 
part  of  the  people,  and  a  desire  to  excel  in  the  art  of  cultivating  plants  and 
flowers. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging,  the  materialassistance 
afforded  by  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  the  district,  to  render  the  Exhibition 
successful,  by  allowing  their  gardeners  to  send  charming  groups  of  plants 
and  flowers,  for  the  embellishment  of  the  show. 

The  Mayor  submitted  a  list  of  the  successful  competitors,  to  whom  the 
respective  prizes  were  awarded  by  the  Judges,  the  distribution  of  which 
took  place  in  the  evening,  for  the  convenience  of  the  exhibitors.  It  should 
be  mentioned  that  Mr.  Leo  Grindon,  kindly  gave  a  lecture  on  the  plants 
shown  in  the  Exhibition. 

BOWLING     GREENS. 

The  Bowling  Greens  in  all  the  Parks,  have  been  maintained  in  good 
order  during  the  year,  the  popularity  of  the  game  appearing  to  be  on  the 
increase,  judging  from  the  fact  that  the  receipts  have  been  greater  this 
season  than  the  last. 

The  Bowling  Green  at  Albert  Park  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition 
of  800  yards,  and  that  at  the  Seedley  Park  by  350  yards.  These  enlarge- 
ments have  been  much  appreciated  by  the  players,  and  the  members  of 
certain  clubs  using  the  Greens,  have  conveyed  their  formal  thanks  to  the 
Committee, 


GENERALLY. 

The  chief  alterations  in  the  Parks  and  Playgrounds  ^ve  been  as 
follows,   namely  : — 

At  Peel  Park,  a  new  walk  has  been  made  between  the  mens  and  boy's 
gymnasia,  measuring  120  yards  long  ond  15  feet  wide  ;  and  200  yards  of 
iron  fencing  has  been  fixed  to  protect  the  grass  verges. 

At  Seedley  Park,  anew  entrance  has  been  made  from  New  Park  Road, 
and  additional  seats  have  been  placed  in  the  Park  marked  "  for  ladies  only," 
and  the  experiment  has  been  highly  satisfactory. 

At  Albert  Park,  a  new  boundary  wall  with  iron  fence,  has  been  con- 
structed on  the  Vavasour  side,  measuring  65  yards,  and  a  portion  of  the 
wall  in  Grecian  Street  re-built  The  walk  from  the  Free  Library  to  the 
Park  has  also  been  widened  and  fenced,  to  protect  the  grass. 

At  Ordsall  Park,  the  large  gravel  hole  has  been  almost  filled  up,  and  the 
workmen's  cabin  has  been  removed  near  to  the  gymnasium.  The  shrubs 
at  the  entrance  gates  and  at  the  lake,  have  been  protected  by  fixing  iron 
railings  around  them. 

At  the  Oldfield  Road  Playground,  the  inner  iron  fence  has  been  taken 
out,  and  the  low  fences  at  each  end  of  the  ground  have  been  replaced  by  a 
higher  iron  fence,  to  protect  the  Shrubbery. 

At  the  Heywrood  Memorial  Ground,  near  the  junction  of  Broad  Street 
and  Cross  Lane,  a  new  system  of  drainage  has  been  put  in,  and  the  walk 
asphalted. 

At  the  Liverpool  Street  Playground,  a  new  opening  has  been  made 
opposite  to  Denbigh  Street,  and  the  ground  cleared  of  the  rough  material 
used  in  its  construction. 

At  the  Walness  Road  Playground,  80  yards  of  iron  fence  has  been  fixed 
on  the  river  boundary,  and  the  ground  partially  relevelled  ;  four  new 
seats  have  been  placed  on  the  Arlington  Street  Playground. 

At  the  Greengate  Playground,  the  gymnasium  has  been  thoroughly 
overhauled,  but  the  condition  of  the  asphalted  ground  is  not  satisfactory, 
and  demands  attention  during  the  ensuing  Municipal  year.

The  remaining  Playgrounds  and  Open  Spaces,  arc  in  fairly  good 
condition. 

NEW    RECREATION    GROUND    AT    CHARLESTOWN. 

This  Recreation  Ground  was  opened  to  the  public  on  the  3rd  July  last, 
by  the  Ex-Mayor,  (Mr.  Alderman  Keevney)  in  the  presence  of  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Committee,  and  a  goodly  number  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  district.  The  ground  is  tastefully  laid  out,  and  contains  a  fine 
Bowling  Green  and  Gymnasium.  The  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  and  grass,  are 
in  excellent  condition,  and  this  important  Recreation  Ground  has  been 
warmly  appreciated  by  the  residents  in  the  neighbourhood. 

KERSAL    MOOR. 

This  natural  moorland,  with  its  fine  elevation  and  bracing  atmosphere, 
continues  to  be  enjoyed  by  a  large  number  of  visitors  throughout  the  year, 
especially  during  the  summer  months.

TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Museum,  Libraries,  and  Parks  Committee,  have  the  honour  of 
presenting  their  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  Otcober,  1895. 

MUSEUM  AND  ART  GALLERIES. 

Since  the  1st  November,  1894,  several  fresh  specimens  have  been 
added  to  the  collections  in  Room  A,  and  improvements  have  been  effected 
in  the  general  arrangement.  The  cotton  exhibit  attracts  considerable 
attention  from  visitors,  and  your  Committee  feel,  that,  being  in  the  centre 
of  the  cotton  industry,  they  should  spare  no  effort  to  make  this  section  as 
complete  as  possible.  An  eminent  firm  of  manufacturers  have  promised  to 
assist  to  the  best  of  their  ability  in  making  it  perfect.  There  are  also  good 
prospects  of  completing  the  silk  and  wool  sections,  and  bringing  them  up  to 
date.  In  connection  with  the  cotton  exhibit  there  is  shown  a  series  of 
specimens,  which  illustrate  the  various  stages  in  the  manufacture  of  "  cards," 
both  "  roller  "  and  "  flat."  In  order  to  allow  for  the  necessary  and  desirable 
expansion  of  the  industrial  exhibits,  without  removing  any  of  those  at 
present  on  view,  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  to  the  number  of  show-cases 
now  occupied.  Many  of  the  portraits  in  this  room  require  renovating  or 
cleaning,  and  for  this  work  your  Committee  may  have  to  provide  in  their 
next  estimates. 

The  loan  collection  from  the  ?outh  Kensington  Museum  has  recently 
been  changed.  The  present  exhibits  include  brocades,  damasks,  embroid- 
eries, &c,  from  China,   Persia,  and  other   countries ;  Portuguese,  French, 


and  Venetian  wood-carvings ;  electrotypes  of  various  important  works  in 
gold  and  silver  j  and  examples  of  bronzes,  enamels,  and  pottery,  from  Japan. 
From  the  Trustees  of  the  National  Gallery  your  Committee  have  received 
on  loan  three  paintings,  by  G.  Lance,  G.  Jones,  R.A.,  and  P.  C.  Clays 
respectively,  none  of  whom  were  previously  represented  in  our  galleries. 

The  re-arrangement  of  the  ethnographical  collection  has  been  com- 
pleted during  the  present  year,  and  the  improvement  effected  by  the 
addition  of  the  new  wall-cases  and  the  consequent  better  display  of  the 
collections  hitherto  crowded  together  is  a  marked  one.  Several  valuable 
specimens  of  a  miscellaneous  character,  which  had  been  deposited  on  loan 
by  Mrs.  John  Plant,  have  now  been  acquired  by  purchase,  and  some 
important  specimens  have  been  added  to  the  collections  from  islands  in  the 
Pacific,  and  from  West  Africa. 

The  valuable  geological  collection,  which  has  long  been  withdrawn 
from  public  view,  has  been  removed  to  Rooms  F  and  G,  and,  acting  on 
competent  advice,  your  Committee  determined  to  engage  the  professional 
services  of  a  well-known  geologist,  Mr.  H.  Bolton,  F.R.S.E.,  of  the 
Manchester  Museum.  The  work  of  classifying  and  naming  the  specimens 
was  promptly  begun  by  him,  and  has  made  satisfactory  progress.  By 
exchanges  with  the  Council  of  the  Manchester  Museum,  many  much-needed 
specimens  have  been  secured.  Your  Committee  are  also  indebted  to  the 
same  body  for  many  valuable  donations.  To  carry  out  this  work  it  was 
found  necessary  to  add  two  large  wall-cases  to  Rooms  F  and  G,  where  these 
collections  are  being  arranged.  Your  Committee  hope  that  the  collections 
may  be  opened  to  the  public  early  in  1896,  when  it  will  be  found  that  the 
Museum  possesses  a  most  valuable  geological  collection,  so  arranged  as  to  be 
of  real  interest  to  the  geologist  and  of  great  educational  value  to  the 
student.  Containing  as  it  does  many  rare  fossils,  this  department  should 
become  one  of  the  chief  attractions  of  the  Museum. 

Many  specimens  are  still  required  in  various  sections  of  the  Museum, 
and  your  Committee  therefore  strongly  appeal  to  collectors  and  others  to 
assist  them  by  donations,  inasmuch  as  the  funds  at  their  disposal  are 
inadequate  to  provide  for  all  requirements.  Suitable  case -room  will  have 
to  be  provided,  as  it  becomes  necessary. 


The  entire  building  iH  kept  in  good  order  and  perfect  cleanliness,  and 
is,  apparently,  iu  fair  condition  externally.  The  number  of  visitors  who 
passed  through  the  turn-stiles  during  the  past  year  has  been  111,178, 
being  an  average  of  424  per  diem  throughout  the  year.  The  attendance 
fluctuated  between  42  on  the  7th  January,  and  5,868  on  the  August  Bank 
Holiday.     On  all  occasions  the  conduct  of  the  public  was  excellent.

REFERENCE     LIBRARY. 

This  department  maintains  its  efficiency,  and  is  of  great  aid  to  students 
and  others,  residents  in  the  district,  and  elsewhere.  Your  Committee  find 
that  alterations  in  the  shelving  in  many  places  are  needed,  and,  when  the 
state  of  the  funds  shall  permit,  the  necessary  work  will  be  done. 

Much  useful  work  has  been  done  in  the  re-arrangement  of  the  books, 
in  the  shelf-cataloguing,  and  in  repairing  damaged  volumes,  the  addition  of 
a  second  assistant  to  the  Staff  having  greatly  facilitated  this.  A  number  of 
valuable  works  have  been  added  to  this  library,  as  well  as  to  the  Lending 
Libraries,  during  the  year. 

LENDING     LIBRARIES. 

The  shelf-cataloguing  of  the  Lending  Library  at  Peel  Park  is  now  com- 
pleted, and  the  new  catalogue,  which  is  being  prepared  for  publication,  will 
shortly  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  printers. 

In  the  Regent  Road  Branch  a  new  catalogue  is  already  in  the  printers' 
hands,  and  will  soon  be  issued.  This  is  prepared  on  the  Index  or  Dictionary 
plan  (as  in  the  case  of  those  at  the  Greengate  and  Albert  Park  Branches), 
so  that  any  borrower  who  knows  either  the  name  of  the  author  or  the  title 
of  the  book  he  may  want,  can  at  once  turn  to  it,  as  well  as  be  able  to  ascer- 
tain what  works  of  any  particular  writer  the  library  contains. 

In  the  Pendleton  Branch,  your  Committee  were  compelled  to  entirely 
close  the  recreation  room  on  account  of  the  persistent  disorderly  conduct  of 
a  large  number  of  the  persons  who  frequented  it. 

The  system,  adopted  a  year  ago,  of  using  the  Weaste]Reading  Room  as 
a  delivery  station  of  the  Regent  Road  Library,  has  given  great  satisfaction: 
A  borrower  who  leaves  a  book  at  that  reading  room  before  10  a.m.,  will  find 
the  one  he  wants  in  exchange  brought  there  from  the  Regent  Road  Library, 
at  12  o'clock  noon  on  the  same  day.  The  number  of  books  thus  issued 
during  the  year  was  3,070,  and  the  number  of  readers  who  borrowed  books 
from  the  shelves  in  the  reading  room  was  2,400.

The  number  of  visitors  at  the  several  parks  during  the  year,  has  been 
quite  equal  to,  if  not  in  excess  of  that  of  former  years,  the  weather,  during 
the  season,  upon  the  whole,  having  been  favourable. 

The  abnormally  severe  and  prolonged  frosts  of  last  winter,  caused  very 
serious  damage  to  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  and  grass  in  all  the  parks,  especially 
in  Peel  Park,  where  many  of  the  trees  and  plants  were  killed  outright.  The 
spring,  though  very  late,  proved  favourable  to  the  growth  of  such  of  the 
trees  and  plants  as  survived  the  winter,  and  the  foliage  and  vegetation  have 
been  much  fuller  and  richer  than  for  some  years  past.  The  young  trees 
planted  in  Peel  Park  two  years  ago,  are  doing  fairly  well ;  and  special 
attention  should  be  directed  to  the  planting  of  more  trees  in  the  future, 
than  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past. 

The  spring  flowering  bulbs  were  in  great  abundance  in  the  several 
parks,  the  tulips  and  crocuses  making,  as  usual,  a  brilliant  display.  The 
bedding-out  plants — later  in  the  season — shown  in  flower  beds,  several  of 
which  had  undergone  alteration,  and  also  in  consequence  of  the  adoption  of 
a  different  style  of  planting,  presented  a  pleasiDg  variation  in  the  ornamental 
grounds  to  that  of  former  years.  The  grass  lawns  were  also  kept  in  good 
condition  in  the  various  parks,  being  under  regular  treatment  of  mowing 
and  dressing. 

MUSICAL  PERFORMANCES  IN  THE  PARKS. 

The  band  concerts  usually  held  in  the  various  parks  during  the  summer, 
were  suspended  during  the  past  season,  from  financial  considerations. 

COTTAGE  WINDOW  GARDENING  EXHIBITION. 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Show  of  Cottage  Window  Gardening  Plants  and 
Flowers,  took  place  in  Peel  Park,  on  the  2nd,  3rd,  and  5th  days  in  August 
last,  in  a  large  tent  in  the  lower  portion  of  the  park.  The  exhibition  was 
the  most  successful  of  any  former  show  in  the  whole  series.     The  opening 
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ceremony  was  performed  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Alderman  Mottram),  who  was 
supported  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  ;  and  also  a 
good  attendance  of  ladies  and  gentlemen. 

The  exhibits  of  the  competitors  were  pronounced  by  the  judges  to  be  of 
excellent  quality,  and  the  awards  of  merit  given  to  the  successful  competitors 
were  of  greater  value  than  in  former  years.  No  less  than  5,882  plants  were 
sold  to  intending  exhibitors,  as  against  4,475  ot  the  previous  year,  showing 
the  growing  interest  manifested  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough  in  window 
gardening.  The  assistance  afforded  by  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  the  locality, 
in  making  the  exhibition  attractive,  by  lending  charming  groups  cf  orna- 
mental flowers  and  plants  from  their  gardens  and  conservatories,  has  again 
placed  the  Committee  under  a  debt  of  obligation  to  them,  which  was  duly 
acknowledged  at  the  opening  ceremony. 

The  attendance  of  visitors  at  the  show  for  the  three  days,  was  about 
10,000,  as  compared  with  6,914  in  the  previous  year  ;  the  weather  being 
fortunately  dry  and  favourable. 

BOWLING    GREENS. 

The  various  bowling  greens  in  the  parks,  and  the  new  Green  at 
Charlestown,  have  been  maintained  in  good  order  during  the  year,  and  have 
been  well  occupied  by  patrons  of  the  game  during  the  bowling  season. 

GENERALLY. 

The  principal  alterations  and  wrork  in  the  parks  and  playgrounds  may 
be  indicated  as  follows,  namely  : — 

At  Peel  Park,  the  laying-out  of  the  ground,  and  making  the  new  roads 
in  front  of  the  Technical  School,  which  have  been  partly  carried  out.  The 
whole  range  of  greenhouses  have  also  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted; 
and  the  gymnastic  apparatus  put  into  good  order. 

At  Seedley  Park,  two  flights  of  steps  to  the  bowling  green  pavilion  have 
been  added,  and  the  pavilion  thoroughly  repaired  and  painted. 

At  Albert  Park,  new  water  mains  have  been  laid  to  the  bowling  green, 
with  the  requisite  hosepiping  to  water  the  grass. 
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At  Ordsall  Park,  the  large  gravel  bed  excavation  has  been  completely 
tilled  up,  and  the  land  drained.  A  small  corner  of  the  park,  at  the  junction 
of  Trafford  Road  and  Hulton  Street,  has  been  given  for  the  erection  thereon 
of  a  cabman's  shelter,  constructed  under  the  direction  of  the  Hackney  Coach 
Committee. 

At  the  Charlestown  Recreation  Ground,  the  whole  of  the  planting  has 
been  completed,  and  a  water  main  laid  to  the  bowling  green. 

At  the  Heywood  Memorial  Ground,  at  the  junction  of  Broad  Street  and 
Cross  Lane,  the  fences  have  undergone  repairs,  and  have  been  painted ;  and 
the  ground  has  been  kept  in  good  order. 

At  the  Liverpool  Street  Playground,  six  new  strong  seats,  and  a  set  of 
horizontal  and  parallel  bars  have  been  fixed.  These  fixtures  have  been  so 
much  appreciated  and  used,  that  it  is  desirable  that  similar  apparatus 
should  be  supplied  to  the  other  playgrounds. 

At  the  open  space  abutting  on  Broad  Street,  many  of  the  trees  were  in 
so  dilapidated  a  state,  that  thirty  new  trees  were  planted  in  substitution, 
and  tha  sub-soil  drained  ;  the  whole  of  the  tree  guards  were  taken  up, 
repaired,  painted,  and  refixed  ;  the  cost  being  generously  paid  by  Benjamin 
Armitage.  Esq.,  of  Chomlea,  who  had  called  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  trees,  etc.,  on  the  land. 

At  the  Great  Cheetham  Street  Playground,  the  work  of  filling  up  the 
land  is  nearly  completed,  and  the  levelling  and  fencing  may  probably  be 
taken  in  hand  during  the  next  year. 

At  Kersal  Moor,  the  work  of  repairing  the  sides  of  the  shelter,  so  much 
exposed  to  the  weather,  has  been  done.  The  severe  winter  killed  the  roots 
of  most  of  the  heather,  and  consequently  there  has  been  but  little  bloom 
this  year  ;  notwithstanding  this,  much  young  seedling  heather  has  made  its 
appearance  on  the  ground,  and  a  considerable  show  of  bloom  may  be  expected 
next  year,  should  the  winter  be  favourable  for  its  growth.  The  Moor  con- 
tinues to  attract  large  numbers  of  people  during  the  summer  months. 

The  remaining  open  spaces  and  playgrounds  are  maintained  in  fairly 
good  condition.

MUSEUM,    LIBRARIES,   AND

TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Museum,  Libraries,  and  Parks  Committee  have  the  honour  of 
presenting  their  forty-eighth  Annual  Report,  being  that  for  the  twelve 
months  ending  31st  October,  1896. 

MUSEUM     AND     ART     GALLERIES. 

Room  A. 

The  show-cases  in  this  room,  which  contain  the  industrial  collections, 
have  been  judiciously  re-arranged  so  as  to  afford  a  continuity  of  the  groups 
of  specimens.  By  this  change,  also,  space  is  provided  for  additional  wall- 
cases,  which  are  much  needed,  and  which  your  Committee  have  decided  to 
provide. 

The  home  trade  staples  in  the  cotton  section  are  now  fairly  well 
represented.  It  is,  therefore,  intended  to  acquire  through  the  willing- 
support  of  manufacturers,  a  series  of  exhibits  illustrative  of  the  export 
cotton  trade. 

Most  of  the  groups  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled,  renovated,  and 
labelled,  and  form  at  once  an  attractive  and  instructive  feature  in  the 
Museum. 

Room  B. 

Here  the  collections  of  pottery  and  porcelain  have  been  entirely 
re-arranged  ;  and  a  considerable  amount  of  labelling,  which  adds  much  to 
the  interest  and  usefulness  of  the  collections,  has  been  effected. 


In  this  gallery  are  also  the  South  Kensington  Museum  show-cases, 
which  now  contain  objects  illustrative  of  (1)  early  Scandinavian  art, 
(2)  vase-form  in  pottery,  (3)  decorative  enamelled  earthenware,  and 
(4)  the  Hildesheim  and  Bernay  Treasures. 

Room  C. 

Some  valuable  specimens  have  been  added  to  the  ethnographical 
collections  in  this  room.  In  these  important  collections — by  far  the  finest 
of  the  kind  in  the  district — considerable  work  has  been  done  in  the  regis- 
tration, re-arrangement,  and  labelling  of  the  specimens. 

The  collections  are  so  arranged  as  to  commence  with  the  earliest 
evidence  known  to  exist  of  man's  appearance  on  earth,  and  continue  thence 
through  the  Palaeolithic,  Neolithic,  and  Bronze  ages  into  and  through  the 
Historic  period.  The  remainder  of  the  collections,  illustrating  the  manners 
and  customs  of  savage  and  barbaric  races  throughout  the  world,  are 
arranged  according  to  their  geographical  distribution. 

Rooms  D  and  E. 

The  natural  history  collections,  which  are  here  exhibited,  have  been 
cleaned  during  the  past  year. 

Rooms  F.  and  G. 

These  rooms,  which  contain  the  geological  and  mineralogical  collections, 
were  re-opened  to  the  public  by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Alderman  Mandley,  on 
the  30th  June ;  the  collections  having  been  completely  re-arranged  and 
named  by  Mr.  Herbert  Bolton,  F.R.S.E.,  Geologist,  of  the  Manchester 
Museum,  Owens  College.  Here  are  exhibited  rocks  and  fossils  of  the 
Palaeozoic,  Mesozoic,  and  Caiuozoic  eras.  A  special  feature  is  made  of  the 
coal  measures  because  of  their  local  importance.  The  last  table-case,  which 
exhibits  specimens  illustrative  of  the  most  recent  phase  of  geological  history, 
is  arranged  to  correspond  with  a  special  case  in  the  ethnographical  gallery, 
the  latter  having  been  arranged  by  the  Curator  as  an  introduction  to  the 
general  ethnographical  collections.  This  arrangement  emphasises  the 
continuity  of  historic  with  prehistoric  times.  One  special  case  in  Room  F 
is  devoted  to  building-stones,  and  should  be  of  use  to  architects  and  others  j 


and  the  contents  of  a  second  special  case  are  intended  to  illustrate  the 
chief  coal  fields.  They  include  a  series  showing  the  principal  stages  in  the 
process  of  change  from  peat  to  coal. 

In  this  room  are  also  exhibited  some  fine  sections  of  coal-seams, 
presented  by  the  Clifton  and  Kersley  Coal  Company  ;  a  trunk  of  sigillaria 
from  the  Lancashire  Middle  Coal  Measures,  presented  by  Mr.  George  Wild  ; 
and  other  important  specimens  not  in  the  cases. 

GENERAL. 

The  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Museum  and  Art  Galleries,  in 
the  arrangement,  care,  and  labelling  of  the  specimens  and  objects  of  art  is  a 
marked  one. 

Art  students  avail  themselves  in  greater  numbers  than  heretofore  of 
the  advantages  of  the  institution. 

In  July,  the  Curator  represented  your  Committee  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Museums  Association,  held  at  Glasgow.  The  report  which 
he  furnished  appeared  in  extenso  in  the  local  press,  to  which  Mr.  Mullen  is 
a  frequent  contributor  of  articles  dealing  with  objects  under  his  care  in  the 
Museum  and  Art  Galleries.  By  means  of  lecturing,  and  by  conducting 
the  members  of  various  societies  over  the  collections,  he  has  also  done 
much   to   popularize  the     institution. 

In  order  to  increase  the  opportunities  of  residents  in  the  Borough  for 
examining  and  studying  the  collections  in  the  Museum,  your  Committee 
resolved  to  open  the  building  from  2  p.m.  till  6  p.m.  or  dusk,  on  Sundays. 
It  was  first  opened  on  Sunday,  17th  May,  when  the  attendance  was  774.

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  while  the  number  of 
books  borrowed  for  use  at  home  and  in  the  reading  rooms  has  decreased 
by  17,438,  as  compared  with  the  returns  for  1894-5,  the  number  of 
attendances  at  the  Museum  and  at  the  Reading  Rooms  has 
increased  by  123,838.  This  makes  a  nett  increase  of  106,400  in 
the  number  of  uses  made  of  the  various  institutions  referred  to  in  this 
portion  of  your  Committee's  report. 

The  Curator  and  Chief  Librarian  makes  a  satisfactory  report  of  the 
conduct  ar.d  work  of  the  staff  under  his  control. 

FREE  LECTURES. 

Your  Committee  have  arranged  to  hold  the  sixteenth  series  of  winter 
lectures  in  the  Great  Hall  of  the  Royal  Technical  Institute,  instead  of  in 
the  Reading  Room,  Peel  Park,  as  heretofore.  Two  desirable  results  follow 
this  change,  namely,  the  legitimate  use  of  the  reading  room  is  preserved, 
and  more  than  three  times  the  number  of  persons -can  attend  the  lectures.

THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

The  whole  of  the  Parks  are  maintained  in  good  condition,  considering 
the  unfavourable  surroundings  of  some  of  them  ;  and  the  same  were  visited 
by  large  numbers  of  people  during  the  early  part  of  the  summer,  which 
was  exceptionally  favourable  for  outdoor  enjoyment. 

The  condition  of  the  trees  and  shrubs  in  the  various  Parks  has 
considerably  improved  during  the  year  by  reason  of  the  mild  state  of  the 
weather  of  last  winter  •  which,  however,  had  a  contrary  influence  on  the 
spring  flowering  bulbs  that  were  not  so  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  ravages 
of  the  grubs,  which  escaped  the  usual  hard  frost  of  winter. 

An  ample  supply  of  summer  bedding-out  plants  propagated  in  the 
greenhouses  were  planted  in  the  various  Parks,  and  were  displayed  in  their 
respective  flower  beds,  and  formed  the  subject  of  commendatory  observations 
by  the  visitors  on  account  of  their  brilliancy  and  variety. 

The  lawns  have  shown  marked  improvement,  on  account  of  the  special 
attention  they  have  received  during  the  year,  by  liberal  dressings  of  manure 
and  the  clearing  out  of  weeds,  which  so  much  hinder  the  growth  of  the 
green  sward.  The  grass  of  the  playgrounds  has  also  revived  considerably 
in  some  of  the  Parks,  from  the  rest  it  has  had  from  the  heavy  treading  of 
large  number  of  persons  attending  the  musical  performances  of  former 
seasons. 

Band  performances  in  the  various  Parks  have  been  discontinued  for 
the  past  two  seasons  from  financial  considerations. 

COTTAGE  WINDOW  GARDENING  EXHIBITION. 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Show  of  Cottage  Window  Gardening,  was  held 
in  Peel  Park  on  the  31st  July,  and  the  1st  and  3rd  August  last,  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  the  Committee  to  report  that  its  success  surpassed  that  of  all 
its  predecessors.     The  object  of  the  enterprise  being  to  engender  a  love  of 
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plants,  and  the  cultivation  of  a  taste  for  floriculture  among  the  working 
classes,  has  been  crowned  with  marked  success.  The  number  of 
plants  sold  this  year  was  0,103  as  against  5,882  last  year.  Facilities  were 
given  for  the  sale  of  young  plants  for  cultivation,  in  all  the  Parks  of  the 
Borough. 

The  Exhibition  was  opened  by  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Alderman  Mottram), 
accompanied  by  the  Mayoress,  the  Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Museum 
Committee,  and  a  goodly  attendance  of  ladies  and  gentlemen.  The 
adjudication  of  the  prizes  was  in  the  hands  of  competent  judges,  who 
pronounced  the  exhibits  as  being  of  a  high  order  of  merit.  The  show  was 
charmingly  embellished  with  groups  of  ornamental  plants  and  flowers  from 
the  hot  houses  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  the  neighbourhood,  wTho  have 
manifested  their  interest  in  the  success  of  the  Exhibition  in  like  manner 
for  many  years  past.  The  exhibits  of  vegetables  were  very  much  superior 
to  that  of  former  years.  The  attendance  of  visitors  for  the  the  three  days 
was  about  11,886,  as  against  9,748  in  the  previous  year. 

BOWLING     GREENS. 

The  popularity  of  the  game  of  "Bowls"  is  being  manifested  by  the 
demand  for  increased  space  which  is  now  being  made,  especially  from 
Seedley  and  Ordsall  Parks,  and  to  meet  that  need  in  the  last-named  Park, 
the  green  is  being  enlarged  by  over  1,000  yards,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
ground  will  be  ready  for  play  next  season. 

GENERALLY. 

The  principal  alterations  and  work  in  the  Parks  and  Playgrounds  may 
be  indicated  as  follows,  namely  : — 

At  Peel  Park,  the  work  of  laying  out  the  grounds  in  front  of  the 
Technical  Institute  has  been  completed,  with  the  exception  of  the  finishing 
layer  on  the  roads. 

The  Ducie  gates  have  been  repaired,  refixed,  painted,  and  gilded ;  the 
Victoria  gates  have  also  been  thoroughly  cleaned,  painted,  and  gilded,  and 
the  whole  of  the  iron  railings  from   the  Technical  School  to  the  cabmen's 
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shelter  at  the  end  of  Willow  Bank,  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
painted.  The  entire  length  of  railing  from  the  Wallness  entrance  to  the 
Suspension  Bridge  has  also  been  cleaned  and  painted.  At  the  girls' 
gymnasium  the  whole  of  the  flags  under  the  swings  have  been  taken  up  and 
relaid,  and  the  general  repairs  and  painting  of  seats,  shelters,  and  green- 
houses have  been  attended  to  during  the  year. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Duke  and 
Duchess  of  York  to  open  the  Technical  Institute,  Peel  Park  was  visited  by 
many  thousands  of  people  at  night,  to  see  the  magnificent  illuminations 
which  were  displayed  on  the  whole  length  of  the  Park  grounds  fronting  the 
Crescent. 

At  the  Seedley  Park,  a  new  hydrant  has  been  fixed  for  the  purpose  of 
watering  the  bowling  green. 

At  Albert  Park,  the  repaving  under  the  swings,  in  both  boys'  and  girls' 
gymnasium,  has  been  done,  and  the  "  see-saws "  and  swings  thoroughly 
repaired. 

At  OrdsaJl  Park,  a  new  six-inch  drain  has  been  laid  from  the  female 
conveniences  to  the  overflow  of  the  lake.  The  lake  has  also  been  fenced 
round  with  an  iron  fence,  and  thirty  yards  of  hurdles  have  been  fixed  at 
the  Taylorson  Street  entrance. 

A  five  feet  fence  is  now  being  fixed  across  this  Park,  to  allow  the  foot- 
path from  New  Park  Road  to  Hulton  Street  to  be  kept  open  all  night. 

At  the  Charlestown  Recreation  Ground,  a  new  iron  gate  has  been  fixed 
at  the  lodge  entrance.  The  drains  connected  with  the  lodge  have  all  been 
taken  up  and  relaid,  and  the  house  put  in  good  repair ;  two  lavatory  basins 
have  been  fixed  in  the  tool  shed  for  the  convenience  of  the  bowlers. 

At  Liverpool  Street,  the  horizontal  and  parallel  bars  are  in  constant 
use.  This  playground  is  being  covered  with  loam,  so  that  a  firm  and  even 
surface  may  be  obtained. 

At  the  Broad  Street  open  space,  the  trees  planted  are  now  doing  fairly 
well,  but  from  breakages  and  other  cause  renewals  have  to  be  made  from 
time  to  time. 
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At  Broughton  Road  playground,  the  whole  of  the  shrubs  have  been 
taken  up  and  rearranged. 

At  the  Wallness  Road  playground,  eighty  yards  of  posts  and  rails  have 
been  fixed  to  replace  old  hurdles  which  were  worn  out. 

At  Greengate  playground,  a  new  gate  has  been  fixed  at  the  Back 
Hampson  Street  entrance,  and  also  one  at  the  Broughton  Road  entrance, 
half  the  cost  of  the  latter  being  paid  by  an  adjoining  owner. 

At  Everard  Street,  Cook  Street,  and  Arlington  Street  playgrounds, 
horizontal  and  parallel  bars  have  been  fixed. 

At  Langworthy  Road,  the  land  which  has  been  in  use  as  a  small 
nursery  ground  for  some  years  has  been  sold,  and  the  shrubs,  &c,  have 
been  removed  to  the  Sanatorium  nursery  ground,  the  Health  Committee 
having  granted  the  Parks  Committee  the  free  use  of  some  land,  which 
when  worked  and  stocked  will  form  a  valuable  adjunct  to  this  department. 

Kersal  Moor  has  again  been  visited  by  large  numbers  of  people  during 
the  early  summer  months.  The  heather  which  had  sprung  up  since  the 
severe  frosts  of  the  winter  of  1894  is  doing  fairly  well,  and  some  of  it  was 
in  bloom  during  the  season.

TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  SALFORD. 

The  Museum,  Libraries,  and  Parks  Committee  have  the  honour  of 
laying  before  the  Council  their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
October,  1897,  being  the  forty-ninth  of  the  series. 

MUSEUM     AND     ART     GALLERIES. 

Room  A. 
An  addition  of  eight  wall-cases  in  this  room  has  enabled  the  Curator  to 
re-arrange  many  of  the   Industrial  collections,  a  necessary  work  that  has 
been  carried  out  very  satisfactorily. 

Room  B. 

The  labelling  of  the  Pottery  and  Porcelain  collections  has  been  com- 
pleted ;  and  the  South  Kensington  Museum  loan  collections  have  been 
changed.  In  selecting  the  new  loans  the  interests  of  the  art  classes  in  the 
Royal  Technical  Institute  were  kept  in  mind. 

Room  C. 

In  this  room  some  interesting  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Ethno- 
graphical collections,  and  much  time  and  thought  have  been  bestowed  in  the 
arrangement  and  labelling  of  the  specimens  upon  a  scientific  basis,  thereby 
increasing  their  value  and  interest.  The  special  Handbook  to  the  Ethno- 
graphical Section,  written  by  the  Curator  at  the  request  of  your  Committee, 
will,  they  hope,  stimulate  visitors  to  a  closer  study  of  mankind. 
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Rooms  D  and  E. 

Your  Committee  have  engaged  the  services  of  a  naturalist  and  taxi- 
dermist for  the  purpose  of  cleaning,  preserving,  and  re-arranging,  upon  the 
most  modern  scientific  system,  the  British  Ornithological  collections  exhibited 
in  Room  D,  with  the  view  of  making  the  collections,  so  far  as  they  extend, 
of  the  greatest  possible  use  to  students  and  other  visitors.  New  fittings 
and  stands  are  being  provided  for  the  cases,  in  order  to  better  display  the 
various  specimens.  When  the  arrangement  of  the  British  Birds  is  com- 
pleted, the  preservation  and  re-arrangement  of  the  Foreign  birds,  in  Room  E, 
will  receive  the  careful  consideration  of  your  Committee. 

Rooms  F  and  G. 

The  Mineralogical  and  Geological  collections  in  these  rooms  have  been 
cleaned  during  the  past  year  ;  and  some  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
number  of  specimens. 

GENERAL. 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  many  of 
the  Pictures  and  Portraits  in  the  galleries  have  been,  according  to  the 
requirements  in  each  case,  cleaned,  restored,  and  varnished.  Beauties  and 
details  of  work,  hitherto  hidden,  have  been  brought  to  light ;  and  the 
appearance  of  the  galleries  has  been  remarkably  improved.  In  order  to 
better  protect  the  paintings  from  future  deterioration,  many  have  been 
glazed. 

The  picture-frames  throughout  the  entire  collections  being  in  need  of 
cleaning  and  gilding,  the  services  of  a  gilder  have  been  engaged.  The 
result  is  in  every  way  satisfactory.

Four  portraits  of  Ex-Mayors  and  other  personages  have  been  presented 
to  the  Town  Halls  and  Markets  Committee,  and  are  now  hung  in  the  Salford 
Town  Hall. 

A  considerable  amount  of  lettering  has  been  done,  both  in  supplying 
and  renewing  tablets  to  statuary  and  pictures,  and  in  indicating  the  con- 
tents of  galleries  and  of  cases. 

Careful  attention  has  been  given  to  many  of  the  plaster  casts.  These 
are  now  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  work,  still  in  progress,  will 
be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

Your  Committee  must  soon  take  into  consideration  the  better  housing 
of  the  increasingly-large  collections  ;  and,  altogether  apart  from  the  require- 
ments of  space  for  the  permanent  collections,  there  is  urgent  need  of  a  room 
in  which  temporary  exhibitions  may  be  held.  Many  interesting  and 
instructive  special  exhibitions  could  be  placed  before  the  public  from  time 
to  time  if  your  Committee  had  space  for  the  purpose  at  their  disposal. 

An  exchange  of  pictures  lent  by  the  National  Gallery  was  effected  at 
the  instance  of  the  Stockport  Museum.  By  this  means  your  Committee 
secured  two  examples  of  J.  M.  W.  Turner  and  one  of  Theodore  Lane.  A 
temporary  exchange  of  two  paintings  was  also  arranged  at  the  request  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Chadwick  Museum,  Bolton. 

In  addition  to  the  Handbook  mentioned  above  (Room  C)  your  Com- 
mittee have  issued  two  others  during  the  past  year  ;  namely,  that  to  "  The 
Mineralogieal  aud  Geological  Sections,"  by  Herbert  Bolton,  F.R.S.E.,  and 
that  to  "  The  Fine  Arts  Section, "  by  the  Curator.  Copies  of  each  handbook 
have  beeu  purchased  by  the  Salford  School  Board,  and  the  number  bought 
by  the  public  is  encouragingly  large. 

Among  the  more  important  Societies  which  have  visited  the  Museum 
were  the  following  : — Manchester  Field  Naturalists,  Deputation  from  the 
Manchester  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  and  Manchester  Geographical  Society. 
In  addition  to  conducting  these  and  other  Societies  over  the  Museum  and 
Art  Galleries,  the  Curator  has  lectured  for  the  Bolton  Corporation,  and 
the  Manchester  Geographical  and  other  Societies.  He  has  also  contributed 
to  the  local  press  several  articles  on  objects  under  his  care,

There  has  been  an  increase  of  17,792  in  the  number  of  visitors  this 
year  as  compared  with  last.  This  is  partly  (7,709)  accounted  for  by  the 
greater  number  of  days  (32  Sundays)  on  which  the  Museum  was  open.  But, 
quite  apart  from  this  circumstance,  the  average  Sunday  attendance  has,  ho 
far  as  comparable  with  last  year's  returns,  materially  increased,  while  that 
on  weekdays  averages  18  more  persons  on  each  of  the  264  days  open.

LIBRARIES    AND    READING-ROOMS. 

Buildings. 

The  Libraries  and  Reading-rooms  throughout  the  Borough  have  been 
maintained  in  a  fairly  good  state  of  repair.  Structural  alterations  have 
also  been  carried  out  where  urgently  needed.  In  the  next  financial  year 
provision  will  have  to  be  made  for  the  painting  and  beautifying  of  some  of 
the  Branch  Libraries,  and  more  especially  for  the  renovation  of  the  older 
portion  of  the  parent  institution  in  Peel  Park ;  the  wear  and  tear  of  more 
than  fifty  years,  and  alterations  necessitated  by  the  great  growth  of  the 
contents  of  the  buildings,  requiring  a  considerable  outlay. 

Books. 

The  number  of  books  on  the  shelves  of  each  of  the  Lending  Libraries 
has  been  considerably  augmented.  In  making  these  additions,  your  Com- 
mittee have  not  sought  chiefly  to  replace  worn-out  volumes,  but  to  raise  the 
general  standard  of  the  works  provided  for  the  use  of  the  readers. 
Regard  has,  therefore,  been  had  to  the  spread  of  higher  education  in  the 
Borough ;  and  although  an  ample  supply  of  new  novels,  or  books  of  fiction, 
of  a  healthy  tone  has  been  made,  other  works  of  a  superior  educational 
nature  have  been  provided.  A  more  general  study  of  political  science  and 
other  such  subjects  must  be  met  in  the  provision  of  books  bearing  thereon 


for  the  Lending  Libraries.  The  growing  use  of  the  Reference  Library  by 

the  staff  and  students  of  the  adjacent  Royal  Technical  Institute,  has  led 

your  Committee  to  add  to  the  number   of  technical   and  scientific   works 
previously  purchased. 

Catalogues. 

A  new  complete  catalogue  for  the  Lending  Library,  Peel  Park,  has 
been  compiled  and  printed,  and  over  one  thousand  volumes  of  no  further 
use,  and  which  had  accumulated,  have  been  removed  from  the  shelves. 

A  complete  catalogue  of  additions  to  the  Reference  Library  (1892-7) 
has  been  prepared,  type-written,  and  bound.  This  is  of  great  service  to 
the  readers. 

Supplementary  catalogues  for  the  Greengate  and  the  Albert  Park  Branch 
Libraries  are  being  prepared  for  printing. 

General. 

All  discarded  works  have  been  presented  to  the  following  institutions : — 
Salford  Union  Infirmary,  Salford  Union  Workhouse,  Children's  Shelter, 
Lady  well  Sanatorium,  and  Model  Lodgings.  All  old  newspapers  and 
periodicals  of  no  further  use  to  the  reading  public  have  been  presented  to 
the  Workhouse. 

Your  Committee  have  entered  into  a  contract  for  electrically  lighting 
the  Libraries  and  Reading-room  in  Peel  Park.  The  advantages  of  using 
this  light  will  be  many ;  and  not  the  least  will  be  the  absence  of  gases 
which  not  only  destroy  books  and  their  bindings,  but  unhealthily  vitiate 
the  atmosphere. 

The  Second  International  Library  Conference  was  held  in  London  in 
July,  and  was  attended,  on  behalf  of  your  Committee,  by  the  Chairman  and 
Mr.  Mullen.  A  copy  of  their  report  thereon  forms  an  appendix  to  this 
Report. 

Erom  the  Trustees  of  the  Brotherton  Memorial  Fund  the  sum  of 
£18  9s.  8d.  has  been  received,  and  books  have  been  purchased  for  the 
Reference  Library  to  that  amount,  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
deed  of  trust.

THE  PEEL,  SEEDLEY,  ALBERT,  AND  ORDSALL  PARKS. 

Your  Committee  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  whole  of  the  Parka 
have  been  kept  in  good  condition  during  the  year,  and  especially  the  portions 
of  the  Parks  which  are  set  apart  as  garden  plots  for  flowering  plants  ;  as 
well  as  the  grass  land  and  lawns,  which  have  been  maintained  in  good  con- 
dition, and  have  appeared  to  better  advantage  than  for  some  years  past. 

The  shrubs  and  plants  in  all  the  Parks,  which  have  been  supplemented 
by  new  ones  planted  during  the  past  season,  have  shown  fairly  good  growth  ; 
and  the  green  sward  supplied  with  a  liberal  dressing  of  manure,  with 
periodical  mowing,  has  greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  lawns  and 
banks  in  the  ornamental  sections  of  the  Parks. 

The  spring  flowering  plants  suffered  greatly  from  the  cold  dry  winds  of 
the  spring,  the  season  being  somewhat  late,  and  many  of  the  bulbs  were  partly 
spoiled  before  they  were  ready  to  bloom. 

The  slimmer  bedding-out  plants,  however,  proved  to  be  superior  to 
any  former  display  of  the  kind  for  some  years  past,  and  although  many  of 
the  choicer  bedding-out  series  cannot  be  successfully  grown  in  these  Parks, 
the  display  of  bloom  during  the  summer  was  pronounced  to  be  excellent. 
The  Ordsall  Park  was  specially  favoured  in  this  respect,  notwithstanding 
its  many  disadvantages  for  vegetation. 

NEW   RECREATION    GROUND   FOR   CHILDREN. 

The  Trustees  of  the  David  Lewis  Bequest,  on  the  31st  August  last,  at 
a  meeting  held  on  the  ground,  consisting  of  members  of  the  Council,  and  a 
large  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  formally  presented  to  the  Mayor 
(Sir  Richard  Mottram),  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation,  the  plot  of  land  at  the 
northerly  end  of  Peel  Park,  containing  25  acres,  laid  out  as  a  Recreation 
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Ground  for  Children ;  the  playground  was  duly  inaugurated  on  that  day  by 
a  fete  given  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Levy,  one  of  the  Trustees,  to  over  3,000  children 
from  the  Elementary  Schools  of  the  Borough.  The  Trustees  have  subse- 
quently generously  supplemented  their  gift  by  a  grant  of  £4,000  to  render 
the  ground  more  ornamental  and  attractive,  The  Council  having  dele- 
gated the  care  of  this  land  to  your  Committee,  the  cost  of  its  maintenance 
will  add  considerably  to  their  expenditure  annually. 

COTTAGE    WINDOW    GARDENING. 

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Show  of  Cottage  Window  Gardening  was  held  in 
Peel  Park  on  the  30th  and  31st  July,  and  the  2nd  August  last,  and  the 
Committee  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  the  result  as  being  very  satis- 
factory. The  fact  that  the  number  of  plants  sold  to  cottagers  was  6,730, 
against  6,103  the  previous  year,  proves  conclusively  that  the  object  of  the 
Exhibition,  which  is  to  cultivate  the  love  of  plants  and  flowers  among  the 
people,  is  being  amply  secured.  The  value  of  the  prizes  awarded  to  the 
successful  candidates  was  £63  18s.,  the  sum  provided  in  prizes  last  year 
being  £56  5s.  6d.  The  aggregate  attendance  at  the  show  was  not  equal  to 
that  of  last  year,  the  excessively  hot  weather  on  Bank  Holiday  (the  last 
day  of  the  Show),  being  the  cause  of  a  marked  falling-ofF  on  that  day,  as 
compared  with  the  attendances  of  former  years.  The  total  number  of 
visitors   was  10,942,  as  against  11,886  the  year  before. 

The  Mayor,  Sir  Richard  Mottram,  accompanied  by  Lady  Mottram, 
opened  the  Show,  and  was  supported  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
(Mr.  Alderman  Mandley).  the  Chairman  of  the  Parks  Sub-Committee  (Mr. 
Councillor  Haworth),  and  other  members  of  the  Council  ;  and  there  was 
also  present  a  large  number  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  interested  in  the 
Exhibition.  The  judges  who  adjudicated  the  prizes  to  the  successful 
competitors  pronounced  the  Exhibition  to  be  superior  to  any  of  its  pre- 
decessors, the  exhibits  being  larger  and  better  in  quality,  and  the  plants 
sent  by  ladies  and  gentlemen  to  embellish  the  Show  on  a  much  larger  scale. 
Special  prizes  were  given  by  the  Mayor  to  the  value  of  £3.  and  by  Mr. 
Charles  J,  Heywood  of  £2  2s.,  which  were  keenly  competed  for  by  the 
exhibitors. 
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BOWLING    GREENS. 

The  popularity  of  the  various  Bowling  Greens  in  the  Parks  increases  ; 
but  the  somewhat  excessive  use  made  of  them  by  players  renders  it  a  work 
of  considerable  difficulty  to  keep  the  greens  in  a  perfectly  satisfactory 
condition  for  bowling  ;  under  the  circumstances  the  grass  is,  however,  kept  in 
fairly  good  condition. 

GENERALLY. 

The  principal  work  done  in  the  Parks  and  Playgrounds  is  included  in 
the  following  summary,  namely  : — 

In  Peel  Park  the  whole  of  the  main  roadways  fronting  the  Technical 
School  and  the  Museum,  from  the  Ducie  to  the  Victoria  Gates,  have  been 
asphalted  with  limestone  and  granite  asphalte,  and  the  whole  of  the  drains 
have  been  put  in  thorough  order.  The  area  wall  on  the  south  front  has 
been  lowered  two  feet  and  the  bank  taken  away,  so  as  to  let  in  additional 
light  and  air  into  the  lower  rooms  of  the  Museum.  The  walks  around  the 
flower  garden  in  the  lower  part  of  the  park  have  been  drained,  re-formed, 
and  gravelled. 

The  footpath  abutting  on  the  river  bank  and  the  gate  of  the  Suspension 
Bridge  have  been  allowed  to  remain  open  until  10-30  p.m.  for  the  conveni- 
ence of  Broughton  residents,  chiefly  those  who  attend  the  Technical  School, 
and  eight  lamps  have  been  fixed  to  light  the  footpath.  It  has  been  ascer- 
tained, however,  that  many  persons  of  indifferent  character  are  found 
straying  in  the  Park  at  night,  and  the  question  of  fencing  off  the  footpath 
may  require  attention  at  no  distant  date. 

At  Seedley  Park  the  lodge  has  been  altered  and  a  new  room  added 
thereto  ;  and  the  tool  house  has  been  removed  to  a  central  position  in  the 
Park.  An  avenue  of  wylch  elms  has  been  planted  through  the  Park,  and  a 
large  shrubbery  formed  in  a  central  position  therein. 

At  Albert  Park  the  work  of  re-puddling  one-half  of  the  lake  has  been 
done  and  the  leakage  stopped.  In  addition  to  raising  the  wall  around  the 
girls'  gymnasium,  considerable  alterations  and  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  walks  in  the  central  part  of  the^park. 
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At  Ordsall  Park  the  improved  footpath  from  Park  Road  to  Hulton 
Street,  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  has  been  completed  and  has 
proved  to  be  a  great  public  convenience,  as  well  as  being  useful  in  the 
maintenance  of  order  in  the  Park.  The  Bowl  House  has  been  altered  and 
re-arranged,  and  a  hydrant  and  hose  for  watering  purposes  have  been 
supplied  and  found  highly  useful. 

At  Liverpool  Street  Playground  the  cinders  on  the  land  have  been 
covered  over  with  loam,  which  has  been  properly  levelled  and  now  constitutes 
an  excellent  surface  for  the  playground.  The  whole  of  the  drains  have  been 
taken  up,  cleansed,  and  relaid,  and  an  additional  length  of  drain  pipes  laid 
down.  The  old  grids  have  been  cleared  away,  and  new  suitable  iron  grids 
substituted.  A  length  of  328  yards  of  walks,  six  feet  wide,  has  been  laid 
across  the  ground,  and  an  experiment  in  tree-planting  is  being  made. 

The  Greengate  Playground  has  been  supplied  with  a  new  iron  gate, 
the  surface  of  the  ground  has  been  asphalted,  and  the  buildings  put  into  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

At  the  Hodson  Street,  Walness  Road,  and  Teneriffe  Street  Playgrounds, 
horizontal  and  parallel  bars  have  been  erected,  and  wood  seats  fixed  in  these 
and  all  the  other  playgrounds. 

The  Ornamental  Garden  Plot  at  the  junction  of  Broad  Street  and  Cross 
Lane,  and  also  that  in  Broughton  Road,  are  maintained  in  good  condition. 

Kersal  Moor  is  kept  in  its  natural  state  of  moorland — without  disturb- 
ance in  that  respect  by  way  of  gardening — and  continues  to  attract  large 
numbers  of  visitors  daring  the  summer  months. 

The  land  at  the  Sanatorium,  the  use  of  which  was  granted  by  the 
Health  Committee  as  a  Nursery  Ground  for  the  Parks,  has  been  partly 
stocked  with  young  trees  and  shrubs,  which  promise  well,  and  will  even- 
tually prove  to  be  an  important  adjunct  to  the  Parks  Department.

REPORT     OF     THE     DEPUTATION     FROM     THE     MUSEUM, 
LIBRARIES,     AND      PARKS      COMMITTEE     TO      THE 
SECOND      INTERNATIONAL     LIBRARY     CONFER- 
ENCE,   HELD    IN     LONDON,     13th,    14th, 
15th,    16th    JULY,    1897. 


In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Museum,  Libraries,  and  Parks 
Committee,  dated  6th  July,  1897,  authorising  us  to  attend  the  Second 
International  Library  Conference,*  and  instructing  us  to  present  a  Report 
thereon  to  the  Committee,  we  beg  to  report  as  follows  : — 

Conference. 

The  number  of  Delegates  attending  the  Conference  was  very  large, 
approximating  six  hundred  persons.  Most  of  the  towns  in  the  United 
Kingdom  possessing  Public  Free  Libraries  were  represented,  France,  Ger- 
many, Italy,  Sweden,  Hungary,  Belgium  had  also  representatives  ;  but  the 
greater  number  of  Delegates  from  other  countries  than  the  United  Kingdom 
came  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  New  Zealand,  New  South  Wales 
(Victoria),  and  Jamaica.  The  Far  East  was  represented  by  a  Delegate  from 
Japan. 

The  President  of  the  Conference,  Sir  John  Lubbock,  Bart.,  M.P.,  pre- 
sided over  the  meetings,  his  place  being  frequently  taken  by  the  Lord 
Crawford  and  Balcarres. 

The  Conference  was  held  in  the  new  Council  Chamber  in  Guildhall, 
and  at  the  commencement  of  the  proceedings  the  Right  Hon.  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  London,  Sir  Geo.  F.  Faudel-Phillips,  D.L.,  after  welcoming  the 
Members  in  a  few  well-chosen  words,  called  upon  the  President  to  deliver 
his  inaugural  address.

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Presidental  Address. 

Sir  John  Lubbock  then  delivered  his  Presidential  Address.  In  it  he 
sketched  the  Public  Free  Library  movement  from  the  beginning  under  the 
Act  of  1850,  and  stated  that  the  Act  had  been  voluntarily  adopted  by  some 
three  hundred  and  fifty  places,  containing  in  the  aggregate  nearly  one-half 
of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country.  The  Libraries  so  established  contain 
over  5,000,000  volumes  ;  the  number  of  books  issued  amounts  to  about 
27,000,000  a  year  ;  and  the  attendance  of  the  public  reaches  60,000,000 
persons  per  annum.  The  United  States  and  our  Colonies,  notably  Canada, 
South  Africa,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  in  all  these  respects  compare  well 
with  our  own  country.  Dealing  with  light  literature,  Sir  John  said  :  Some 
persons  doubted  the  good  effects  of  Public  Libraries,  basing  their  arguments 
on  the  preponderance  of  readers  of  works  of  fiction.  In  his  opinion,  many 
such  works  are  not  amusing  and  refreshing  simply,  but  instructive.  He 
was  satisfied  that  novels  are  on  the  whole  improving.  Still  he  thought  it 
sad  to  see  so  many  of  our  countrymen  and  women  neglecting  the  master- 
pieces of  literature  in  Science,  in  Poetry,  and  in  the  Arts,  and  wasting  so 
much  of  their  time  on  novels,  often  famous  simply  because  they  are  new — in 
Ruskin's  words,  "fresh  from  the  fount  of  folly."  With  the  present  vast 
multiplication  of  publications  the  choice  of  books  is  becoming  more  and 
more  difficult,  but  the  "  National  Reading  Union  "  and  other  agencies  are 
greatly'assisting  readers  in  their  selections. 

Papers  and  Discussions. 
Mr.  MacAlister,  Librarian  of  the  Royal  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Society 
of  London,  read  a  paper  on  Modern  Librarianship,  and  maintained  that 
neither  the  uncommunicative  scholar  nor  the  uneducated  person  is  fit  for 
the  position.  A  high  standard  of  education  is,  however,  required  for  the 
office  of  Public  Librarian,  and  the  higher  that  standard  the  better  the  re- 
sults. Wholesome  literature  is  now  provided  for  the  young,  and  a  wider 
range  of  books  for  older  persons.  The  Librarian  should  be  able  and  ready 
to  guide  readers  into  the  streams  of  information  they  seek  ;  but  it  is  not  his 
duty  to  impart  such  information.  In  Mr.  MacAlister's  opinion,  the  use  of 
mechanical  appliances  (such  as  Indicators,  &c.)  in  Libraries  tends  to  deaden 
the  intellect ;  as  the  man  who  devotes  himself  to  such  appliances  is  apt  to 
forget  his  higher  functions. 
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"  The  Evolution  of  the  Publio  Library n  was  then  dealt  with  hy  Mr. 
Tedder.  The  earliest  Librarians  were  the  priests,  and  the  earliest  Libraries, 
the  temples.  The  earliest  civilizations,  Assyria  and  Egypt,  had  their 
Public  Libraries,  which  were,  however,  of  a  priestly  character.  He  traced 
in  an  interesting  manner  the  growth  of  Public  Libraries  from  the  sixth  cen- 
tury, b.o.  (when  one  was  founded  by  Pisistratus)  downwards  to  the  present 
day.  The  Free  Library  movement,  as  started  by  E wart's  Act,  was  mainly 
educational ;  and  the  speaker  described  Public  Libraries,  with  their  educa- 
tional and  civilizing  influences,  the  "real  universities  of  'the  great  un- 
attached ; ' "  and  the  Librarian,  a  worker  in  the  cause  of  intellectual 
progress,  as  the  priest  of  literature.  The  Librarian  must  be  in  the  future, 
whatever  he  may  have  been  in  the  past,  a  scholar  and  a  good  organiser,  and 
must  also  hold  the  mastery  of  the  technicalities  of  Public  Librarianship. 

Mr.  Dewey,  Director  of  the  State  Library,  Albany,  U.S.A.,  regretted  that 
so  many  persons  devote  hours  to  sensational  newspapers,  and  avoid  books  of 
real  permanent  value.  It  is  quite  time  the  State  should  recognise  that 
Libraries  are  not  merely  disirable  institutions,  but  indispensable  elements 
in  education.  He  vigorously  pleaded  for  an  extension  of  legislation  in  favour 
of  Libraries,  which  are  as  necessary,  he  considered,  to  the  welfare  of  the 
public  as  are  the  public  Schools. 

The  Guildhall  Librarian  followed  this  by  insisting  on  the  importance  of 
a  widespread  and  liberal  education  as  the  qualification  for  a  Librarian.  The 
possession  of  a  University  Degree  is  a  great  advantage  ;  but  the  great  hind- 
rance to  such  attainments  is  the  general  inadequacy  of  the  remuneration  of 
Librarians.  Until  the  profession  is  better  paid,  parents  will  not  incur  the 
expense  of  such  a  wide  education  to  fit  their  sons  for  the  office. 

Mr.  Matthews,  of  Bristol,  spoke  in  high  terms  of  the  results  of  the 
employment  of  women  in  Libraries.  They  are  eminently  fitted,  he  said, 
for  the  work;  and  readers  are  better  behaved  under  their  control  than  when 
men  are  employed.  When  the  Staff  consists  of  women  a  porter  is,  however, 
always  engaged. 

Mr.  Alderman  Rawson,  in  the  course  of  an  excellent  paper,  stated  that 
the  employment  of  women  in  the  Manchester  Free  Libraries  (where  there 
are  eighty-four  on  the  staff)  has  produced  most  beneficial  effects  in  the 
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maintenance  of  silence  and  order.  He  mentioned  that  in  Manchester  they 
had  never  levied  fines,  and  their  confidence  in  the  public  had  never  been 
abused.  He  considered  that  there  should  be  an  intimate  and  direct  inter- 
course between  the  Librarian  and  his  Committee,  without  any  official 
middleman  ;*  and  urged  the  periodical  weeding-out  of  obsolete  works. 

Mr.  Alderman  Mandley  addressed  the  Conference  on  the  good  accruing 
to  the  public  by  the  mutual  co-operation  of  the  Museum  and  Libraries  and 
Technical  Instruction  Committees  of  Salford,  and  from  the  highly  instruc- 
tive free  lectures  they  had  established  within  their  own  walls. 

Mr.  Crunden,  of  St.  Louis,  U.S.A.,  read  a  somewhat  Utopian  paper  on 
"  Books  and  Text-books  :  the  Future  of  the  Library  in  Education."  His 
suggestion  was  that  the  Public  Library  should  provide  to  a  large  extent  the 
education  of  the  great  masses  of  the  people.  They  could  be  more  particu- 
larly useful  than  they  were  at  present.  Education  should  seek  to  make  not 
lawyers  uor  farmers,  but  men.  The  text-book  should  be  used  merely  as  a 
guide  to  what  is  permanent  and  valuable.  The  larger  and  broader  education 
is  to  be  gained  by  the  masses  in  the  free  use  of  the  Public  Free  Libraries, 
which  puts  the  polish  on  the  man,  broadens  his  views,  and  removes 
angularities. 

Papers  and  discussions  followed  on  Bibliography  and  Cataloguing. 
Bibliography  is  in  its  essence  the  describing  of  books  as  books  in  contra- 
distinction to  books  as  literature.  The  British  Museum  Catalogue  was 
taken  as  a  great  example  of  this  work.  In  the  Public  Free  Library,  however, 
ninety-nine  out  of  every  one  hundred  persons  wished  the  Librarian  to  get 
the  book  wanted  as  quickly  as  possible  ;  thus  the  aim  of  the  bibliographer, 
which  is  the  logical  classification  and  the  relation  of  each  book  to  other 
books,  has  to  be  sacrificed  to  the  practical  demands  of  the  vast  majority  of 
readers. 

Mr.  Barrett,  of  the  Mitchell  Library,  Glasgow,  in  comparing  the  relative 
values  of  the  Classified  and  the  Alphabetical  Catalogues,  emphatically  claimed 
the  latter  to  be  by  far  the  more  generally  useful  form  for  Public  Free 
Libraries  ;  and  considered,  further,  that  the  larger  the  library  the  greater 
the  advantages  of  the  dictionary  fox*m  of  catalogue.  In  these  dicta  there 
was  a  strong  consensus  of  agreement  among  the  delegates ;  but  it  was  con- 

*  Mr.  Alderman  Rawson  here  referred  to  institutions  where  communications  between  the  Librarian 
and  his  Committee  pass  through  the  Town  Clerk  or  other  official. 
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sidered  that  it  is,  in  every  case,  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  provide  a 
catalogue  in  the  form  most  suited  to  those  for  whose  use  the  Library  is 
maintained. 

Mr.  Robertson,  of  Aberdeen,  urged  the  desirability  of  some  scheme 
common  to  all  Libraries. 

An  interesting  paper  on  "  Library  Work  Forty  Years  Ago"  was  contri- 
buted by  Mr.  Co  well,  of  Liverpool.  In  his  opinion,  readers  of  forty  years 
ago  were  more  eager  than  those  of  to-day  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advan- 
tages offered  by  Public  Libraries.  In  Liverpool  the  circulation  of  music 
was  much  appreciated,  and  the  delivery  of  free  lectures  was  a  great  aid  to 
library  work. 

Mr.  Burgoyne,  of  Lambeth,  treating  of  "  Public  Library  Architecture 
from  the  Librarian's  Point  of  View,"  said  the  first  condition  is  to  have  a 
suitable  site,  easily  accessible,  to  be  as  readily  seen  by  strangers  as  by 
residents  in  the  locality.  Above  all,  it  should  be  large  enough  not  only  for 
present  use  but  for  the  extension  of  shelving  for  books  and  of  accommodation 
for  an  increased  number  of  readers.  Amongst  other  matters,  he  urged  that 
the  reading  room,  being  most  used,  should  be  on  the  ground-floor  and  as 
near  the  entrance  as  possible ;  the  rooms  should  not  be  too  large  ;  books 
should  be  accessible  without  the  use  of  ladders  ;  windows  should  be  high, 
ceilings  lofty  ;  the  lighting  should  be  good  and  well  distributed ;  skylights 
should  be  double  so  as  to  prevent  the  access  of  direct  rays  from  the  sun ; 
windows  should  be  double  where  there  is  much  traffic  ;  if  gas  be  used,  some 
form  of  ventilating-shaft  should  be  employed  to  carry  off  the  fumes,  and 
some  form  of  incandescent  light  should  be  used. 

Mr.  Pite,  F.R.I.B.A.,  followed  with  "  Library  Architecture  from  the 
Architect's  Standpoint,"  and  regarded  the  Library  as  an  extended  book-case 
with  mechanical  functions.  He  considered  that  as  a  good  book  merits  a 
good  binding  so  a  good  collection  of  books  deserves  a  good  building. 

Sir  Henry  Ho  worth,  M.P.,  asked — Were  the  books  bought  for  the 
library  building,  or  was  the  building  supplied  for  the  books  1  In  his  opinion, 
the  Librarian  ought  to  have  control  of  the  arrangement  of  his  books,  and 
the  building  should  be  supplied  to  meet  this  special  purpose  ;  but,  as  a 
rule,  the  building  was  intended  mainly  to  glorify  the  architect.  This 
should  not  be  so. 
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Dr.  Garnett  suggested  that  it  would  be  well  if  the  architect  subordi- 
nated sesthetic  considerations  somewhat  to  practical  requirements,  and  made 
his  plans  suitable  not  only  for  the  present  but  for  future  needs.  He  had 
known  of  Libraries  which  ought  to  have  lasted  for  one  hundred  years 
become  almost  useless  in  ten  through  want  of  accommodation. 

Miss  Caroline  Hewens,  Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  Mr.  Dana,  Denver, 
Colorado,  contributed  papers  on  "  Books  for  Children."  Children  com- 
menced reading  at  about  six  or  seven  years  of  age,  and  the  habit  increased 
in  intensity  till  about  fourteen  years,  when  the  young  reader  was  less 
omnivorous  and  more  discriminate.  It  is  between  these  years  that  the 
reading  habit  is  formed,  and  then  is  the  time  that  the  training  as  to  what 
to  read  can  be  most  easily  and  usefully  carried  on.  Miss  Hewens  drew 
attention  to  a  way  in  which  Public  Libraries  assist  elementary  schools  in 
the  States.  A  list  of  some  twenty  books  (they  must  be  both  readable  and 
instructive)  is  drawn  up.  Fifty  copies  of  each  book  are  procured,  and  they 
are  lent  for  three  months  at  a  time  to  the  schoolmasters,  on  the  under- 
standing that  they  should  be  read  in  class.  It  is  claimed  by  sound 
authorities  on  educational  matters  that  the  hours  thus  occupied,  away  from 
prescribed  text-books,  are  not  wasted  but  are  really  beneficial.  This  method 
is  gaining  general  acceptance  in  the  States,  but  has  not  yet  been  adopted 
in  England. 

In  the  interesting  discussion  which  followed,  many  speakers  pressed 
upon  the  Conference  the  importance  of  catering  for  young  children's  tastes 
in  Public  Libraries.  The  usefulness  of  special  reading-rooms  for  the  young 
was  also  insisted  upon. 

Sir  John  Lubbock  said  that  it  is  found  that  children  are  very  receptive 
of  scientific  facts,  and  he  heartily  endorsed  the  views  expressed  by  the 
readers  of  the  papers. 

"  Freedom  in  Public  Libraries  "  was  the  title  of  a  paper  by  Mr.  Brett, 
of  Cleveland,  U.S.A.  Mr.  Brett  considered  that  all  borrowers  should  have 
absolutely  free  access  to  the  shelves  ;  but,  in  the  discussion  which  followed, 
this  system  was  generally  condemned  on  the  ground,  as  put  by  Sir  W.  H. 
Bailey,  that  it  would  be  convenient,  perhaps,  for  the  first  borrower,  but, 
owing   to   misplacement   of  books,    those    following  him   would  suffer  in. 
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increasing  proportion,  and  finally  the  condition  of  the  shelves  would  become 
chaotic.  Apart  from  this  arose  the  objections  of  mutilation,  thoft,  greatly 
increased  wear  and  tear,  &c;  and,  besides  these,  the  subject,  to  be  properly 
carried  out,  would  involve  the  re-arrangement  of  the  whole  building  and  a 
considerable  modification  in  the  duties  of  the  staff;  much  more  room  would 
be  necessary,  and  that  would  necessitate  additional  expense.  To  the 
ordinary  thief,  however,  little  temptation  is  offered  because  of  the  difficulty 
of  converting  the  duly  stamped  library  book  into  cash. 

General. 

In  the  Guildhall  was  an  extensive  and  interesting  exhibition  of  various 
library  appliances,  including  plans  and  elevations  of  new  libraries  throughout 
the  country.  There  were  many  examples  of  methods  of  binding  books ; 
but  all  of  these  followed  very  closely  on  the  principles  adopted  in  the  specifi- 
cation for  binding  in  the  Salford  Libraries 

We  have  pleasure  in  recording  the  kind  attention  and  hospitality  shown 
to  the  members  of  the  Conference  by  the  Officials  and  the  Organising  Com- 
mittee ;  by  the  Right  Hon.  The  Lord  Mayor  and  Lady  Mayoress  of  London;
